NOTi;S ON THK limCET FOU THE FISCAL VEAU l!l04-r>. 

I. General Features of the Budget for 1904-5. 

The Budget for the .‘i7tli Fiscal Year (April, 19DI — March, lilOo) differs in two points fi-oiu that 
for a normal year; first, the uiiiete<-nth si's.sion of the Ini[wrial Diet was oik'IusI in Deeeiiihcr, 1909, but 
on the following day the House of Kc-presinitatives was dissolvisl so that there was no ojiportunity of 
presenting the Budget to the Diet, and conse(|uently fir the iiZtli Fiscal Year the Budget fir the year 
pre<;eding must, in accordance with the jirovtsions of the Constitution, be carriisl out; second, in 
consc<|Ucnce of the unhajipy termination of our negotiations with Kussia in February last, an 
c.xtraorilinary session of the Diet was calleil in the month fillowing, and the Budget relating to the War 
finances was presented ami im.s.sed. 

II. The Budget to be actually carried out in the Year 1904-5. 

Thas, fir the 37th Fiscal Year the, Binlgi't fir the preceding year has, according to the 
Constitution, to I* carried out; as, however, for that precetling year also the Budget fir the year laforc 
had fir a similar rcasm to 1)C carried out, the Budget fir 190*2-3 has had to do duty for the two ensuing 
years as well. But the carrying out of the Budget of a preceding year does not necessarily mean that 
the items and their amounts in Isith the revenue and the cx|ienditure remain unaltercrl; fir the revenue 
will naturally lie aff-ctod hy changes in the objects of ta.\ation, while, iK'sidi’s the items of exjicnditure 
which have termiuatetl with the preceding year, there are, as in the case of the exjienditures fir jiublie 
works which are spread over a term of years, a definite amount fixed fir each year of such term 
irresjiectively of the late of the Budget fir the year. The Budget to lie carried out fir the 37th Fiscal 
year is, therefore, of a .s|K*cial kind determinetl after a carefid consideration of the changes above referred 
to, as may lie seen from Table No, 1. 

This Budget, upon comparison witli that actually carriesl out in the preceding year, will show a 
general decrease in both the revenue and exjienditure, ordinary and extraordinary, the reasons for w Inch 
arc chiefly as follows : 

Onlinarv revenue; While, on the one hand, thei'c is, as the nation pnigrisese.s, a corns-|Kiuding 
increase in the receipts from the income and business taxes and government railways, the .surtax on 
land, on the other hand, terminated with the ]ircceding year and with the current year the laml-tax 
is restored to its original rate.s, causing thereby a ileercase in the receipts from that source ; there 
is also a more or less decrease in the mhe tax and sugar excise. 

Extraordinary revenue; The decrease Ls mainly due to the fact that as the naval exteu.siou 
programme is approaehiug completion, there is a decrease in the transfer of the Chinese indemnity 
pnivided to meet the expenditures therefor; a decrease is also exiK'Cted in the amounts of 
rctiayments to the Treasury and U‘in]iorary loan.s. 

Ordinary exiienditurc; While there i.s, on the one hand, an increase to .some exU-nt in the civil, 
naval, and military services jiensions, a great curtailment is, on the other hand, clfcvtcil in the 
gmtcral ex|«*nditure; and there will also Ihi a dccnase in the national ilebt charges ami various 
rcimyments. 

Extraordinary ex|Hiidituix;; Theilecrca.se is due to the |si.stjMineiuent of .some of the public 
works fir which approiiriations had luen fixtsl fir the current year. 

Thus, in conseipicnce of the carrying out of the Budget fir the pn-ceding year, no new pnblic works 
will 1x1 eomineiiced in the 37th Fiwal Year; and the fillowing are the |iriucipal works, with the sums 
appropriated theriTor fir the current y«ir, wliii'h were to be actually coiitimnsl from previous years; —

1 ‘haracter from the normal Budget f »r tin* year, it may Ik* well to give heiv a separate ilescription thertHjf. 

When the negotiations iH tweeii Japan and Kussia t»H»k a turn ns almost to cut off* every Iiojh* of 
|K*a<‘e iK'ing maintaimsi, it Ufann* im|K>ralively iuH*essary to make at «mce military preparations so ns tt>

With re*pwt to the exiiemlitiirtw iimlwl for diplomatio ami other matters connected with the War. 
since they must tie defrayeel from lime to time according as the development of tlie situation may rcrpiire. 
it is im|)oasible to make an estimate of cacti item ; and the total reserve fuml for the purpose has therii- 
forc tieen put at 40,000,000 yen, to meet wtiicli it is decided to sol ajiart the tiatauce of the surplus of 
4^,000,000 yen renuiining after derlucting the 8,000,000 yen which are, as has already been slaUsI, to la* 
appropriated for war cx|>cnditurcs. 

Though the aforesaid s|)ccial war ex|icnditures have for the purpose of adjustment Ik-cii put under a 
sjacial account, the receipts from the imposition of incrcaserl taxes and the toliacro manufacture mono|a>- 
ly which arc among the sources of revenue for those expenditures it U considered advisable for the 
convenience of their collection to put under the general account; morisiver, as the revenue surplus ladonga 
by its nature to the general account, the supplementary Budgi-t for the :17th I'iscal Year ho-s, for the 
adjustment of these accounts, lK?en adopted simultaneously with the extraonliimry War Budget.

NOTE. 


A short history of our tnxutioii system nml a brief explanation of the various lax laws and n-frulatioiis 
now ill force will be jfiven Ik'Iow. 


I. Land Tax. 

In 1873, Ordiiianeo, of “Dajokaii” No. 273 was pr<>lmll^nUHl to sulistitutc the firmer .system of 
collecting laud tax in grain, according to the area of rice-fields ami farm.s, hy a system of eolhxdiiig the 
tax in cash, according to the value of land, and for this pur]sise an elaliorate general ai«ssmeiit of the 
value of land of the whole country was commenced In 1873, and was completed in 1881. As, liou-ever, 
the conditions of land were constantly changing, rciicatcd readjustments were made since 1882, hy 
comparing the actual conditions of land with the official registers of land. 

The rate of land tax was at first fi-xed at 3 per cent, of the aasessed value of land, and in 1877 re- 
duced to 21 i»r cent., but subsc<iuently, owing to the financial necessity, the lax was increased for five 
years from 1899 to 1903 to the rate of 3..3 per cent of the value of land on rice-fields, farms, building 
sites in Oun (districts) and Sem (villages), hills and plains, and 5 per cent, on building sites in Shi 
(cities). 


II. Income Tax. 

The income tax createil in 1887 Ls to be impo.scil on incomes alsive 30(1 ycu in the annual amount, 
dcrivinl fnmi the projK-rty, profi«.sion, trade or business, anil other sources. The, changr'S which have 
Ix-en introducetl in this tax since, its creation, are summarised in the following: —

The niles of calculation of incomes established hy the alaive law : — 

In the case of interest on public loan bonds and other securities issued from the Government or 
under the special permission of the Government, interest on money loaned or dc|H)sited not in the course 
of business, dividends deriveil from stocks and shares, salaries, s|H<ciaI allowances, annuities, ]«'iisions, 
and bonus paid to officers of companies, the whole amounts of nseipts deriveil therefrom are directly 
taken as incomes, while in the ca.»c of those derived from other sources, neci’ssary expenditures are 
reiluccil from the total receipts or total value of giawls receiv«l. 

No income tax is levieil on salaries of persons Iwlonging to the Army or Navy while engaged in war, 
travelling cxiicnses received from other persons public or private, |H'iisions granteil to woundeil or in- 
valids, allowances for support granted to widows and orphans, etc., and occasional incomes not deriveil 
from undertakings conducted for profit. 
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In ihin old Inw, the tax wiv< not iinixiscd on tlic incomes of jiiridicnl jwrsons.

(1 ) 'flic tax is inipofasl upon jiiritlieal [lorsons. 

(2) As the result of the treaty n:vL“ioii, the tax i.s im]sistsl not only upon the suhjeets of the 
Knipire, hut also ii|xm forei^niers domiciled or residiii}' tiir more than one yi'ar in places within 
the Empire where this law is in force, 

(3) Persons not ilomicihsl or residing within the Knipire, but having pm|x>rty nr trade, hiiainess or 
occu|iation in places within the Empire where this law is in force arc liable to pay income tax, 
blit in n^iieet only of the income dcrivisl therefrom. 

(4) 'fhe revision of the. rules of calculation of incomes : — 

For incomes under Class I the total losses for each business year, the balance carried over from 
the previous bnsines.s year, and the amount reserved to mis't liability for insurance arc 
reduced from the total proliLs of each biisinem year. 

For the incoiiie of a juridical ix'rson coming under No. 3 only those jirofits and hks.sc« as accrue from 
the pro]ierty or trade or busincs.s situated or carried on in places within the Empire where this law is in 
force are calculated. 

For incomes under Class II the iiayinent due is taken. 

For incomes under Class III the (sliinatisl annual sum n nmining over after rciluciug necessary 
cx|K‘nditures from total receipts Is taken, but in the following cmssi, the total cstiniahsl annual amounts 
of reix-ipts arc taken as incomes : — 

(«) Inters^t on |iublic loan Isolds and coiiijianics' dela'iitures, which is not paid in places where 
this law is in force. 

(5) Intensit on money loaned or dcisjsitcd not in the course of bii.siiies.s. 

(c) Dividends receiveil from juridical is-nsois iiisin whom no income tax is levicil under this law. 
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Ralarios, special allowances, 1>onu8 paid to officers of conipanit’s, annual allowances, 

annuities and pensions. 

Tncmncs dcrive<l fron) afnicuUural lanrl arc calculated u|K>n the average of the incomes for the 
threti pr»>cedtng years and those derivwl fniiii fi)resUi U|K»n the incomes of the precwliiig year. 

No income tax is Icviixl on the following incomes : —

(б) Pensions to wounde<l or invalids. 

(c) Money reccivc<l for travelling exj)enst‘s or hcIkkiI exjK*nses and h‘gal allowances granUsI to 
widf)ws an<l orphans, etc. 

(d) Income of juridical p(*nv>ns, the ohjet^t «>f which is not to make u profit out of tlieir business*.

III. Budiness Tax. 


The business tax which was crcaUnl in 1890, is generally imposed on commerce and iudiialry. As 
the commerce and industry had hitherto often l»cen taken as the s<»ureeA of local taxation, business^ of 
smaller WTnIes are cxenipUtl fn)in the new biisiiU9*s tax and res<*rve<l for h>cal taxation. For the puqxjsc* 
of taxatitm, all kimU of luLsiness are cla?vifie«l in nine categories, and for each of these elnsses different 
ha.'S's of assessment and different ratty* of tax artM*stahli.shetl, so as to maintain etpiality of burdens among 
diflerent kinds of hiisiium The I)a.ses of asst^ssmeiit ami the rules for exemption are os follows:—

This now tariH’ was in force fiir nn>re than JO years up to 
1899 when a eompIeU* change of customs duties was hrought ulsnit in eoiis«s|iience of the nn'lnioit of 
the treatic.s and a new customs larifi' law was rnaotoil and put into force in 1899, hy which the cu.«toms 
duties were wholly changisl.

UnfortuimUdy, 
however, the negotiations with Uii.*«<in have 1 mh*ii broken off in Fehniary HM14, and to mixd ex{M'niluiin's 
for war pur|M»ses, I^iw No 5. wa.s proimilgaUil on the Jlst March. l>y whieh land tax, btisim-ss tax, 
income tux, wke tax, .sugar excis<\ soy tax, n^gistratioii tax, Ixnirse tax, shiNiting lux'iisf* tax, mining tax, 
various im]s>rt duties and civil suit stamp duty an^ iiiereaseil, and eonsumptioii tax is newly iiiqioseil 
u|M)n wtsilen U'Xtiles and kerostnie oil. This law is t4i 1 m^ enforccNl on and ufler the 1st April and 
alsilished at the <‘iid of tlie vi'ar following the restoration of js*aee. 
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But in tlic case of laml tax, luimness tax, or inconif tax, tlio proviiiion of this law is Ui t)o appliwl from 
the fiscal year 1904—5 anil in the ea«’ of ini|H)rt iluties, on aiol after the 1st Oetolier 1904 ; with rejjanl 
to sugar of the 1st class, iiioIaiHes, or kerosiuie <iil, the eonsuiiiptioii lax shall not Is* im|s>s(xl on aixl nfler 
the 1st Oetols-r, while the rate of eousiimption tax on sugar of the 2nil class is to lie rwlucisl to some 
extent on and afts^r the same day.

RFX’EIFl'S FROM PUIUAC UNDKRTAKINGH AND STATE PROPERTY. 

Tobacco Monopoly. 

With rt'gard to the I'cvemic from tobacco, our country at first luiopb’d the taxation system and ini- 
|Kise<l a tax on toi)uccu afler damiarv 1876. hut it was wholly alKtiisheil in January 1898 owing to tlie 
excinition of I^aw relating to the Moiiojwly of Leaf*U>hacco pnimnlgaUMl in March 1896. According 
to the provisitms of thi.s Ijaw, all the harvest of leaf-tol>acfro reaped by the tolmoco growers is b> lie 
l)uiiglit uj) by tlic Goveniment. giving them the amounts of remuneration corresp<^mding to the (pialitics 
of leaf-tolMcco. and the tolmcco thus purchased, be sijid to tlie private tobacco manufacturers by the 
(foverniiient at the fixed r&le of profit. 

Since then, this system of leaf>U)haeco mmio|K)ly has undergone s^>me changes up to this day, and 
during that time the Government n»alized a great profit wunparetl with the [lerio^l of taxation. 

IxM)king. however, at the cxamplcjs of foreign countries that tlie intmluction of leaf-tohacco mo- 
iio|K)ly is only a step lemling to the establishment of the monoj»oly oftoljucc#^ manufae^ture, the Govern- 
luont, througli the ex|x*rience and the theories, has contrive*! for many years t<» establish the inono|K>ly tif 
tolmccihinanufaclure. and the r**sult wa-s that the Faiw of M(mo|wdy *>f Tobacco Manufacture was enacte*! 
in Marcli PM)4, hv which the former system has undergone a great change. 

Acconling t*^ this Ijuw, though the (Tovemnieiit has the exclusive right of t4>hat‘ci» inamifiu'turo, the 
cultivation of leaf-tohacco is left to the hands *»f private tolmcco growers as hcret*)fon\ 

The manufacture of tobacco, with the leaf-tohacco C4)llocted fn>m growers, is undertaken by the 
Goverunieut at public manufactories to l>e estahlishe*! in various <Ustricts of the country, ami the manu- 
fucturc*! tolmcco, sobl to retailers through the hands of wholesalers and then to general consumers by the 
firmer. Both tlie wholesalers and the retailers are t*) be apjKiinto*! by the Goveniment. 
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The niimite repilation5» wore provi«ie<l for willi rt‘irnnl to the execution of tbi« I>a\v, the iiii|K>rtant 
)>oinU< of which are piven l»elow. The iinplcment«<, luaehincH ami inaterialx in |)«t<w's^ion of tf>bac<*o 
maiuifactiire. are h> used exclusively forthe imrpwe of tobacco manufacture are to l>e expropriated by 
(he (4<ivernnient. and the btiildinps and sites lH*lonpiiip to a toliatro Mmmifnclor>* and the tools, implements 
or machines to b<* used for the nuuuifacture of lolaicco which are fixe<l to the manufactory Ri*e to l>e also 
expn»priated hv the Goveriiiiieiit at it soption. In the alnive cases, a reiiumeration is piven to the ow- 
ners c»f them. 

The articles to lx; used for the manufacture or wrappinp of tobacco ami tlw t/xds, implements or 
machines actually used ft>r the same purpose, which have not come under the cases above mentioned, are 
to be bmipht by the Goveniment <m applit^aiion of the owners. A tolmecti manufacturer who has not 
lieen appointed whoU^iler is entitlwl, on application, to n*eeive the amount corresjuuidinp to 20 pi*r 
cent, of the averap*' nimuint of sales of tobacco for two yi'ars from 1902 to 1903. In no ease, however, 
this amount may fall liolow 500 yen. With repurd to the owner of buildinps and sites to l>e u.*wl for 
tolmeco mamifacturo. the whole ]mrt of which ha.« not l)oen houpht up or expiY»priated hy the Govern- 
ment. an additional sum convspondinp to the one-sixth of the amount alxive stated Is piveii to 
him. 

'Fhe new mono|xj|y law of tobaci*o manufacture is to lie put into force, in ease of ciparettes, from 
July 1904 and in cast* of cut-tobacco, from April 1905, so limt the Governinent is now enpapiiip eaniest- 
ly in the prej>aratious theriMif.

The actual manapement of the eapitiil, however, is undertaken by the 
Bank of Japan under the control of the Governinent and the profits thus ohtaiiie<l are devoted b> the 
payment of interest thensin, the surplus if any, after the payment of interest, l>einp kept as a reserve 
fund for the future payment of interest. Each year the interest to be pai<l out i.s transfcrrwl from the 
s|KH'ial comptabilit^? to the peneral <*omptahilitc as part of pencrnl rovcmie, and then again disbursed from 
the same as part of peueral expenditure. The amounts given in this table rejiresent the amounts of 
interest thus transferred to the peneral comt»tahilitA

As explained in pape 3f>, the Formosan public works loans are issue<i from lime to time to meet the 
cxjienscs of various cnU'rprises undertaken by the Forimtsan Government. These loans to Iw 
reileemcfl out of the revenue of the Formomn Government f«»r which a s|HH.*ial comptabilit^ is established. 
Thus the aiiuual amount to lx* rtHloemcd is trausferreil from this sjx^cial compUbiliU? to the peneral 
coroptabilit^ of the central Government, 
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KDUCATION FUND TRAXSFERUED. 

At'cordiiig to Law No. SO, 1S09 oAtalilishing sjx-cial comptabilitd for the E<liication Fond, a sum of 
10,000,000 ym was set apart out of tlie Chinese indemnity as eriiication fund, and out of the interest 
accruing from this funil, certain expen.ses for national erlucation is to be dcfraywl, the funti itself lieing 
preserved forever. 

The sum annually expendetl in this sense is estimated in the budget of gmieral coinptabilit^, anil is 
represente<l in this table under the heading of “Education Fund transferred.” 


PROCEEDS FROM IX)ANS AND MONEY BORROWED. 

Among the procecils of various bains and money borniwed w hich are enumerated in the Table No. 7 
only that part which is transferred to the rtwenues lawtaining to the general comptabilitti arc given in 
this table ; the remaining port is dispeirseil with under S]>ecial comptabilit6< and is not accounted here. 


CHINESE INDEMNITY TRANSFERRED. 

The war indemnity and the indemnity fiir the relroee.«sion of Liaietung Peninsula received from 
(’hina as the result of the war of were placeil under a special comptabilitf-, according to Tsiw 

No. 0, 1890, and out of the fund thus obtained, after making uj> all the deficit eaiuseil by the war expenses 
and setting aside a part as various special funds, n large part of remaining |x)rtion was ilevoteil to the 
exp<‘n.ses for the military and naval exiainsion and other cxtraorilinary expenses, which Iwlong to the 
general comptabilite. That i«irt of indemnity thus transferrisl to the general eomptabilitf- are placeil in 
this table under this heading of "Chinese Imlemnity transferretl.” 

FORESTRY FUND TRANSFERRED. 

By Law No. 86, 1899 a spetual comptahiliut was established for forestry fund, which is to Ix) formeil 
by the proceeds from the sale of such portions of the state forests and fields as are not worth preserving 
os state pro[)crties, in consideration of the general managi’inent of the state forests and fields. The funil 
is to lie cxpendisl for the general renovation of the state forestry and the purchase of private forests, the 
situation of which is fitted to form part of the state forests. 

IXK'AL (XINTRIBUTIONS TO EXPENSES INCURRED BY THE ST.YTE FOR THE 
BICNEFIT OF CERTAIN PHEFECTURICS. 

According to laiw No. 71, 189t> for the ailministration of river, Isiw No. 87, 1897 concerning Im-al 
works under state aid, anil ImisTial Onlinancc No. 184, 1898 for the execution of the latter law, works 
pertaining to local governments are cxecutol in some ca.ses directly by the l entral government, ami in 
such cases the ex|H!nses incurreil for them or part of them are subsei|Uently jmid back by the local 
governments to the state trt'asiiry. The sum of money thus |iaid back forming a s|S'cial item of the 
general revenue of the state, is given in this table under this heading.

NATION A I. DEBTS. 

The New and Old Loans. 

The ««alle(l New mu! Old Liaiis rniwil for cxreiitiiiK tiimnoml reforms as were nci'essarv after 
the Resloralioii of the Initwrial Governmi'iit, were the first Ooveriimeiit piihlic loans issued in our own 
country. 

Uniler the ancient r^jiime of Shoguiiate tliere W' re two liiiiidred am! seventy-seven feudal lorils in 
the Empire, each of whom reigned more or li«s inde|H‘ndeiit from the central pjvernment with his own 
system of administration. The irregularity was s|Hfially markisl in matters of finance ; and when in 
.Iiine the old feudalism was entirely swept away ami tht^ whole country was hrought under one 

uniform system of administration, the unification of a vast numlier of debts of various amounts and con- 
ditions incurred by the feudal lords was one of the most ur(n*nt measures to l)c undertaken by the new- 
povernment. In 1873 the law rtdatinp to the conversion of the debts of the former feudal lords, ami 
the New and Old Loan Act, by which the debts of the former clans were converted into the so-called 
Old and New loans and tiecanie now slate liabilitieri. 

The distinction of the new and old loans was based on the cho)nolopica! order of the debts raiscsl in 
each clan, those debts incurred Iwtween 1888 and 1872, Ixdnp calleri “New Isian,” for which the four 
per cent. New Ixian Bonds were allotUsl, and lho«- ismtnuitxsl Ix-twiaai 1844 and 1887, tx'ing callisl 
“Old liOan,” for which the non-inten'st-lH-ariiig Ixiaii Bonds were allotted. Those debts which had lieen 
incuried prior to 1843 were wholly discarrled. 

The Hereditary Pension Bonds. 

The Henslitary Pension B<iuds were issued for the purpose of converting ls»th the hereditary pen- 
sions and the. pensions for merit, which had Ixen given to the “ Kwaroku ” (noble), “ Shi/.oku ” (gentry) 
and “ Hcirain ” (common pi»))le) on account of their serviecs rendered for the ta.sk of Restoration, into 
one public loan. The amount of these pensions was at that time cijual to om^third of the total revenue 
of the Government and thus constituted the largest item of national expenditures. The Heri'ditary 
Pen.sion Bonds were issued to the sum of more than 170,000,000 i/cii, by far the greatest loan at that time. 

The Navy Loan. 

The Navy Loan was raised for the purposs- of obtaining a fund necessary for the increase of otir 
naval strength. In view of the importance of naval expansion, the (h>verument decided about 1883 
uiwm a plan of appropriating 28,640,000 yen toward that pur|iosein 8 years from 1883 to 1890. In ])ur- 
suance of this .plan, 9,903,491 yen was cx|)enderi itefon' the end of the fiscal year 188.5-88, and there re- 
mained still 16,7.30,000 yen to l)c exi>endcd during the remaining years. But incessant progress in civil 
and military affairs naturally involved growing calls upon the Treasury, and the ordinary national in- 
come did not suffice for such extraordinary outlay a.s was needcrl for the naval expan.sion. In 1886 it 
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WO.S acoorclingly dwiilcnl to rai«? the navy loan to tho animiiit of 17,000,000 yen in course of the next 
tliret* years, ami to apply it-s promsls to the execution of the remaining part of the naval plan. 

The Consolidated Public Loan. 

The (‘onaolhlated Pnhiic Tsian wa..' raiwal for the |>uri»>se of converting ami eonsolidating various 
inh'rnal <iehts la-aritig interest of over (i%. Such ilehts aniounte<t at that time to 17.5.‘i(X),(KH)ye« out 
of the total amountof puhiic loans outstanding of 244,020,tXlt) yen. This loan ia the largest of various 
national debts. 

The War Loan. 

Tlie War Isiau was raisiHl for the pur|B»<! of meeting ex]jen9es fi>r the war with China 1894—9.5. In 
the s|>ecial session of the Iiii|K'rial Diet convoke*! at Hiroshima, the then hea<l(iuarter of the .Ia|ia>ie.s<- 
army, in Octolier 1894, the Government calhsl nism the Diet to sujiply the estimateil amount of 
I.IO.OOO,!)!)!) yen as Hpi'cial war e.V|>eiiditurcs, and at the some time, presente*! a hill for a public loan of 
lt.K),000,000 yen in order to mi-et the war ex|>eus<s!. The bill was unanimously pas.s*sl by both hoiiMw, 
anil ls>CBnie law in the same month. Meanwhile, the war with China was carried on with increasing 
strength, and when the 8th wsision of the linpt'rial Diet was o|x‘ued, the House of Repnwntotives, 
specially adoptol in Fehrnary 18!15 a resolution to the etftKd that it woidd be glad to approve further 
outlay of war ex|K'Uses, no matti r how great they might Iw. Accordingly the Government presente*! 
again to the Im|H'rial Diet the hmiget estimati" of aihlitioiial war ex|ienditures for 100,000,000 yen and 
the bill for another war loan of the <!orr*«pomling sum. The bill Ixang unanimoii.sly |ias.se[| by both 
hous*>s it was at once promulgateil as law. 

The Railway Loan. 

To complete the railway system of our ixmntry, the Government decide*! to raise a loan of 3(i,(KX),000 
yen for the construction of new railw ay lull's and miother loan of .'>0,000,000 yen for buying up iiii|iortant 
private railways. Bills for the railway loan and for buying up private railways were aix’ordingly drawn 
lip ami presented to the Imiwrial Diet in 1892, where the two bills were amalgamated with some 
inodilirations and passed under the title of the bill for railway construction. According t*i this amended 
bill the lines to lie constructed in future shall first lx* selcctol, and tiu'se seleete*! lines lie gnulually built 
up within twelve years lieginning with 1893, with the proceeds of loans to lie i.ssucii from time to time 
within the same |H*riiKl to the maximum amount of 00,000,000 yen (afterwarils iiicreaseil to 73,1.')0,000 
yen). This plan has so far licen earrieil out without distil rliaiiee and the slate railway con.struction is 
now in sbaidy progress. 

The Public Worke Loan. 

The issue of this loan was decided upon in 1890 to meet the ex|H’nditures for important isistdiellum 
undertakings. The following are tin- liartieular items of estimated exiienditnri'S which aiv to txi paid 
from the proceeds of this loan : —

The Hokkaidd Railway Loan. 

Altlionjfh thooxponsoMforthcconstrurtioii of one of the nKtst important railways in Hokkahlo were*, 
as alwA'c staUnl. aln!a<ly j>rovid«l for hy a jHJition of the pn!»Hc w<>rks loan, there wore still many other 
lines to Ite eoiistrurUMl t4> facilitate further the exploitation as well as to complete the defence system of 
Ilokkaielo, and the Government was hut waitinjf for a pro]K?r op|M)rtunity to pr(»p4)se the construction of 
new railway lines in the island, when in theJhh session of the Im|K*rial l>iet (189G-97) a hill for railway 
constructiiin in Hokkaido was pn>jM>s(?d hy some meniliors <if the House of Peers, which J»ass^^d lM)th 
Houses anti Itocame law. According to this law a loan is l)o gradually raised on ami after the fiscal 
year to the amount of ’k‘hO0(),0(K) i/en, regartl lx.*iiig to \te paid to the degrw of urgency tif various 

lines on one hand and to the general financial ccuulitions on ihe tither. 

The three public htaiis above inentioiUHl, the railway Ituui, ))uhlic works loan and Hokkaitlo railway 
hmn were to Im? issuctl in 180H-99 to the amount of 7ll,2!12.028 yen and in IMtMh-UlOO to the amount of 
yeitf making a total sum of 100,2.18,879 for tin* two fiscal years. Finding, however, the 
inU'riial money market at that time unfit fiir such great financial otH-nititm, the Government di'cided 
apply to the foreign mark(*t ami in 1899 a law relating to the issue of a fon'ign loan was promulgat<*<l, 
under which a fitreign loan of ^0,000,000 iKuinds sterling, eipial to alxtiit UK),(KK),000 yni, wius issued 
in Tvomlon in the same year. 


The Formosan Public Works Loan. 

The Forimisan Public Works Is»aii w:is created for the pur|>ose of midertaking various wt>rks 
nec(*ssary for the development of the newly aeipiired U*rrit4ir)*. Among various enterprises of urgimt neeil, 
the most im|M>rlant weIt^ the eonstrueti(Ui of the trunk line of railway jwisslng through Formosa from 
north siuitli, the surveying and exaininatimi of lands, the hnilding <»f prisijii office, the construction of 
liarlK)iirs, the hnilding <if Gov(‘niment offices ami official residences, Ac. Tlie Formosan Public Works 
TsMin Ja»w was promulgati'd in 1899, by whi(9i a ]mhlic loan of (88), 000 yea is gra<iual)y to Ih» issued 

hy the (\*nlml (i()veriiinent ami the prt»eceds thereof to he transmitted to the Formosan Administration. 

Exchequer Bonds. 

For tin* purpitsi* of defrajing a part of the extraordinary ex|>emliture3 in conn«H*tinn with the 
llusso-rlapan War, the cxchc<[uer lK>nds wen* floated in the domestic market at minimum issue price 9.1 
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tjcn |K>r face value HMJ yru, under Pcpartmeiital Ordinance No. -1 of Department of Finance of the 13th 
Fel»rimrv lUO-4, 

The total amount siikscriheil for reached over d50,000,<HK) yvn aj^^inst the pro|n»rte<I t^um of 
yen. The amount of the kmds out-^taiidin^'ou 31 kI March JIM >4 menlionecl in the table No. H 
repre,<enti* the sum of the first instalment actually paid in up to the siime day» the wliolc sulwcription 
Ixin;* U> \h>. paid in eight inslalnieut^. 


The Re^sterod and Unregistorod “Kinsatau” Exchange Loan Bonds. 

It wjis a nntund eour.«c of things that the great t;isk <»f Ue.*toration was ac('om{»aiiie<l with a gn>w- 
ing financial distress, and led to the issue of an enormous amount of ]Ki}H'r money which caused much 
coiifiisioii in our finance and commerce. To itunedy this state of things, the Ctovernmcnt promulgated in 
1873 the “ Kinsatsu Exchange T/wm Ihmd Act, with the object to withdraw ])ajM?r money in circulation 
hy allotting the Inmds to holders of “ Kinsatsu (jiajar nnuiev, or literally pdd nob’s) in exchange fur 
the same on their applicalioii. In 1883, the rfovernincnt .sus|K*iided the issue of the rt'gistere<l 
“Kins;it.su” Exchange D)an Bonds, and instead of them a great aniuimt of unregistcrc<l Bonds was 
i-ssucrl In’tw ciMi 1884 ami 1881) for the same object 


The Voluntarily Capitalized Pension Bonds. 

The VolunUtrily C’apitalized IVnsimi Bonds were issiu‘<l for the sjuiie puqMise stateil in the case of 
Seven |«‘r edit. Sb'rling Foreign Loan. Tor furnishing fumU to the “Shizokn” (gentry) and “SoUii” 
(^•o^lnloll soldier) who siirreiulereil their |K*nsions, some [N»rtioii of the fumU was granted in cash and 
the rest in public loan boinis, of w hich the former was supplied for the greater part out of the proceeds 
of the foreign loan als)ve referral to, while the latter c<»nsisted entirely of the Voluntarily (.'upitali%c<i 
Pension Bonds. 


The Pro-rata Pension Bonds for the former * ‘Shinto" Priests. 

The Pro-rata Pension Bonds ft>r the “Shinto” Priests were if^ued for the pur|X)HC of granting 
Boiul.s to “Shinto” prie.sts who, iHung deprived of their profe-ssion in coiisoipioncc of the reforms of the 
institution of “ Shintoism, ” which bM)k place in the tarly days of the Mciji era, found themselves 
without any means of livelilusMl. 


Industrial Works Loan. 

The Industrial Works fs»an wiu' raisiHl with a view to improve means <»f traiis^iortation, to encourage 
industries nml agriculture and to fa<’ilitati' the development of the national Imnk.s which imd Ixh.ui 
newly estahlhhed under the National Bank Act. 
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The Nakaeendo Railway Loan. 

Prior to the i.'Wiieof this loan, several railway lines of short lengths had already been constructcrl 
ill the adjacent districts of Tokio, Kioto and Osaka, hut there was as yet no railway connection 
lictweeii the two chief cities of the Kmpire, Tokiii and Kioto. A great railway was now to lie constructed 
from Tokio to Kioto along the Naka.scndo, with the procee<l!i of the Xakasendo railway loan. As, how- 
ever, the work was found very difficult on account of the line running through mountanious regions, it 
was afterwards decideil to ]Xjst|K>ne its construction to sulweiincnt years, and to employ the proceeds of 
this loan for the construction of the Tokaido railway running along the sea coa«t lietwcen the two cities. 

The Bupplementary Railway Loan. 

The proceeds from the NakasendO Railway Loan did not suffice to meet expenses for the important 
branch lines of the Tokaido Railway. This supplementary loan was acconlingly issued for the pur|>osc 
of making up the deficiency. 


The Nine per cent. Sterlingr Foreign Loan. 

The Nine per cent. .Sterling Foreign Isian was raised in Lmdon for the purpisc of su|>plying funds 
necessary for the construction of the first railway line in our country. This was the first loan issued 
publicly in our financial history. 

The Seven per cent. Sterling Foreign Loan. 

The Seven js-r cent. Sterling Foreign Lian was raiscsl for obtaining nccissary funds for the coin- 
(lensation of the feudal |Km.sions of “Shiioku” fgentry) and “.Sotsii” (common soldier) who gave up 
their ]H'iisions. 

The Loan for the Suppreasion of tho South-Weetem Rebellion. 

The Isian for the Supjircssioii of the South-Western Rcljcllion was contracltsl with the 1.5th 
National Rank to defray the cxiienscs inciirreil in suppi\»sing the Rebellion which broke out in the 
South- Westcni ]>art of the Empire in 1877. 

Tho Loan for tho Redemption of Paper Money. 

In the early in’raal of Meiji the Government siifleml much from the evils of inconvertible paper 
money and since early days strenuous efforts were constantly inailc for its reileniption and the improve- 
ment of the general financial conditions. In 18!)0, it was found, however, that the reserve fund kejit in 
the Treasury for the exchange of paiM;r money of 1-ycn and upward was insnflicirnt to meet the demand, 
the amount licing only 10,(XK),()00 yen.

The teni|)orary loan alnn’c referrp4l to may be contracted with the Hank of Jajian at a incNleratc 
rate 4>f interert for the same puriNiso with that of the treasury hill, when the circumstances are 
unfavourable ftir tlic issue of the latter, to the extent not cxccc4ling the fixcil amount of the bills to l>o 
issued in a fiscal year, together with the treasury bills 4Uitstanding. (Taw No. 10, 1894).

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MINING. 


NOTE. 


The rnininji iiuluntry, at prepeiit one of the important industrieji in .Japan, wai5 in the first 
years of l^Ieiji »till in a very baekwjmi state. The Govermnent anxious to pnniiote llie iminstry, 
worked itself several mines, intr<Kliicin^ the most recent Euro|K*an loehnieal metlnxl. But the 
Government’s mininjr iinlustry was in most cn.sert ii failun' so far as financial as|H'et is conwHicnl, uinl 
in order to avoid further loaso**, mrist of the Government’s mines were afl«*r w»me years sedd to privattr 
persons, under whosii hand, however, they were soon hniujjlit to a flourishin^f eonditiou, and thus 
ushered the pi'iieral <lev«*lopmenl of our mining industry. 

In 1890, the Miniiij' Law was enacted, which is still in forc‘e. Accortlinp to this law, special 
coticessi<m or {XTinir^ioii <»f tins Minister for Ajrricultim^ and rommeree is retpiired for the mining 
enterprise or the exploration of mines. Of two or more applications for one and the same place, the 
preference is given to that of the t‘arlie.st date. The |>epi<Ml alUoved fi)r exploration U limitetl to one 
year (in special cases, prolongatum within one year is permitted), for whii?h term no other person may 
apply for the same kind of miTicral in the same region. The extent of one mining sett must be more 
than 10,000 hiibo (about 8.1fi acres) in the case of coal mines, in other cases more than 3,000 Uubo 
(alK)Ut 2.4/) acres) and not excee<l H0,0CH) inuho (about 49.014 acres). For the sake of the adininistni' 
ti«m of the mining imlnstry the whole country is divided iiit<> five districts, each of whitjh has a mining 
)ii.«])ectioii office, luich miner is obliged to make a mining programme every ytar, which after Iieing 
e.Kamiiieii and sanctioned by the direct^>r of the mining itispectifin office, must l)e strictly followe<l to. 
In case the miner fails to deliver the programme in proj)er time, the concession may be repealed. Tlie 
same applies also, if the mining enterprise <tr the exploration is prejiidi(du1 to the public welfare, if the 
mining work is discontinnod for one full year <>r n<it starUnl lK*ff)re one full year from the date of 
(umcession, if the concession or thi^ jiermlssion has lK‘cn given by inudakes or been obtaiiunl by 
fraudulent means, or if the situation and formntirm of the mining sett is in dls<M)rdance with the natural 
formation of the ore deposit in such a maimer as is unfit for the full exploitatimi of the mine. In all 
these cases, however, application t<i the court of administrative litigation is allowed. The direct4)r of 
the mining inspeciioii office is authori/ed, if he find some |>art of mining work injurious to the public 
welfare or tiangerou.**, to onler the hmiporary sus|K*nsion of the mining work, or proper arrangements for 
the prevention of the injury or danger. SfKsdal fafdlitics are given to the miner, that he may with the 
|rrm‘issit>n of the director of the mining ins|)ection office, survey any j>art of the land lielonging to other 
|MTson.s, without the consent of the owner, and that no one may reject his rtxjucst to lease any land 
except railway, tramway, public roatl, river, lake, dike, park, building site, etc., if he want it fi>r 
erecting refineries* or cither buildings, for constructing road, tramway, railway, etc. It may l>e added 
that, prior to 1900, .Tapanese subjects only were allowed to undertake mining industry or be<^ome the 
jmrtners or shareholder of a mining company, but according h) the amendment introduced in the same 
year, any .Japanese subject or any company organi7.od in a<*cordance with the .Japanese Commercial 
(*o<le, may undertake mining industry in .Japan, so that foreigners may now take part in the mining 
industry in Jajwn as partners or sharehohlers of a mining company. 

In 1803 a special law for jdacer mining was enacted whieli contains, in the main, articles of the 
same purport with Unwc of the Mining I.aw.

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NOTE. 

LAW RELATING TO THE PROTECTION OF INDl'.STRIAL PROPERTY. 

The present system of the proU*tion of industrial property is entirely foniide<i on the Patent laiw 
(Law No. 36), Oesipn Law (Law No. 37) and Trade-mark Ijuw (I>aw No. 38), promulgated on the 2nd 
March, 1890. Three Acta imemulgaUMl in IXu'cmleer 1888 were sulistitutcd by these laws which wen; 
much improved by the facta experience*! anil in conformity with the rapid progress of commerce and 
industry made since the introduction of the system of protection of industrial projicrty into our 
country, and also on account of our joining to the international convention for the protection of 
industrial property. 

The present laws being l>ase<l upon the principles adopte*! by the international convention above 
referrcil to, they guarantee the right of owners of inilustrial projicrty perfectly anil effectively, making 
no distinction lictwccn native subjects and foreigners, and give the preferential right to those iicrsons 
with regard to the same application in the dominion of the Empire, who have already made the apjilica- 
tion in any contracting state for the {latent of inventions or registration of new designs or trade-marks. 
This preferential right is, however, valid only for 12 months in the ca.se of inventions and I months in 
the case of designs and trade-marks. 

Our country has originally adopted the examination system for the protection of industrial property 
so that under the laws in force, the applications for patents or registrations arc to be examined strictly 
and accurately by the cx|ierts of the Patent Office in the Department of Agriculture and Commerce. 
In case these examiners refuse to grant the letters patent nr to give approval for regi.strations on the 
6rst examination, the applicants may demand the re-examination theixiof, and should their ajiplications 
be rejected again, they can appeal for the judgement of the chief examiners. 

If any patent or registration is found to have been granted or made contrary to the laws, any 
person can demand a trial of the Office to invalidate it ; and in case of conflict a party interested can 
bring an action before the Office to ascertain the extent of the patent or registration right. 

In above cases a person who is dissatisfied with the decision of the Patent Office may appeal to the 
Court of Cassation, as far as the appeal is made on the ground that the decision of the Office has been 
given without applying the provisions of the law or by applying them unjustly to the case. The Patent 
Office is bound to olicy the opinion cxpresseil by the Court on the trial of the said case. 

If a jierson making an application for the jialent of inventions or the registration of designs and 
tnule-marks, or the owner of letters {latent, registered designs or trade-marks does not reside in the 
Empire, he is rei{uircd to ap{Kiint an agent having a domicile in the Empire. The said agent may be 
either native subjects or foreigners. 

Tlie terms of patents and the exclusive use of designs and trade-marks are 1.5, 10 and 20 years 
respectively, counting from the datw on which they are registcreil in the official records. The owners 
of letters {latent or registered designs are to pay progressive fees annually, and the owners of trade- 
mark.-, to {lay the fixed fees at once when they make the a{i{ilication for the registration. In the follow- 
ing cases the Director of the Patent Office is entitleii to revoke the {latent : (a) when a patentee fails to 
{lay the fee almve refcrreii to ; (b) when a patentee rejects a reasonable ofl'er of a third {lerson to 
(lurchase or to use his right in case of not exploiting his invention in the Empire within 3 years from the 
date of issue of the license or in case of sus{iensiiin of such ex{i!oitation for 3 years; (c) when a 
patentee not residing in the I'hnpire fails to 8{i{xiint a {iro{x'r agent. SSiinilar regulations arc {irovided 
for with rc8{iect to designs and trade-marks. 

A brief outline of the history of our patent system. 

The system of the {iriitection of industrial (iro{icrty was first intrixluced into onr country in April 
1871, by the Kegulatioiis for Monopoly of the Newly Invented Articles which cnableil our inventors for 
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the first time to enjoy their own intellectual ri>jhU. In 18 S 5 , the Act for the Patent of Monopolies Mas 
pnjmulj^atetl hy Notification No. 7, which Mas replaced by the Patent Act promulgateil by the Imperial 
Ordinance No. 84 in Dtcemljer 1888 , mIigu the Design Act and Trade-mark Act M’crc also enactctl by 
tlie Imperial Ordinance No. 85 aiul No. 8 fi resjwctivoly, in conseiptenoc of which the system of the 
protection of industrial property concerning inventions, designs and tra«le-marks was firmly establishwl 
and made a marked development. 

By Article XVII of the Treaty of Commerce and Navigation concludetl l)ctMeen Ja|)an and Great 
Britain in August 1894 , it was prescrilied that the subjects of each of the High CN)ntracting Parties 
shall enjoy in the dominions and {>osse.ssions of the other the same protection os native .subjects in regard 
to j)Olents, trade-marks ami designs, while in Article III of the Protocol, mo gave a consent to otir 
joining the International Convention for the Protection of Industrial Property. In the nioet of revisctl 
treaties concluded with other Powew, the same article.*? were al.«o included, in consequence of M'hich, 
since the 15th July 1899 , mc Imve joined to the Convention. Thus, the Acts of 1888 concerning 
patents, designs and trade-nmrks have at length Ijccomo perfect un?l complete after the lapse of over 10 
years since their promulgation. 

The present Patent Office luu? l>eeii very recently organized according to the Imperial Ordinace 
No. 234 of 190J1, and consists of one Director, four Secretaries and Technical Oflicials who act as chief 
examiners, fifteen Examiners, an<l twenty A.*e?istmit Examiners M’ith a force of clerks and draftsmen.

Under these 
regulations, any trade company as had l>een freely established, was thenceforth rerjuired to obtain the 
concession of the Government for its e.stablishmeut. 

After six years of experience, this system of concession was aljolishcnl in 1899 with the general 
revision of the Commercial Code, and trade. com|>anies may lie now organised in compliance with the 
formalities and conditions prescribed in the Code, without any application to authorities. 

There were three kinds of companies under the f)rmer Code, i. c. , partnership, limited partner- 
ship and joint stock company, but a new firm of company, namely, joint sbwk limited partnership, 
was added to them by the revised Commercial Cixlc.

Insurance companies after the European system were first organized altout 1881 in our country, 
hut there were as yet no regulations for the supervision of these companies. The Commercial Code 
promulgated in March 1800 contained minute articles for insurance business and the SH|>ervisiou of it, 
but the Code being revised before its enforcement, these articles never came into force. In March 1899, 
the present Commercial Code containing articles for the legal relations of insurance contract and the 
Law for Insurance Business providing for the control and supervision of insurance companies were put

NOTE. 


Tho exchanges in our country grow up first for the trausa<‘tion of rice. The origin of our rice 
ex<*hunges is comj)aratively old; it may Ik* traced alx)ut to the end of the 17th centttrj’. The income «»f 
the feudal lords consisted ])rincipally in rice at that time; the rice was sent for the meet part to Osaka, 
YchIo and otlier commenual centri***, and there wihl to riw* hrokers. The rice bnikers found it more 
convenient to ei>mo togi*Uier at fixe<l iinu« to a certain hx*alily and thei*e transact tlieir htisinf^ At 
first the transactions were carrietl out all in cash, hut as such system was soon found unfit for greater 
husiiu'}«, a special system 4>f time hargaiit was invented, which grew up gradually to the j)erfoct form of 
exchange transaction. 

Tlie rice brokers were thus at tliat time ini|H>rlant organs of the Shogun and the femlal lonls for 
realising their ineome, and were favoure*! with some privileges, hut at the same time tliey wert* 
constantly watclusl with mis]>icious eyes lest the rice market would lx» disturlsNl hy undue speculations. 
Very scivere measun^s weix* often U»k<*n, when m>nie uncommon changes occurreil in the rice market, 
regardh*ss sometimes whether tlie brokers were really ix*s|K»nsih1e for the phenomena or not. Afore than 
one time the rice excdiangtat were abruptly diss<»lv«l hy the ortler of the government, and even iinpritMm* 
ment was restirUxl to fjr the punishment of the brokei-s. On the other hand the brokers had the 
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BoI'K-SES.

In 18ti9, the iM-rics! <»f extreme inn«»valion. the government onlen*<l at once the dissolution of all 
oxchange-s so that not only several liiimlnMls of ri<*e. hrokei-s lost tlu*ir liveliluMMl, hut nln) the rice 
market itself was soon !»rmighl into a most disorderly cinulilion. The next year a |x tition was brought 
in to the Finance Department hy a few priiieipal rice brokers in Osaka, in conswjneuee t»f which the 
O.sika rice exchange was again <ijvne<l in 1871 under revisetl I'egiilatious. The committee for the 
internal administration of the exchange were directly ai)jx»iiited by the government. T<»kyo, Kyoto, 
Hyogo,Otsu, etc. f iIlowe<l the example. In I87t> the Ricf* Kxtdmnge Law was promulgated, hy which the 
exchange was t/> lx* organiz<*cl in the* form of a stmrk company. Acc,(»rdingly all exchanges existing at 
that time wc-n? rcH^rguuizeil and continued tlieir business without great distiirlxinccs. The financial 
disorder caused by the rebellion of 1877 and the overissue of paper money gave a strong impulse to the 
speculations in the rice market, and the amcuint of transactions in all rice exchanges was greatly 
inereasoil, so that they were brought all into more or less flourishing condition. At the same time, the 
defl^^la in the* organization un<l the administrattoii «)f the cx(;hanges wore brought to light, and the 
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governmeut, aft«*r invof^tigating tin* onMlItiortH of Kuropcan rxclmng(*j*, rm)lv<*<l t-o cfl<*ct a total rc- 
organiratitm of the oxinting exchang»t; after the {mttoni of the ooniineiital InHirses. Aeoiirdingly a new 
exchange law wti/i proimilgate<l hi 1HM7, hnt strong agitations onsiu*tl against tin* execution of that law* 
ami it was at !a.«t n?peahnl without ever being hi-ought int4> <*fi’eet. In a iii*\v law wat< puhli?‘h<‘<l 
ami immi*(Iiately brought into etf»‘<‘t, which, proerving the (►1<1 system of our exehangi*, allowt*<l at 
the j^ainc time am»ther li»rrn of exchange inteinled liy tin* former law to Im* the only fjrin of exchange 
in Ju|>au.

Tlirec kinds of transactions are allowed in th<» exchange, namely, (1) the bargain on spot, (2) that 
on deferred delivery (Kieferungsgeschaft) and (J) that on fixed accounts (Terminhandel) r*f which the 
last kiml is allowed only within the exchange, ami forms tlie <’S.s<*nlial part of the exchanges transac' 
tions. It may Ikj contracted on three <liffi*rent acironnt.'* at the same time, iianiely, the (*ml of this month, 
the next, and the third. The second kind of Imrgaiii may be (vmtracti'd at a eeiiain term ngrinsl u|>ou 
bt»tween the oontraetors, not excceiling 150 days. 

The discnplinnl power against the miscomluct of brokei-s is endowed to the exchange its(*lf; it may. 
according to its own by-law, which is .siilijecUri to the aiithorizjition of the government, either excimie 
the brokers or inflict fine upon them. The exchange itself is also subjected to a very strict control of 
the gi>vernmeiit. It may or<ler the dls.soli]tioii of the exchange, the suspension of the whole or one 
jmrt of tlic transactions in the exchange or the prohibition of our part of the sjinie, the roelection of the 
administrative !nomlM*rs. or the siis|K*iision or suppression of the hiisimss <»f the broker. Many other 
minute regulations are providwl for the control <»f the exchange, wlii<*h, how’t*v<r, can not lie fully 
explained here.

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NOTE. 

OENEHAL .STATJCMENT. 

The mmlern (*v»U'm of hanking in .Japan <IaU's from the proimilgation of the National liank Kegiil- 
ations in Novemla-r, lti72. liefore the IWtomtinii, commercial circlea la-ing limiD'il, it was natural that 
little pi-ogiiw should liave Ih'cii made in hanking hiisiness, except that there were in operation some 
hank-like organs conducting the business connecUsl with national taxes and acting as hnaucial agents 
for feudal lords. Since the promulgation of the lU'gulatious referred to, variotis banks have Iwcn crcaUsl 
one after another so that the arrangements of financial organs liir agriculture, industry, commerce and 
other various enterpri.ses have all la-cn mmpleUsl, their total nnmlier now Iteing more than 2,300. These 
banks are dividtsl by their nature into two kinds, namely, those which ate organized under the general 
l>anking laws, and have for their objwts the facilitation of a general monetary circulation, acting chief- 
ly as banking organs fur commerce, anil those which are createil under sitecial Imnking laws aud have 
si>ecial objects and functions respectively as the organs to supply capital to |>artictdar enterprises. 

At the lx"ginning of Meiji era, the establishment of Imnks was decideel upfin with a view to ci-cate 
financial institutions fur the development of trade, and to facilitate thereby the reelemption of tiovem- 
ment ]iaper money which had already been issuc<l Di a vast amount. In Novemlwr, 1872, the Govem- 
meiit promulgattsl the National Hank Kegulations, based mainly ujHm the National Hunk Act of the 
United States of America, by which it was provided, that the national bank notes should Iw convertible 
in ejHjcic. Four national banks were established under the Kegulations, but it was soon found that the 
convertible system could not b«t maintained owing to the constant increase of national exiienditurcs and 
consispicnt depreciation of Government pajwr money. Moreover, the Government conccivcel at that 
time to issue the Government loan Itonds amounting to 170,(XH),000 yen for the capitalization of the 
hcrwiitary feudal pensions. Gonsequently, the National Hank Kegulations were amended in August 
187G, to the eflect that the Imnk notes shall l>c issued on the security of national loan IsnuU and lie con- 
vertible in Government pu|«T money. 

This amendment gave a iKiwcrful impulse to the creation of national banks, so that within a few 
years their uumlx;! increased to 153. Since, however, the bank notes were convertible in Government 
jiapcr money, they were really inconvertible, and it was a natural conse<]uence that the bank notes 
Iregaii to depreciate owing to the gradual increase of the amount in circulation with the increase of 
national banks. ( 'onsef(Ucully, the Government gave no iiermission for the establishment of new national 
banks after the year of 1880, while on the other hand, it was decided upon to adopt a drastic measure to 
put the convertible system on a sound liasis. The first im|srrtant step taken for accoiu|>lishing that 
great end was further amendment of the National Hank Kegulations in 1883. Under the new system, 
the national banks were dcpriverl of Uie privilege of issuing notes, which privilege was to lie hxlged 
exclusively in the hands of the newly createtl Hunk of Japan, and a ]troper method was taken w ith reganl 
to the redemption of their notes already issued. 

Meanwhile, private tranks and bank-like companies which did not conic within the purview of the 
National Hank Tiegulations, hud considerably increased unlit in 1884 tlieir total nuiulier reached 1154. 
These private bunks and companies might be freely established, the only condition lieiiig that they tw 
under the supervisory powers of local authorities. To bring these iustitutious under a uniform and 
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more eflicient (H>nlrol, the Government promul^tod the Rank Kepilutions and the Savinps Bank 
R'giilotions in J8JH), which came iiiD> f»>rc<* from 189.‘5. 

Side l)v Hide with tlicM' private Imnks, the national iiankn acUnl fnmt the l>e^inning oh hnmicial 
oigann for the development of u jfcnonil tra<!e. Mo-H of them chanjfi*d ihems4‘lvt!9< into private Irnnkn on 
the expiration oI their U‘rm of charter, and hy Kehruary, tlierc cxiMe*! no national hank in the 

country, ho that the former national haiikn now do not differ at all in th<‘ir i'conoinical functions and 
le^il natiin* fn)in other privati' lumkM, all (»f them coming; under the }>n)vlHion of ^‘iieral Itankin^ laws. 

The alv)vc* statement refers Ui the ordinary finuneial orj^ns. Ih'siiU's, there exists a ^^n?at numlMT 
of hanks in the country ereate<l under s|K*cial hanking laws, which may lx* classifieil under Hcveii ]iea<ls. 

The finit of them is the Y<ikohama Speeie Bank eHtahlislied iu February, 1880, under the Kutioiial 
Bunk Regulations. It apjiliinl for jK*nnissiou to issui‘ ccuivertihle notes, hut the application l»eing rt‘jected 
by the Government, it chiefly devote<l its atteiitiou to tin? husincssof fonugti exchange* ami hyjM)thecation 
of foreign hills. Thus, being in its organization and the nature of its husiiu'^ss o|K*ratious oasentially 
different from a national hank, it did not pn»|H*rly eome under the cognizance of the National Bank 
Regulations. In rwognition of thi.s fact tlu‘ (Government promulgated llie Yokohama S|)ccie Bank 
Ib'gulatioiis in July, 1HS7 ami made tlie Bank hold a special {xisition iude|M‘ndent of national l>auks. 

Tlie sjxjcial hank created next to the Yokt)huma Sp»*cie Bank is the Bank of Japan. To reiiuMly a 
Siam of confusion brought about by tin* rise of a multitude of small Imuks with very imjvrfect connection 
iK'tween one another, the (lovernment decidtsl in 18K2 to establish a central hank, ami iu June the same 
Vt'ar, the Regulations of the Bank <»f Jajxm were proimiIgaU>d. The Bank created under the Ri^gulntioiis 
was opened to its husin<*?«^ ill Octolx^r of the same yt'ar. The main ohjinrls (»f the i<sta1)]ishment of the 
Hank of Japan were to snim»th the ndutioiis between the different lianks os a centre of financial organs, 
to facilitate monetary circulation, to lower the raU* of interi“st, to improve the luisinesw of hill 
discounting, to issue convertible Iwink notes for the jmrptpst; of <‘stahlishiiig a firm basis for the monetary 
system of Japan and to h<* entrusted with the manugcanent of imlional revenue and exjxmditure. The 
Bunk enjoyed a gii'Ut confideim^ Ixdh at home ami ahr<»ad from the moment of its establishment, ami 
dlschargeil its duty os a ee.ntral hank with efheicney and success during the Cliino-Jajmn war and at the 
time <»f our monetary reform then^fter. Its iuisitiess is now in Honrishing condition. 

Though the organs of monetary ( irculation in rrganl t4i commerce had been provided and iiuprovo<i, 
yet there existed no such organ in regard to agriculture and industry, ami tlie ne<;d of reme<lyiiig this 
defect led to the proimdgati<ms f)f the I^aw of the Uypitliee Bank of Japan ami the T-aw of the 
Agricultural and Industrial Banks in April, 

Thus, the arrangtmients of the fiiianeial organs in Japan projier had almost l>cen complete<l, hut 
everything in Forim»sa, mir new terribiry, was in an initiat»)ry stage. es|KTiaily the hanking organs 
neer«sarv for the exploitation of its re.sourws were wholly wanting in that island. To nu*et this urgtmt 
net*d, the Government proinulgiib*d the Law of the Bank of Taiwan (Formosa) in 18f>7. The Bank 
crc*ated under this Ijiw wa** grantwl the ))rivilege to issue irnttw convertible in silver. It was also 
entruHteil with the lmsim>ss of i\H*eiving and disbursing the Government revenue in the island, its jKisition 
there thus com*s{ioiK)iiig to that hold by the Bank of Japan in Japan j»n»|M.*r, 

With a view to facilitate th*' (‘olonizatioii and the economic development of Hokkaido, the I.*aw of 
the Bank for the C^donizathm ami Fxploitaliou of Hokkaido was prmnulgated in March, 1899, and the 
Bank was eatablUhed in March, next year. 
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By tliift time, mir indurtry had ina<le a niarkcHl pn>Kr<'s^j«, and the iH'Curith’i* «iieh as shares and 
licWnturofl been issued by various industrial coin|mnies to a vast amount, hut tht*re existed no sjieeial 
orKRii for advancing money against these wcurities. C'onsfHjuently, the T^iw of the Inthistrial Bank of 
Japan was promulgated in March, BMK) and the Hank <>sUihlisht‘d under this I^w in April, BK>2. 

The Yokohama 8|>ecie Hank and other six lianks aliove Mattel liave each s|>wial objects ainl 
functions and are govenic**! by s|K‘cial laws, so that their natures will l>e sj^parately explained in the 
following paragraplis. 

THE BANK OF JAPAN. 

The Bank of Japan, the central Imnk of Ja{>an, was founded in acccmlance with the Ini|H*riul 
Ordinance for the Bank of Japan (No. 32, 1H82) in form »»f a joint stock coni|mny. Its authorize*! 
capital was at first 10,000,000 yen, hut was twdee increased making the present annaint of .‘Jt),000,000 y<‘» 
which is now fully paid up. 

This Bank has the privilege to issue convertible l»ank notes on the st‘curity of gold or silver c*iiiis 
and bullion e<|ual to the amount of the notes issued, and to isviie further th*).s<? nuU‘s on the security of 
Cfoveniment boiuls and Treasury hills, or other Iwmds or commercial hills of a reliable nature, within 
the limit of 120,0tX),000 yen (the amount was liniiUil l<» 8r>,000,0(M) yen liefore 1K99, and h> 70 million yen 
l)eforo 1890). 

'1*1)0 notes issued in exc(*ss of the said amount are siibjei’t to u tax of o |)cr cent, or more |>er annum 
of the umoimt of the same. 

The following lines of husinc:^ arc cotiducte*! by the Bunk: — 

1, To discount or purchase* (Tovernment hills, hills of exchaiigt*, cominennal hills, etc.; 2. to buy 
or M*ll gf)ld t>r silver bullion ; 3. to make loans on the .security of g(»hl or silver coins or Imllion ; d. to 
make collection of bills fur hanks, coni|)anies and merchants, who are regular customers; 5. to receive 
<lejK)S!ls in current accounts and accept the custcnly of objects of value, such us gold, silver, other precious 
metals and documents; G. to ntake advance in current acermnts (»r loans for fixt*d |)oriiMls upm the 
security of Government bonds. Treasury bills or other homls and sharw guaranteed by the Government 

la addition, tlic Bank is entrusted with the manag(*ment of the treasury fund. 

THE YOKOHAMA SPfXIE BANK. 

The Yokohama Sj>ecie Bank was founde<l in 1880 with the authorize*! ca])ital of 3,000,1XK1 yen for 
furnishing financial facilities for the foreign tnnle *>f the country. It was at fii*»t supporte*! by tlie 
Government in various directions, for instance the iimiiagemeiit of several million yen of the 'Prea'^ury 
Reserve Fund wo.s entruste*! to the Bank, and thus an ample amount *if capital was ]>ut at the disposal 
of the Bank for discounting foreign bills of exchange. In 1889, such kinds of support were wilhdniwii, 
and instcatl of them the Bank of Japan was onlere*! to re<lis<*ount foreign bills of exchange upon the 
deman*! of the Specie Bank to an amount not exewHiing 20,(K)0.0(K) yen a year at the rate of 2 \ier cent 
In March 1887, a sj>ecial ordinance for the S|)ocie Bunk was promulgate*! (Imj)erial Ordinance No. 2G, 
1887), and at the same time the capital was raist*d to G,fX)0,(KM) yen. The eonsequent growth of its 
transactions nceessitaU'*! the further increas<; «>f its capital to 12,(XK),000 yen in the same year. In 1899. 
the capital was again doubled making 24,IKX),U00 yen of which 18,^)00,000 yen are now paid up. 
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The following; line»s of husiuc!«» aw traiiwi(:U’<I by the Bunk: — 

1. Forei>^i exchange; 2. inland exchange; 3. Ioann; 4. deponitn of money and custtKlv of 
ohjcctM of value; •>. ilrneount and collectuai of hills of exchange, j>romiasory notes and other cheques; 
H. exchange of coins. The Bank may al-*o buy or sell public Ijonds, gold or silver bullions and foreign 
coins, if the condition of business demands it. The Bunk may also l>e entnisteil with affairs bearing on 
foreign loans and the management of public moneys for intcruatioiial account 

THE HYPOTHEC BANK OF JAPAN. 

The Hypothe(r Bank of Jaj>an was founds! in 181)6 by Law No. 82 of the same year as a joint stock 
company with a capital of 10,1KK),(K>0 yea under the .special patronage and control of the Government 
f >r the j)urpose of furnishing long-j)eru>d l<wn at h)w rate of interest for the impn>Ycment and development 
of agriculture and indu.«try. It is to serve as the central i>rgan of erwiit for agricultural and industrial 
enUTprises of ]argt*r scale throughout the whole country, as the agricultural aud industrial banks of each 
prefecture are destined for local activity in the same branch of business. 

The chief lines of hu.siness transacted by the Bank are as follows : — 

To make loans on the security of immovable property, re<leemahle in annual instalments within a 
})cri(Kl of not more tlian fifty years; to make loans on a .rimilar security, redeemable at a fixed terra 
within a period of not more than five years, provide<l the total amount of such b)an« not exceeds one- 
tenth of the total amount of hums reihHunahle in annual instalments (the amounts of loans made on the 
«»curity of any immovable projierty may not exceed two-thirds of the value thereof, as appraised by the 
Bank); to make loans without security to Prefwlures, Districts, Cities, Towns, and other public bodies 
organiml by I.aw ; to make loans without stH^urity re<K'emable at a fixe<l term or in annual instalments in 
<-ase of the adjustment of cultivated fields under the Cultivated Field Adjustment Law, when the whole 
Isxly of land owners concernctl makes an application for loans Avith joint liability, or the adjustment 
committee makes an.a))plication for loans according the provisions of contracts; to make loans in 
Formosa on the scHuirity of “Gyoshukon” (the permanent right of the jsissc**iior of rcclaimcxl land freely to 
use, to nmke jjpofit by and to disjKist; of it, which is prescrilKnl by the s|>ecial law now in force in Formosa, 
thus in effect almost |>crfe<*t ownership); to take up the mortgage del>entures of the Agricultural 
and Indu.'^trial Banks; to accept the custmly of gold and silver bullions and negotiable instruments. 

The Bank is authori/XHl, when at least one-fourth of its nominal capital is ])aid up, to issue mortgage 
del>eiitures up to ati amount not exceeding ten times its paid-up capital, provided the amount of such 
dcl»cntiires does not exceed the total amount of outstanding loans redeemable in annual instalments and 
the del)cntureH of the Agricultural aud Industrial Banks in hand. These delx*nturcs shall Iw retleemed 
at least twice a year by moans of drawings in pro(M>rtion to the total umount of redemption of loans 
redoomable in annual instalments in the same yrar, and the del>entur€s of the Agricultural aud 
Industrial Banks in hand. B«^ides, for each issue of del»entures, premiums of various amounts varying 
from five to one thousand are allottcnl to a certain numl>or of the del>eiitui‘cs determined hy 
drawings. This is4he single exception to the general prohibition of lottery or any lottery-like system, 
si>eeially allowctl to the Hypothec Bunk, in ortlcr to attract smaller capitals U^ the subscription of its 
dcl)cntures. 
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THK AnKICULTlTKAL AND INDUSTRIAL HANKS. 

The Apri<*ultural and Iiuln^trial Hanks wriT in accordance with the l^w for llin A^rH- 

cultura! ami Industrial Hanks (Law No. H, IMJHI) as l«»cal orpans of cnnlit for the same object as that 
of the Hv|>othei* Hank, each with a (*apital of two hiindml thousand f/en or upwanis. Hank ha'^ 

as a jieneral rule for its business district the wliole part of the pivfe<’tnre where it is established, each 
prtdW'ture havinjj one Iwuik. but it is providwl that if the <‘ireunistanees re(|uin\ a prefecture may l>c 
divided int<» two or more districts in resjH.*ct of the A^rricultural and Industrial Hanks by a sjH'cial 
Ini]>erial Onlinancv, which provision, however, is not as yet made use of 

^Phe following lines of business arc transaet<Ml by thest* Hanks; — 

To make loans on the security of immovable projierty, redinmiable in annual instalments within a 
|)eriod of not more than thirty years; to make loans on a similar security, redeeinahio in a fixed t<‘rm within 
u|K*rio<l of not more than five y(*ars, provided the total amount of such loans not exceeds one-fiftli of the 
total amount of loans redtMmmble in nniiual instalments f loans made on the security of any immovable 
pro|)crty may not oxewd two-thirds of the value thereof, as apprai.*i‘d by the Hanks); to make loans on

a.*«*ociatioii, consumption association or prwiuction a.ssociation creaU-d under the Industrial Association 
Tiaw makes an application for loans; t4i receive flxetl deposit, ami accept the custody of ^old and silver 
bullions and iiep)tial>le instruments; and to make the purchiu<e, for a time, of various public loan bunds, 
local loan Nmds or the dcl)eiitures of the Hypothec Hank. <ir to make deposit to other Iwnks at the 
time when the Hanks have a fn-e Iialance of fund at hand. Hesides. the Hunks may Im' cntrustcii with 
the receipt ami disbursement of the public funds of prefi*ctures, and can make Iwirrow from the 
lly|K)thec Hunk by jjivinu it. as security, the claims over their loans n'cleeniable in annual instalments 
and the rijjht of morlga^re piven to them a.s security for the said 1 «mui.s. F.ach of these Hanks is authoriz- 
ih1, when at least orie-fmirth <»f its capital is pairl up, to iK<iiie mort^]^ delHUitures, to an amount not ex> 
(M'cdinjj five times it* |>aul-up capital. Such debentures may not, however, oxcm! the total amount of 
tiiitstamlin^ loans rcd<Muiml)le in annual instnimenb>. Such delientiires may not. however, exceiHl the 
ninmmt of outstanding hums redeemable in annual instalments reduced by that jmrt given to the 
Hyp(jthec Hank st*curity fi»r the money Ikwi-owcsI fnun it. Tlic del>oiitures shall be redeemcHl at 
huist iwieo a year by means of draw ings, in pn>|>onion to the amount of the redemption of the said 
hums. Ill Hcronlaiice with the provisiims of the law for stilisi<liziiig the Agricultural and Industrial 
Hanks ( Law Ni». 84, the (invcrnimMit gave <jver to the prefwturi*a funds for sul>scrij)tlon of the 

•shares i»f Agriciiltiira] and Industrial Hanks. The uinount of tlic saiil fund is limited by the law to 
tlie jiniportion <if 70 yra per HM) chb of the taxed lands in each prcfectim\ excepting building rites, 
mineral spring lots ami swamps, and the total anirmnt assigned t<» ei\eh prefectiir<> may» under lU) circum- 
slaiK'os, lie more llum JllKhOOO yea, nor it may exireed one-third of the j«iid-up capital ijf each Bank. 
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THK BANK FOR THE CX)IX)NIZATION AND EXPLOITATION OF IIOKKAIIX). 

The Bank for the Colonization and Exploitation of Hokkaitlo lia.‘< for itf* ohjoct the promotion of 
ent«Tj)ru*cR of colonization ainl exploitation of Hokkaiil<», ai* Is indlcaUMl by its name. It was (‘stablishe<l 
by the I^aw of the Bank for the (\>|onization ami Exploitation of Hokkaido (T^aw No. 7fi, 1MH9) in form 
of a joint stock com|»any w ith a capital of 3,tX)0,0tK) yen, ami art^ allowcsl transact the folhiwinj; lines 
of busiiuiiv : — 

To make loans rtslt*c*nmble in annual instalnu‘ia« within a isriml of not more than thirty years, or 
n?«b*emable at a fixed t4*rjn within a |xri«Ml of not moiT than five ywtrs, mi tlie security of immovable 
projHTly ; to make loans a^inst the pledge of Shan'S and delK‘ntiin*s issued by joint st<Krk comjmnies. 
the object of which is to promote the colonization and exploitation of Hokkaido, ami to take up delien- 
turt's of said companies up U> an amount not excmling oue-lifth of the total sum of outstanding loans 
alwive mentionc^l ; to make loans or Issue bills of exchangt* on the security of the agricultural products 
in the island; to take up <leiiosits; t) accept the custsly of objects of value; to make loans without se- 
curity rc<U*emnble in annual instalments or at fixed jxrimi U> Ku (district). Cho (town) ami Son (villagtO 
where the I^aw of the Ku, Chb and Son of Hi>kkaido in ojxration and other public IkkIics <irgaiiizrtl 
by law. This Bank is authoriztxl to issue mortgage delK*ntiires to an amount not cxcixsling five times 
its paid-up capital, 'flie flelientures, however, may not exceetl the total amount of outstanding loans re- 
dtxmiablc in annual instalments, 'fhe delientures shall Ix' nHhx'me*! at least twicx* a year by means of 
drawings, in projxjrtion to the total amount of repayment of s:ud hiaiis. 

In order to support the Bank, the (lovemment suliscrilxHl yen of its slmres on which for 

the fii'st ten years no dividends arc assigned. 

THE BANK OF TAIWAN. 

The Bank of Taiwan was created hv the Ivaw of the Bank of Taiwan (Taw No. 38, 1897) for the juir- 
po«<? of pntmoting the ec^monilcai development of the island »>f Fornmsa. It is a joint stock coni|winy w ith 
anipitaUif five million yen, and is ondoweii w ith the privilege of issuing Imnk note's convertible in * silver 
yen agnlust the reserve of gold or silver coins or bullion and Govenmient Ixmds, Treasury hills, notes of 
the Bank of Ja])un, any other negotiable jiajicrs or commendal hills of reliable nature. The amount of 
notes not covered by specie restTvc is limited to o,0tK),(HK) yen and may in no case exceetl the amount of 
nob's i.ssued against sjiecie reserve.. Notes issuetl lieyon<l thU limit in cas«' of emergency are subject tou 
tax of five jK*r cent, or more jx*r annum. The Oovermnent has subscril>e<i one million yen of the shares of 
the Bank and the dividends accruing from th(*se shares are a<lded to the irservc fiiml of the Bank for tlie 
first five years, for which jxfriml the Government is cngage<l not to transfer its shares. The Government 
has further made an mlvatice of 2,0fK),0(M) yen in silver to the Bank with no interest, which arc a«ldwl to 
llie sp<‘cic reserve for bank notes issuisl. 'fhe following lines of business are transacted by this Bank : — 

1. To discount bills of exchangt? and other commercial bills; 2. exchange business; 3. to 
collect bills for com|>anics and nien'hants who are rt'gular customers of the Bank; 4. to make loans 
on the security of immovable or movable j>ro|x?rty of a reliable nature; 5. to o|x^n current accounts; 

0. to accej)t the custwly of obj<*cls of value, such os gold and silver cniins, pixx'ioiis metals and docu- 
ments ; 7. to buy or H'W gold or silver bullion ; 8. to act a.« agi-nt for other lianks. 

* SiQc« 1st July Doxt the hank is allowed to ismio notes only on gold biisis. 
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THK INUU.STRIAL BANK OF JAPAN. 

Tlie Inilurtriul Bank of .lajmn rslal>li!<lii>il in Aj>ril 11102 in accordance with the laiw of the 
Indu.'iti'ial Bank of Ja|ian( IaiwNo.TO, IO(KI) |>roinuli^te<l in 11)00, is a joint .■<tix>k coin|iany with a capital 
of 10,)KK),(KI0 yen, of which 2,.'»1M),(KK) yea an; paid up. As the ll)’|«ithc<; Bank anil tlic A);ricultural 
and lndii.strial Bank.s arc inO-iuleil to furnish long and cheap loans on the seenrity of iinniovahlc pnjjwrty 
for agricultural and indu.strial cnti-rprises, esjxt'ially for the former, the Industrial Bunk has for its 
sjH'eial ohjeet to hundle with iNmihs and shanw of various kinils. It may Iw regardisl as a kind of cn'slit 
mohilier, while the funner arc ertslits funciers with s|x'cial furiiis and piiris ses. The hiisiness ullmveil 
to the Bank by the law arc:— 

1. To make loans against the pleilge of public loan ismds, local loan Isiiuls, companies' deiicntures 
and shares; 2. to sukscribe or take np public loan lsiud.s, local loan Isiiids, and comiianU«i’ debentures; 
3. to accept depoait of money and custisly of valuable objects; and 4. to tran.sact various kinds of 
trust businein with local loan Isiiids, companies' deiicntures and shansi. 

Thus, loans without security or on the security of oilier than negotiable iiaiwrs and ili.scounts 
of hills are not within the sco|ie of the Bank's hii.siuess. In order to eiiahle it to obtain neccinary 
amount of capital for carrying out its object, the Bank is also endowed with the privilege of iseniug 
delientiires to an anioiiiit of live times its |iaid-up rapital, which, however, may not excccil the total 
amount of advances made by the Bank, the local loan kinds and companies' deiicntures appropriateil 
by it. Besides, for the first five years dividend of o jier cent, of its paid-up cn|iital is giinrantisMl by the 
Government. 

The seven lianks aliovc mentioned, the Bonk of Japan, tlic Yokohama Specie Bank, the Hyisithec 
Bank, the Bank for Colonization and Kxploitation of 1 lokkaido, the Bank of Taiwan and tlie 1 ndustrial 
Bank of Japan and the Agicultural and Indu.strial Banks, arc banks establisheil under tlie .spisiial 
jiatronage of the Government each with some .sjwcial object us is mcntioneil Imfiirc under tlie heml of 
each of these hanks. While their branehea of business are more or less limited corru.s|ionding to the 
object for which they are foundisl, they arc all enilowcel with some privileges more or less lucrative, 
which may lie more than coniiK'n.satc the disadvantagi's of their limitisl sphere of action. At the same 
time they are subjtxit to the strict control of the Goveniuient, not only their statute.s, hut also (lartieular 
casiM of their action as are )siintcd out in the taws arc subject to the s|Hxial permission of tlie Minister 
of Finance. Besides, one or more special commissioners arc appointed for each of tliese lianks to 
su|iervisc the course of their business, and make reisirt on it to the MinisU-r. 'fhe governors, presidenis 
and diri'ctors of these hanks with the exception of the agricultunil and industrial hanks luid the Bank 
fir Colonization and Fxploitation of Hokkaido are either directly appointed by the Government or 
approviKl by the latter after they are eh-ctwl in the general niixitings of the Imiiks, 
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ORDINARY BANKH. 

At the lx*jdnninjr of the Moiji era, then* were no n*p:nlation.*i far as ordinary hanks concerned, 
extH'pt that their establishment was suhjet't to the P|X'eial |K*rtnission of the authorities. Under such a 
system or want t>f system, much inconveniciUM; was felt by the Oovernment in the way of the adminis- 
trative eontnd of those institutions, ami the s|>eedy issue of the ordinary i>anks n*jjulationa was calle<l 
for re|K‘aU*dly, but this desire was long not fulfilled. It wjis in I81i0, that the general regulations for 
trade <’ompanics were first cstoblislusl through the proninlgation of the Commercial GkIo, and the Tjows 
for Onlinary Banks ami for Savings Banks were also if^ued fl^w Nos, 72 ami 7^1, 18JH)) which were to 
go into force «inmltai»eously with the (‘omniercial Code on 1st January, 1891, but the operation of the 
C<k1c iH’ing twice iK>«tjHmed, the two law’s were al»i not cnforcwl. Sid>w<jueJitly after intnHlucing certain 
amendments in the Commercial C’<k1c and its Kxcentive T^aw in 1802 their operation was annouiiceil to 
run from 1st July of the same year, and the two laws in question alsi> came into force fremi the same 
date. By the new law, onlinary hanks are put under the control of the MinisU*r of Finance, the 
jM'rmission <»f the said Minister In'ing rcHjuired for the t^tahlishmrnt of a new liank or for the amalga- 
mation of Iwiiiks already estahlis!ie<l ; he is also empf»werc<l to onler at any time investigations into the 
conditions of the business and the property of the hank. Besiiles, provisions arc made for the husiiu’ss 
hours and holidays, the obligation of preparing a property list, Imlance 8111*01 and other rc|K>rU on business 
for each half year and of producing them to the Minister of Finance, Ac., of which the Italauce »hc**t 
is to Iw puhlisheil in news|»aper or ailvertiw^l by anotluT method. 


SAVINOft BANKS. 

According to the prt^*nt law for Saviiigs Banks which came into force on 1st July, 1898, as is 
mentioned under the head of “Ortlinary Banks,” Savings Banks must Ik* joint stock comjanies with a 
capital of more than 30,0fM) yen. The dirwtors of the hanks an^ n*<{iiirtHl to have unlimited liabilities 
jointly anil severally for the obligations of the Imnks incurnnl within the term of their office. They are, 
however, released from these liahililics nt the expiration of full two years after their retirement from the 
office. They may take up minor <lejM)sits fnim the general public on a compound interest system, hut 
to prevent total unexpectcHl loss for de])ositon*, they have tr» consign to the Dopisit Office national or 
local loan Ininds bearing interest, com-siKuiding in value to one-fourth of the dejKJsits ni^‘iv<Hi, for 
which the ilcposib^rs concerned have a preferential right. In case, however, the imtHiiial or local loan 
Ismds consigned exceed in value one Imlf of the capital of the liaiik consigning them, the cxcc*w may l>c 
rcplac«*<l by commercial bills or other reliable sliares and stocks «)f any com|»any. If the banks desire 
to modify the provisions of their articles, they must ohUiiii there<jf the approval of tlic Minister of 
Fiimnce. In t>lher rc.«pects the rogulaiiong for ordinary binks apply also to siivings hanks.

NOTE. 

TFIE MONCTARY SYSTEM. 

The coinajff’ system in vojfiie at the time of R*!Storation wjw luised on the oI<l system that 

ha«l first 1 hh‘|i esUiblislic-*! in the fith ywir of Keicho (1001). Siiiec that time, fi»r mort» (Imii two hiimirwl 
and sixty yoar«» no chaiiftc had ever Ikhui intHwIuml in the system, hut owin^ ti> ^rowinj; financial 
distress the Sho^unate Government fre<|ucntly resorted to rwoinajjc* jisits relief measurt\ pntduein^ coins 
of lower wei^rhts and l«iser iiimlity, ami thereby ]»rofitiii^ by the tlifTerenee of tlic value of the old ami 
new coins. The coinage system was thus practically destniyed through .suex*e8sivc debasements, and was 
in a most deplorable condition at the end of the Shogunate }>eri(Ml. 

S<M>ii af^r the Restiiration, the ImiMTlal Government saw the necessity of reorganising the existing 
system of coinage <m a s(»nnd basis, and in IM71, the New C^>inage T^iw was promuignteti, mlopting the 
gold monomcUillic sy.Mcni. Hut at that time, the country .«tanditig in the midst of the silver countru^ 
of the East, it was found difficult to maiutaiii the gold staiulanl, and the siHialh'^l trade dollar of one yen 
in silver s|Mxually IssiumI for the iis4* for foreign tmde and ciroulatcsi in the o|)en jK>rts only was now 
made the legal Umder thi'oughout th<> country, side by side with the g(»hl coins. Knmi this time the 
country no longer maintained in reality a gold standard, hut a gold and silver bimetallic system wa.s 
introduced, out of which again emergctl a de facto silver standanl, gold l)eing gradually withdrawn from 
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K«H»,

But as lljerc wa.s no sufliciont aniomit of 
gold n'serve at hand for the establislunent of a g'*ld monometallism, a favourable op|)ortunity was waitcfl 
for, which was s^ion affordeti by the receipt of the Chin<*sc indemnity. (.’(m.^iMpicntly in 1897 the Govern^ 
iiient promulgated the Xew Coinage Law (I^aw No. 11, 1879), and Hnally atlopted the pure gold 
munomeUdlism. 

Owning to jKO'uliar C(mditimi.*i of Form(»sa, a sjH'cial monetary system wa“ adopted for the new 
territory, allowing oneo/eu silver coins to circulate as the lepd tender within its scojxj ; but it is to 
be wholly abolished after 1st July iu‘Xt, the ecnnomiral and ftimneial conditions of the island 
having made S4> great a pn)gri‘ss .since its (‘oiniug under the government of Japan that the authorities 
deemed it expedient to adopt there the same system of gold monometallism as in Jajaui proper.

NOTE. 


POST, TELEOUAPH ANJ) TELEPHONE. 

Ill 1871, the jKwlul servii'B after the European .ivKteiii wa.'i iiitroihiceil by the Oovernment. In the 
next year the jMistal convention was eoncludetl with the l.'nited Staten of America. Since then, eonntant 
cHlirtawere niiuic for the extension of the pontal service, and in 1875, it was decided to run mail steamers 
to Khanjrhai and its ncitthlKiurint; ports. In 1876, onr jxist offices were established in China and Corea, 
In the following year, we entcrwl tiie internatiiaial jsistal union. In 1878, the connection of the postal 
rouUs! throughout the whole country was almost complete, and the Postal liegnlations amended in 1878 
were again revised by Decree No, 59 of 1882. The main point of the revision was that the former sys- 
tem of charging three diH'ercnt rates of jawtage for letters according to their <le.stiuatiun was alKilishisl, and 
the uniform rate of postage was established over the whole couutiy. 

The tehysraphic service was started as early as 1869, hut no sati.sfactory result could lie obtaineil at 
the commencement. Alamt 1878, the service wnscoiLsiderably extended with the increase of tcli^raphie 
lines, and the liulcs for the Management of Telegraphs, and the Telegraph Kegiiintions were cnaettHl. 
which brought our telegraphic system to a certain degree of completeness. Still the management of

in 1^78 the opening ceremony of the teli*graphie service was forn»ally hehl, am! at the same time, the 
arrHiigemcnls avco! made for the Tnanagenient of f«»reign meawigi's in our own telegraph offices. In the 
follow ing year, the Cioveriimcnt entered the international Telegraphic Union. In 1^5, the Telegraph 
Uegulati(»iis were revised and since the following year, the principle of uniting jxistal and telegraphic 
.services in Uio same »)ffice was adopted. The rtmiarkahlc progress made since that time may lx* seen in 
the table itself 

When the telephone service was to he introducc<l, a great variance of opinions prevailed alsmt the 
epu^stion whether it should Ik* managed hy the (lovernnientor be cntru-Htetl to the privaUi enterprises, but, 
afli’r a full con.sidcration, it was decidinl by the (rovernment to lake the service entirtdy into its own 
hand. The arrangements Ix'ing then made in that .sense, the Telephone liegulations were protmilgaUsl 
iksthe Ministerial OniinanccNo. 7. of the Departmeiitof (Communications in April, 18UU, aiul in IXwni- 
iK'r ()f the same year the telephone .wrvice waa slarUnl in Tokyo and Yokohama, and then in IHO.3 in 
Osaka and Koix*. At present, 21 cities and towns have their own system of telephone service. Besides, 
telephonic connection lietween Tokyo and Osaka, a distance of about 350 miles, wius cflwtwl in 1900.

Oovemment ina»le rt'|>eated announcement to the elfiH't that not <«ily any fxTson might keef> any 
number of shifis of foreign type, but al.*«» lilx*ral pmU'ction should U'ufibnltHt to him in his undertaking. 
In 1872, the Xih«mkoku Yiibiii Jokisen Kaisha (Jafmn Mail SU’amsIiip Company) wjis orgaiiizcMl, which 
was suj>ers<‘ded five years later by the Yiibin Kisen Mitsubishi Kai>ha (Mitsubishi Mail .Steamship 
Company). Afterward.^, the Kyodo Unyu Kaisha (Unitwl Shipjiing Coinpjiny) ami the Osaka Shosen 
Kaisha (Csaka Merchant St<*an>ship (kimpany) were creaU'd in 1882 an<l 1884 respectively, both of 
them being supported by the subsidies of the Ctoveriinicnt. In 188.*>, the Mitsubishi Kisen KnUlia and 
the Kyiklo Unyu Kaisha after a despemU' coinfietition were uniteil into one comfMiiiy under the title of 
Nippon Yusen Kaisha (Japan Mail Steamship (Vimjiany), the greatest navigation company in JajMiu 
ever since. In March 1806, the NavigJition Encourap*mcnt Tiaw was promulgated (T^w No. 15, 1896), 
which provides that any subject of Japan or any commercial romj>any, the partners or shareholde.rs of 
which are Japanese* subji»cts, engaging themwdvcs in the conveyance of fwissengi^rs or g(KKla }>etw<M»n the 
Emj)ire and foreign countries, or Iwntwwn foreign |>orts, with their own veswds of U)ii.s or more 

registered in the shipping list of the Empire, shall ho granted .miltsidies in proportion to the distances 
passed and the tonnage of vessels used for the lines conccrne«l as is j)rewrihe<l in the I^iw. At the same 
time the Shiphuilding Eneouragement Ixiw was enacted (I>aw No. 18, 1896), by which hounties are 
grante<I for the construction of ve?«*elH almve 700 tons bi any suhje«*t of the Empire or any tnide 
company engagerl in shijJmilding undertaking, the partners or sharehoblers of which are Japam^st* 
suhjwts. Since tliat time the shipping and shiphuilding trade made a rapid pn»gn‘ss, es|X!eially after 
the war of 1894—05, and in 1896, the Toy*) Kisen Kaisha (Ori**iital Steamship Company) was also 
established. Now we shall state a brief hisUjry relating to the thret* great sU*amsliip companies al>ove 
referred U), which an* maintaining the active <wean services in our countr)'. 

The Nippon Y^en Kaisha (Japan Mail Steamship Company). 

At the time of its t*stahll8hmeiu, the. Nip|)on Yuseii Kaisha was chiefly eugag**il in the inland-water 
navigation, the foreign services* Ixiiig ojieneil only lK*tw(H*n Yokohama uml Bhanghai, Nagjtsfiki and 
Vladivostok, and Kobe and luch'yen. From this time on, the conij^any ojientHl n*giilar services to 
Newchang and Tient-sin until 1892, and the Bombay line was also oj»ene«l in the following year. 
When the war with China broke out in 1894, the company furniHh(*d the fifty-s*;ven transports with 
over 130,000 gross tfinnage to the use of the Government for military purposes, anti sharwl with the 
state the glory t)f our victory over China. After the war with China, (he extension of forcipi servicea 
was earnestly undertukun and as the first sU^p, the comjiany increased its capital to the amount of 
22,000,000 yen anti newly constructetl many vessels, numl)cring in all over 10. In March of 1895, a trial 
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navijjation U> Kiiro|>c was mado witJi u ri'sult whicti 1 h 1 to the ojK*iiin^ of a n*j;iilar service iKUwwn 
Kolw am! Knnjjn?^ and the n*^ular stwiniship nervic»*s t4> America and Australia were comineiiceil 
ni'ix'ctivfly in Auj'iist and OcIoIht, ISIMJ. Thus the three j'reat routes t*> KurojM-. America and Australia 
were newly o|m'ius| hy the earnest ein>rls of the company. 

The four lines alM>vt; mentioned, that is, Kur«>(H*nn, American, Australian and Boml>ay lines, are 
the pnwrilHal nuit<*s s|Nxdally onlered hy the (lovenimeiit to run regular sttrvices, the stiamers on IsHh 
th<‘ Kurojvan and Ameri<‘an lim-s !M*ing now des|»atchod once in two wfs'ks, on th<5 Australian and 
Boml>ay Iiiu*s once in f»mr weeks. Jiesuhw, the coiii}mny is running a n^ular service to tlie inlami 
coast, the neighlMuiring Asiatic |»orts. and those* of the Yangtze. The total length of lim*s on which tlie 
company is now running regidar suiunship services is 44,418 mih*s, or has liwn increa.se«l hy alxnit f mr 
limes a.s coinpartsl with tl,4o4 miles in the iM'ginniiig of its (^tahlishment. 

The Oaaka Sbosen Kaisba (Osaka Merchant Steamship Company). 

The nee<f«ity of connecting the C’ity of Osaka, the centre of tnule in the wj*slem part of the Kmpire, 
with the im{K»rtant trading {sirts such as KoU* and Nagasaki, and the Shikoku, Kyushiii and many 
other islands, lying west to Osaka, nunle many large shijwwners combine themselves to cstaldish the 
Osiika Shtjsen Kaisha in May of 1884. 

At the time f)f the (*stahlishiiient, the company was running steamshi|)s along the inland coast only. 
Sul»e<juently, however, the extension of the steamship Horvicco was earm-stly umlertaken by the 
company, and as tlie first stej». tin* Osaka-Kusan WTvicc and the Osaka-Inch’yen service were o|M*nc<l in 
1891 and 1892 resjK*clively. Next, the conijniny came to run a n*gular stcnriiship service to Taiwan 
(Formosa) in 189(>, to the Yangtzi* in 1898, to Smith China in 1899 and to Chinnain[Kj, Gunsan and 
^Yonsan in sulw*«.*<picnt years, and siicm*d<‘<l thereby to fiudlitate the means of communication lH‘twe«?n 
Japan, C’hina and Corea, and lK*t\veen Ja]an pn)|x?r and Taiwan, while on the other hand the company 
ha.s made shady efhirts to improve the inland*wnh“r service's, so that it is now coimte<l as one of the 
im)«irtant shipping e»mijani<‘s in the Far ICust. During f’liino-.Japanese war of 1894-95, the CVimpany 
furiu«h«*<l over thirty transports wiili about 12,o00 gross tonnage to the uw* of the Govemmt*iit for 
military purjioscs. total length of lines on which the regular services are now running is 19,727 

miles or has U*cii inena'X'il hy alamt fair times as compart*il with 4,988 miles at the time of the 
cstahlishmeut of the eoiu)miiy. 

The Toyo Kisen Kaisha (Oriental Steamship Company). 

The Tr»vo Kis< u Kaisha whiidi came into existence as one of the post-lsdliim undertakings was 
established in 181M>, and after the completion i»f all nec«»sory pre|iarations o{>etiod its business at the end 
of 1898. TIm* original plan of the c«miimny was to o|x*n a n*gnlar servicH* to New York ami Batoum, 
Imt changing it snl>S4*»|ncntly, the company selw’ted the roiitirs extending 8aii Francisco i*astward and 
to Shanghai and Hongkong southward, which are lJ,o98 miles in tolal length, the steamers Ix-iiig now 
di'S|HUcluMl <uice or twi(*e in a inontli.

NOTES OX THE Bl’DGET FOR THE FISCAL YEAR 190.5-6. 

The Budget ft>r the 38th Fi«*al Year (April, 1905-March, 1906) may from its character be raort 
conveniently <Hvide<l into the normal Budp*t and the Budgt*t for extraonlinary expenses in connectioo 
with the war anil explained under these two separate heads. While the former of the two Budgets 
relaU-s to normal state affairs, the latter U rendered nece.‘»sary entirely by the present war, and the war 
expenses which belong to it form a supplement to the Budget for extraordinary expenses in 
connection with the war under a special account which treats as a single fiscal year the whole period 
from the outbreak of hostilitit*s to the termination theret)f 


I. Normal Bud^t for the Fiscal Year 1905-6. 

In Iwtli the 36th (1903—4) and 37th (1904—5) Fiscal Yean? the Budget for the preceding year 
had with no little inconvenience tn Iw carried out in acconlance with the provisions of Art. I-XXI of 
tile Constitution ; but in 1905 such an unusual course was not pursiu*^!, and the normal Budget for 
the year, in which strict economy was kept in view in consideration of the present situation, was 
prepansl and pres<*nted immediately upon the opening of the twenty-first session of the Imperial Diet 
in DecenilH^r. 1904. It wa« approved almost in its original form by both House.s and jiublished ia 
tlie “Official Ga^ette” of the 1st January, 1905. 

Besides the above-mentioned Budget, there were other esttnmtcs rendered nt^e.ssary by the 
enactment or revision of certain laws ; ibem^ were formed inOi a supplementary Budget, and presented 
to the Diet together with those laws. They were passed by lioth Houses, and publisluil in the “ Official 
Gazette” of the 16th February of the current year. 

The normal Budget fir the 38th (1905-6) Fis<*al Year given, if the General and Supplementarr 
Budgets are put togi*ther, the total revenue as yen 305,667,UK) (£, 31.308,736) and the total exjM'nditure 
as t/en 211,973,848 (£ 21,711,958), leaving a surplus of yen 93,693,342 (£ 9,596,778). Moreover, 
though the ordinary military and naval ex}>onditure of yen 31,150,000 (£ 3,190,618) is included in 
the Budget, such expenditure will be defrayeil out of the extraordinary War expenditures, and 
consequently the above-mentioned amount will be left ns a surplus in the current fiscal year. Thus, 
by adding these two surjiluses, one of yen 93,693,342 (£ 9,596,778), arising from the difference in 
the total amounts of the revenue and ex|>cnditure, and the other of yen 31,1*50,000 (£3,190,618), firoin 
the ordinary expenditure for the two services, we get sum of yen 124,843,342 (£ 12,787,395), which 
has been made one of the sources of revenue for the extraonlinary expenditures require<l for the Russo- 
Japanese War. 

Although the normal Budget f »r the 38th (1905-6) Fiscal Year wa.«, in order to provide funds to 
meet the expenses in connection with the war, j)repare<l by ri'trenching wherever pt^s-sible, still in view of 
the fact that undertakings which arc of the highest importance to the economic progrt^« and expansion 
of the nation are not to 1m* neglected for a momi'iit even in time of war, there are not a few items, in 
respect of which provisions are made in the Budget. Such, for iastance, are the oxjM?nses required for 
maintaining the Imperial Legation at Stockholm, the Oinsiilate at Changsha, and the Branch-consulate 
at Swatow, which were established in the pn*ce<ling fiscal year; for joining the International Geological 
Association and the Iiiteniational Navigation Conference; for opening the Nagasaki Higher Commercial 
School and Nagoya Higher Technical School ; f>r establishing a Floor-matting E.vamination Office for 
the purpose of making uniform the quality of fioor-matting which is one of the principal articles of 
export from this country ; for giving aid in the instruction of experts required for laying out arable land; 
for taking measures with regard to fishing licenses ; f>r obtaining timber in State forests ; and for 
protecting new practical schemes. 

Next, before we compare the normal Budget for the 38th (1905-6) Fiscal Year with the Budget 

Kote: — Constitution, Art. LXXl. When the Imperial Diet has not voted on the Budget, or whan the Budget has not 
been brought into actual azUtance, the Government shall carry out the Budget of the preco^ling year. 
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actually carried out in the preceding year, wc t>hould take note of the fact that in the Budget for 1904—5 
appearing in the accompanying table, to the Revenue yrn 229,855,993 (£ 23,54^b582) of the Budget 
actually carried out in that fiscal year are added the receipts from the extraordinary special taxes 
and the tobacco monopoly 62,000,000 (JE 6,350,507) and the Revenue of the Supplementary 
Budget for the 37th (1905-6) Fiwal Year wljich was presented at the twenty-first session of the 
Diet The receipts from the extraordinary special taxes and the tobacco monopoly arc added be- 
cause in the normal Budget for the 38th (1905^6) Fiscal Year ai-e als<^ included the receipts from these 
sources which first came into operation in the preceding year. The Revenue of the Supplementary 
Budget for the 37th (1904—5) Fiscal Year was yen 1,443,065 (£ 147,871) and the Expenditure yen 
8,953,780 (£ 917,114). The principal source of revenue was the receipts from the camphor monopoly, 
amounting U> l,Ji89,492 (£ 142,322); as there had been no estimate of receipts from this source 
for the reason that no Budget had passwl the Diet since the coming into operation of that monopoly, the 
estimate of the receipts therefrom for the 38th Fiscal Year was prew‘nted to the Diet The principal 
item of expenditure was the appropriation of yen 6,569,871 (£ 672,936) for the Warships and Torjwdo- 
boat« replenisliing fund, which was, on account of the failure of the Budget for the 37th Fiscal Year 
to pass the Diet, brought fonvard in the Supplementary Budget. Other items of expenditure which 
were of comparatively lai^e amount arc as follows:—

Now if, taking the alwve fig\>res, we compare the normal Budget for the 38th (1905-6) Fiscal 
Year with that for the preceding year, we shall find that: 

The increase in the Ordinary Revenue is due to the natural increase of the receipts on the 
whole as a result of the general economic tlevelopment and increase of national wealth, to the fact 
that the extraordinary special taxe.« and the tobacco monopoly having been brought into t>pemtion 
in the spring of 1904, the full years receipts could not be obtained from them last year whereas 
in the current fiscal year they will be collected in full, and to the increase in the receipts from 
the camphor mf>nopoly and profit from the Government railways; 

The increase in the Extraordinary Revenue is j>rincijially due to the increase in the amount 
transferred from the Chinese indemnity ; 

The slight decrease in the Ordinary Expenditure is owing to the fact that while there has 
been on the one hand some increase in the j)ensions and annuities granted to civil officials and 
military and naval officers, the comphor monopoly expenditures, and disbursements made to 
various schools, very great curtailment has on the other hand been eflecte<l in the expenditures of 
the various departments, communication exj)enses, and general administrative expenditures. 

The decrease in the Extraordinary Expenditure is mainly due to the jxistponcmcnt to future 
years of the comparatively loss urgent among such undertakings already decided upon, ns the 
repairing of rivers, colonisation and exploitation of Hokkaido, construction and improvement of 
railways, administration of State forests and fields, and various engineering works, thereby 
reducing the expen<litures on account of these undertakings, and to the curtailment of expenses 
for repairs and new buildings by the varimis departments. 

II. Budget for Extraordinary Ezpeneee in Connection with the War. 

The Budget for Extraordinary expenses in connection with the AVar is comjjoscd of the War Budget 
proper and the Extraordinary Reserve Fund estimates; the former is under a special account which. 
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in-stcad of being divided into the usual fiscal years, treats as a single fiscal year the whole period from 
the outbreak to the conclusion of the war, and deals, it need hai*dly be added, with the naval and 
military exjjeuses in connection with the War ; while the latter which U under the general account i* 
intended to meet the expenses rerjuired for diplomatic and other State affairs connected with the War, 
and disbursements are to l>e made from it upon demand being made to that effect by the various 
de|^rtmeiiU. 

After the opening of hostilitio# with Russia in Februarj’, 11K14, the Government found ample 
means to defray the expenses of the war and other exj>enditures connected there^vith by imposing 
extraonliuary sj>ecial taxes, establishing the tol>acco manufiicture monopoly, issuing Exchen^uer l)onds, 
diverting funds under sj>ecial accounts, and making tcmporar\’ loans. With the progress of the war, 
however, and the conse<juent extention of the field of oj>erationsa still larger war fund Wcarae necessary 
and the extraordinaiy' war Budget which has been carried out was no longer sufficient Accordingly, 
at the commencement of the twenty-first session of the Imj^erial Diet which met in Deceml)er last 
year, the Government prcsentcfl together with tlie general Budget for the 38th 6) Fiscal Year 

the supplementary Budget on the war ex|>enses and an estimate of the extraordinary reserve fund 
nxjuired for diplomatic ami other t^ate affairs of)imecie<l with the war, the said estimate being brought 
forward, in addition to the estimate relating to the receipts from inerease<l taxation, a.s a supplement to 
the general Budget for the -J8lh (1005-0) Fiscal Year; and at the same time wt?re prestuitwl projects of 
law relative to the payment of expenses connected with the war. bills for amending the extraordinary 
s]K*cial tax law with the object of carrying out tlie second programme of increaseil taxation, and the 
salt monopoly law bill ; all of which wen‘ approve«l by the Diet ami publishe<l in the “ Official Gazette” 
of the 1st January this year. 

The above-menlioued Budget for extraordinary ex|>enses connected with the war puts the 
extraordinary war expenses at yen 700.000.000 (£ 71,1)99,273) and the extraordinary reserve fund at ym 
80,<H)0.iX>0 (£ 8,194,203), making a total of yen 780.000,000 (£ 79,893,475); and the scheme propo^ 
by the Government relative to the sources of revenue to meet th»?sc expenditures was. after a few amend- 
ments had been made in the House of Rej»reseutatives. unanimously |mssed by both Houses. 

Tlie following are the sources of revenue in the Budget for extraonlinary exj>enses connected with 
the war : —

Through amendments made in the House of Representatives in the bill for increased taxation 
which the Government presented in connection with its scheme for mec‘ting the extraordinary expensed 
in connection with the war, the receipts from increased taxation estimated in the original scheme was 
reduceil by about yen 8,500,0<X) (£ 870,ffi4) ; but at the same time some amendments were also made in 
the normal Budget, the surplus of which was thereby increaseil by alwut yen 1,500,000 (£ 153,041); 
and as this sum was als*-» applied to the payment of the war cx|>enses, the net deficit U yen 7,000.000 
(£ 716,989), which it is inuuideil to make up by means of the voluntary contributions U> the war fund 
and miscellaneous receipu* which are estimated at yen 2,000,000 (£ 204,854) and public and temporary 
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loans amounting to yen .5,000,000 (£ 512,135). The funds under special accounts which it b proposed to 
divert are the Warships and Torpedo*boats replenishing fund, Natural calamities relief flmd, and the 
Hxlucation fund. The amount actually reoeivecl of the voluntary contributicme to the war fund and of 
miscellaneous receipts from the commencement of the war up to the present time ha.s already reached 
the estimated sum. Again, of the sum of yen 571,000,000 (£ .58,48().121) to be raised by means of 
public and temporary' loans, public loans, one amounting to yen 117.158,000 (£ 12,000,000 sterling) in 
1904 and the other of yc7» 292,890,000 (£ .30,000,000 sterling) in 1905 were ^ai.'^?diu lyiudon and New 
York ; and in March 1905 Exchequer bonds for yen 100.000,000 (£ 10,242.753) were ifeued at home. 
The difference lx‘twecn the face-value and the issue-price of the Exchequer l>onds and public loans 
raised in 1904 and this year will be covered by means of a loan raisetl in conformity with the provisions 
of Law No. 12 of the 37th year of Meiji (1904). 

Further, the amount of increased receipts expected in the 38th (1905-6) Fiscal Year from the 
imposition of new extraordinaiy special taxes and the increase of the rates of taxation hitherto in force 
is yen 74,128.799 (£ 7,592)^30) ; and the items and amounts of taxation are as follows

The war ex|>enditure8 are constituted a.s follows First, the sum of yen 150,000,000 (£ 15,978,095) 
which was disbiu’sed at the commencement of the war as an urgent financial measure under Im(>crial 
Ordinance No. 291 of the 30th year of Meiji (1903) ; secondly, the sum of yen .‘180.0t>0,0fK) (£ 38,922,402), 
provided for in the Budget which was published after being approved by the Imjwrial Diet in its 
twentieth session; and lastly, the sum of yen 700,000,00tl (£ 71,099,273), which was prt*sented as a 
supplementary Budget to the above-mentioned Budget and approved by the Im|M;rial Diet in its 
twenty-first session; thus, the U>tal amount of the war exjwnditures is yen 1,2^10,000,000 (£ 126,000,430). 
The extraordinary reser\'e fund consists of yen 40,000.000 (£ 4,097,101). which was presented as a 
supplementary estimate for the 37th (1904-5) Fiscal Year and approved by the Diet in its twentieth 
session, and yen 80,000,000 (£ 8,194,203), which was presented as a supplementary estimate for the 
38th (1905-0) Fiscal Year and approved by the Diet in its twenty-first session, thus making its total 
amount yen 120,000,000 (£ 12,291,304). The grand total of the extraordinary exi)cnses in connection 
with the war, therefore, reaches the enormous sum of yen 1,356,000,000 (£ 138,891,734); and to meet 
this outlay rccource are had to the following sources: — public loans. Exchequer bonds, and temporary 
loans, yen 982,000,000 (£ 100,583,837) in n)und numbers ; surplu.s under the general account, yen

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309,000,000 (£ 31,6.t 0,108) ; fiimls undtT special accounts, yen 03,000,000 (£ 6,452,935) ; voluntary contri- 
butions to the »ar fiiiul. yen 1,500,000 (£ 153,641) ; and miscellaneous receipts, ym 500,000 (£ 51,214). 

Bcsiilcs. there are some expenditures defrayed from the receipts in the normal Budget in connection 
with the war, hut they are omitted here on account of their minor im|x)rtance. 

In short, the hnancinl scheme in regard to the war is to proviile for the cx|)enditures therefor 
with the normal revenue surplus, s|)ccial funds, extraordinary spe-cial taxes, and |iuhlic loans. The 
receipts from the increased taxes, including those newly increased, in the 38th (190.5—6) Fiscal Year 
will amount to about yen 150,000,000 (£ 15.il64.130), which rcjwesents the total amount of taxes to be 
specially collected in connection with tlie present war. It has thus been necessary in the current fiscal 
year to collets a far larger amonnt of taxes than was the case last year; but on account of the 
restriction put by the extraordinary sjiecial tax law ujkui local taxation, reduction of local taxes in 
conse<)Ucncc of the curtailment of local expenditures, and also of national thrift, the country is in a 
position U) bear the increased taxation without the slightest inconvenience. About nine-tenths of the 
funds to l)c obtained by means of public loons have nln ady la-e n raised ; and the balance is of so small 
an amount that it can he raised at a future date without any difficulty. 

As we look back uiwn the economic condition of the country since the outbreak of the war, we find 
that the nation has not in any way suH’ered from thos<' evil effects which usually appear in time of war, 
but that it was throughout the past year under favourable economic conditions. The S|iecic reserve of 
the Central Bank continues to be on a firm basis; although there has been an increa.«ed i.«sue of 
convertible bonk notes, still, if we deduct the notes circulated in China and Corea, the circulation at 
home d(K>8 not exceed its normal amount. Our foreign trade attainefl last year unprecedented 
pros]K‘rity ; and the most recent statistics show that the nation at large has ample funds at its 
cominaml. and deposits ma<le in banks and in the [xist-office savings Irank have reached the highest 
figures ever attained. We have in fact evidence in every direction that the heavy hurtlen imposed by 
the war has not in the least degree impaired the economic development of the nation. 

The details of the statements made in the above notes will be found in the following pages umier 
their respective heads.

NOTE. 

TAXES, 

I. Liand Tax. 

In 1873, the old system of collecting land tax in grain projwrtionately to the area of the land so 
taxe<l was replaced hy a system of collecting it in money projeirtionately to the value of land ; and for 
this purpose a general a«es,sment of land throughout the country was commenced in 1873 and 
completed in 1881. As, however, the condition of land is constantly changing, reailjustments have 
re|)catedly been made since 1882 by comparing the actual conditions with the entries in the official 
land-n'gisters. 

The land tax is collecteil from the pledgee in the case of laud under pledge, from the superficiary 
in the case of lanil under superficies of more than a hundred years’ duration, and in all other cases from 
the land-owner. 

The annual rate tif land tax is fixed at 2 '/, |>er cent, of the as.«essed value of laud ; but owing to 
financial necessities, the tax was, for five years from 1899 to 1903 inclusive, increased to rates ranging 
from 3.3 per cent, to 5 per cent, according to the class of land. 


n. Income Tax. 


This tax has Ih-cii subject to many alterations since its creation in 1887 ; but the provisions of the 
Income Tax Law actually in force may be summarised as follows ; — 

The tax is ini])osed upon 

A, Tho.se i^rsons who are domiciled or have residial for at lea.st one year in places within the 
Empire where the Income Tax I^aw is in force ; 

B, Those [X-rsons who, though not domiciled nor residing within the Empire, have projierty or are 
engaged in trade or busine.s.s or receive interest from public boiuls or companies’ debentures in 
places whore the afori'snid laiw is in force. They arc, however, liable to j>ay the tax in 
rcs|K!Ct only of the income derived from such sources.

The rules for ilie calculation of incomes are as follows : — 

(1) For iucomes under Class I the total losses for the business year, the balance brought over from 
the prect.‘(ling year, and the amount reservetl to nu?et liabilities for insurances are deducted 
from the total profits of the business year in question. For the income of a juridical person 
coming under Category B, only such pn^fits and losses are calculateil as accrue from the 
property, trade, or business situated or carried on in places within the Empire where the 
Income Tax Law is in force. 

(2) For incomes uufler Class II the payment due is taken. 

(3) For incomes under Class III the estimated annual .sum remaining after deducting necessary 
expenditures from U)tal receipts Is taken ; but in the following cases the estimated total annual 
receipts are taken as iucomes : — 

(a) Interest on public loan bonds and companies’ debenture.s, whicli is not paid in places 
where the Income Tax Law is in force ; 

(5) Interest on money loaned or dei>o«ited otherwise than in the course of business ; 

(e) Dividends, wages, special aUow’aiiccs. aumiul allowances, aimuities. and {Huisious received 
from juridical j>erw>ns upon whom no income tax is levie<i under the Income Tax Law. 
Incomes accruing from agricultural laud are calculated u|x)u the average of the iucomes for 
the preceding three years. 

The following incomes are exempted from income tax : — 

(a) Salaric's of officers ami privates of the Army and Navy while cngagtsl in war; 

(6) Allowances to widows and orphans, and j)ensioiw to the sick and wounded ; 

(c) Money received for travelling or school cx|>cnsos. and legal albovaiices received for 
support ; 

(rf) Incomes of juridical persons who do not conduct business for profit ; 

(c) Occasional incomes not derived from undertakings conducted fur profit ;

capitals, sales, rental values of huildinjfs, employe's, artisans. lal)Ourers, commissions, and contract 
values.

IV. Suoceesion Tax. 

The succeseion tax was create<i by the Succession Tax Law of 1905. It is imposed upon the 
descendible property which lies in a place where the aforesaid law is in force, when a succession occurs, 
irrespectively of the question whether the place of its occurrence lies within or without the Empre, or 
whether the ancestor or the heir is or is not a Japanese subject 
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IV 


The following are takru as ilesccndible property subject to this tax ; — 

A. When the ancestor is domiciled in a place where the Succession Tax Ij»w is in force ; — 

(1) Movable and immovable projx'rty in a place where the said law is in force ; 

(2) Rights existing in respect of immovable property in a place where the said law is in force; 
(I!) ProjH-rty rights other than those specifietl in the jireceding two items. 

B. If the ancestor is n<it ilomiciled in a place where the I>aw is in force ; 

Property s]H-cifie<l in Items Ko. 1 and 2 of the preceding |iaragraph. 

The manner of e.stiniating the value of di-scendihlc pro|)erty is prescribed in detail by law. The 
tax-rate varies with the taxable value of descendible projwrty and the kind of heir who succeeds 
thereto.

XIV. Customs Duties. 

The <*sjM'ntial parts of the Customs law.* and regulation* of the Km})ii o wore at first contaitUHl in the 
Treaties of Commerce and Navigation with the foreign Powers, the Tarifi’ lK*ing entirely conventional. 
As a consequence of the revision of tlufst* treaties, the Statut»»ry Taritt* came into existence ami force 
through the enactment of the Customs Tariff I>aw, and wa.* from 185*1* applicable to imported articles 
with the exception of such as enjoy the benefit (>f the Conventional rates uiuler the new Tn>aties. The 
cxjNirt duties which had Ix-en levied under the old treaties were entirely al>oli.*lu»l when thoM‘ treaties 
l>ecame null aixl void in July ami August of the same year. Under the rt'vU d treaties and the 
Cu.*toms Taiirt' I>aw, the dutiable value of inijHirtHl articles is the actual cost of such artich*s at the 
jdace f»f purchase, production, or fahriention. with the addition of paebiior charge*, cost of transpirta- 
tion. insurance, mid all other charges incurred up to the arrival of the articles at the |x>rt of 
ini)>ortatioti. No import duties arc levied uj>ou articles intcndc<I for the jH*rsoual u.*e uf IKplimiatic 
agimts accriHlite<l to this Empire, samples of commodities, travelling baggage carried by travellers, 
articles imjM»rted for qH'rmanent exhibition in Government, public, or commercial mus«*ums, and 
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r«"-iinjyjrt<xl articles which wore oxjwrtcd to forc*ijm countries for nijWiir. Article* UMn)H)rarily iraporte*! 
for repair, for the ])rofessional use of travellers enpigenl in scientific research, for puq>oses of trial, as 
samples by commercial travellers, ami for theatrical aiul <»ther similar jterformanc«is are also exempted 
from import duties, provule<l they are n'-ex|)orted within six nnmths from the tint** of imi»ortation; and 
in these cas<‘s a sum of money eijual to the amount of ini|>ort duly jmyahlc or wcurity thereof must be 
de|K>sited with the Customs Authorities at the time of imp<»r(ation. 

The taril!' aiinexe<l to the als)ve-inentioned I^aw <livi(hrd into three elassss, under the first of 
which are placed the dutiable articles, umler the second the duty-free articles, ami umlcr the third the 
)>rohihited articles. Class 1 consists of sixt**<‘ii ^rouj>s. ami in order to make the iin|N)sitioii of duties as 
fair as ]H>ssible, is further .sulKlivitle<l into alKUit five* hiimlreil iUmis. The cla<sifi( atioii of the articles

The imjK»rtation of the following articles is proiiilnted : articles in violation of the jiatcnl. 
design, trade-mark, or copyright laws of the Empire ; false or imiUited coins of any kind ; and 
articles considered injurious or dangerous under the laws, ordinances, and regulations of the Empire. 
With regard to articles which an? iiu|H)i*ted for the purp«*sc of having some work done thereto and 
arc to Ik* r(‘-cxport«sl not later than one year from the <lat(* of iin|M^rtation, only such as are .specified by 
Injperial Ordinance arc excmpU*d from import duties; but, in such cast?* money or negotiable paj)cr» 
equal in amount to the duties payable must at the time of importation 1)C deiK)site<l as security. 

The Powers with which Cimveniioiial Tariffs have hiH'ii agrewl to are France, Germany, Great 
Britain, and Au.^tro-Hungary ; but that with the last-named country became null and voui after 1903; 
and the pr<Mlucls an<l nmmifactun*s of the countries iiieutioned hereunder, with their iv^ss.'ssionsj u|x>n 
im)K>rtation into Japan, enjoy under the nu>st-favoumI-nation clause the benefit of the conventional 
tariff’: — 

The Argentine Kepublic; Austro-Hungnrv, including her Customs Union; Belgium; Brazil; 
Dt'nmark, including Farw* Islands ami Iceland, but mit the Danish West India Islands; France,

Victoria, Tasmania, South Au^l^alia, 
Wotern Australia, ami New Zeulaml ; Ore<*<M’; Italy; Mexico; the Netherlamls, including her 
cohmies and foreign pasc*es8iona ; Pent; Kussia; Siam; Spain, including the* Balearic and C’anary 
Islands; Swetlen and Nonvay; Switzerland; and the I'iuUmI States of America, including Hawaii 
and the Philippine Islands. Ax to Portugal, the conventional turifi* Is applicable only to certain 
Pix^'ified articles among her pro<lucts and mamifaetures. 

The tdd imjierfect Customs I^aw wa.** replactnl by a new I^iw promuIgattHi in ISlUt, which contains 
dctailetl prm'isions with respect to the imposition and ccdhKMion (>f Cu.-*toms <luties. entrance and 
clearance of vessels, exp<irtation and impc»rtation of goods, js)wers of (\istoms officers, pn)tests ami 
appeals, penal clauses, and investigation and action to he taken in cas<?s of infraction of the law. This 
Law also provides that those articles, in rcsjK-ct of which conventional diitiw are stipulate<l in the 
Treaties, shall 1 h» subject to such duties, irnder the Regulations f<»r tlie Enforeement of the same I. 41 W, 
a pei^on who desires to enjoy the benefit of the eonventumal tariff is required, except in the ca«e of 
|X)stal matters and artich« whf»st^ dutiable value does not oxcml yen 100. produce a certificate (>f 
origin signori by the Jajwines*! Consul or Ci>miiiereial Agent at the place c»f priMluctioii. munnfacture. or 
shipment of the go<Mls in question, and in the absence of a Jujmnesc Consul or Commercial Agent, by 
the Custom-house or any other Government or public authoriti<‘s or by the ('hainlier of Commerce of 
such locality. The Customs T^iw emiiowers any piTson wlm is dissatisfied with any action of the 
Director of Customs regarding the a.ssessment of Customs diiti(.>s to make an np|)cal to the Minister of 
Finance conformably to the provisions of the I.4iw of Apj^eal. For the purjx>se of examining mich 
appeals, a coramittet* consisting of high officials of Deimrtment <»f Finance. Department of .^VgriculUire 
ami Commerce. Department of Justice and profestxjrs of the ImjK’rial Univerrity, is constituted to 
prcpaiT the Imsis of the decision which is to l>e given by the Minister of Finance. 

In every Custom-house compound there are shctls where gomls may Iw fre<dy left for seventy-two 
hours. According to the Bonded Warehouse Law’ of 1897 the im|>ortcd gomls may 1 h» stored without 
the payment of Customs duties for one year frc>m the date of their first warelnuising entry. The private 
landed warehouses are under the 8Upervi.‘«it>n of the Customs authorities, ainl their pniprietors must 
guamnt(*e the payment of Customs duty on the goods storeil therein. A warrant transferable by 
endorsement is to 1 k‘ i.ssue<l against the dejKjsit of goods in the Government iiombnl warehou«*s, while a 
receipt and an instrument of pledge arc to be i&sucd in caw* of private bomhKl warchon.ses. There are 
also Customs free dejxits where goods from abroad may l)e tom|K)rarily stortxl and rejmcke«l, sorted, or 
otherwise handled. 

EXTRAORDINARY SPFX'IAL TAXlvS. 

In the foregoing jmges a sketch has been given of the system (if taxation in our cotmtry. However, 
the rupture with Rus.ria in February last year made it necessary to find the fund.** for meeting the 
extraonlinaiw' ex|K*nditures for war pur|>ose.s and accordingly the taxcx already in oxlitence were 
increaseil in rate and many others were newly imposed under the Extmordinary S|>ecial Tax I>aw pro 
mulgatedin March lost year and the revised form of the same I>aw issued in January last. Tiit^ Laws, 
original and revised, arc to be abolished on the last day of the year following the restoration of j>eaee.

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Thim, the hunlen on the nation may aj>j>ear to have liecome very heavy in coiiM*<|uence of the 
o|M»ration of the Kxtraordin«ry 8p<*eial Tax ; hut since April last year» the rale of local taxation 
has lK‘f;n restrictecl by the same tax law; and, moreover in vie\v of the present situation, nmnieipal 
authoriti<^ have l)C<*n inakin;: every effort to curtail local exjx*uditure hy |>ostponinj' the comparatively 
less important among the various public undertakings. Hence, the Kk-hI taxes, which were fonnorly 
almost equal in amount to the national imjx)sts have been greatly re<luee<l, with the result that the 
increase of the hunlen on the nation is not really so heavy as might l»e inferred from the increased rate 
of taxation. The nation as a whole has, l>esides, been imbued with a high spirit of patriotism and is 
practising great economy ; ami at the same time the agricultural classes which form a large majority of 
the p«ipulation of this country had their wealth materially augmented by the abundant rice-harvest of 
last year. 

The nation apjv-ars, im<lcr these circumsianct^s, to pay taxes, even more promptly than in lime of 
j)cacr; and far from l>cing affecte<l by the special war taxes, the people seem to have plenty of capital 
at their dis|)osal, as w evident from the incn*as(» in the various savings de|)osit« ami the larg<? amount of 
subscription for the internal loans. 

STAMP RECEIPTS. 

The Taxes other than those enumeraUHl in Tabic No. 3, fees and other rt'ceipts from stamp are 
given uiuler one heading of “Stamp Kt'coipts”. The taxes and fees l)elonging to this category have 
gnatly inerea‘*tHl, their total numlM*r at present exceeding ftmrscore. Chief items am<»ng them are: 

Registration lax, stamps for patent imHliciues and legal documents, shooting license tax, civil suit 
stamps, examination ftH‘s, and charges and dues levied accorfliiig to the customs law and other 
regulations connected therewith. 

RECEIl*T8 FROM Pl'RLIC CNDERTAKINGS AND STATE PROPERTY. 

I. Tobacco Monopoly. 

The revenue from IoImicco was first obtaimnl in our country hy taxation; but the tax on tidmcco 
which ha<l lK*eii imjMhseil fri)in .lamiarv, 187(>, was replace<l in the same month of 1898 hy the Ltaf- 
tobacco Mono|K)ly, the law relating to which was promulpitcd in March, 189t>. Un<ler this law% all 
crop of leaf-tobocco reapHl by tobacco growers w'cro bought up by the (Fovemnient which paid them 
acct»rding to the <|imlity of the tolmcco ; and the tobacco thus purchased wa< sold hy the Government to 
private tobaccH) mamifactureirs at a fixed rate of profit 

Later on, this monop<>ly underwent some changes; and while it was in op'ratioii, the Goveniment 
rt‘alise<l a far greater profit than when tol>iw?co wo.s simply taxe<l. 

S(u*ing, however, from the examples of fiireign couiiUit^ that the intriMlnction of the leaf*tol«cco 
mouu{s>ly was only a stej» towards the (’slablishment of the tobacco-manufacture monojxdy, the 
Government, after careful consitlcration of the subject, contemplaU*d for many years the creation of the 
latter monojwly, which eventually suprsecled the other u|m>ii the enactment of the Tolmcc<v)naiiufacture 
Mono|xily I.4iw' in March last y<?ar. 

Under this law, the Government has the exclusive right of tolmcco manufacture; but the 
cultivation of t(dmcco is still left in the hands of ])rivate tobacco growers. 

The muiuifaeture of tobacco with the leaves collected from the growers is undertaken by the 
Government at ]>uhlic mamifactorii's to Ix" eslablishcsl in various parts of the country ; ami the 
maiiufactiiriHl U^lmcco is st)hl through wholesale <iealers to retail <lealers, and through the latter to 
consumers in general. Roth wholesale and retail dealers are apjsjint***! hy the Government. 
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For the enforcement of the Tol>acci>mauufacturc Jlonopoly Law cletailcil regulations have been 
issued. The following are some of the more important provision of the Law : — ^The tools, implements, 
machines, and materials owned by toliacco manufacturers, which are to l>e used exelu.sively for the 
purpose of tobacco-manufacture, are expropriated by the Government ; and the buildings for use in the 
manufacture of tobacco, the land whereon they .stand, and the tolracco-manufacturiug to<d.s, imjdements. 
and machines attached thereto may also be expropriati'd at the option of the Government. Suitable 
indemnity is paid in such cases to the owners thereof. 

The article.s for use in the manufacture or wrapping of tolracco and the tools, implements, and 
machines actually used for the same purpose, which do not come under either of the above-mentioned 
cas««. are Irought by the Government upon ai>plication of the owner.« thereof A manufacturer of 
tobacco who has not lx?eu ap])oiuted a whole.sale dealer thereof is entitled to receive u|>on application a 
.sum of money equal to twenty per cent, of the average annual sales of tobacco from his manufactory 
during the years. Ifl02 and In no case, however, may this sura fall Ih-Iow yen oOl). The owner 

of any buildings and lanil to Ire used for tobacco manufacture which have iu>t been entirely expropriated 
or purcha.seil by the Government. U entitled to receive an atiditional sum equal to one-sixth of the 
als>ve-mentione<l amount. 

The new Tobacconianufacture Monojsriy Law came into f>rce with respeit to cigaretti-s in .Inly. 
1!H)4, and with respect to cut-tobacco in April Ia.st. 

II. Railway Profits. 

The revenue and expenditure for the State Railway enterprise are placed under special account. 
Tile earnings and miscellaneous receipts subsidiary thereto may be used to nu'ct the exirenses incurred 
by the cnteqirise; and the net profit and proceeds of the sale of objects which belong to the fixeel 
capital arc transferred to the general account 

in. Salt Monopoly. 

With the obj<a;t of efiecting the improvement and ilevelopinent of the salt industry of the country 
and at the same time of increasing the revenue of the State, the Government, with the approval of the 
Dii't. ksued the Salt Monopoly Isnw in January last. 

Under this law, the Government has the monop<dy of dealing in salt. No one, except the 
Government itself or a |)or.son who has lieeu so ordered by the Government, is permitted to import salt 
from abroad or bring it from places where this law is not in force ; and no one may manufacture salt 
without permission of the Government, Salt manufactured by salt manufacturers is purchased and 
taken over by the Government, which may resell it at fixed prices. This law comes into force on the 
1st June this year. 

INTKRRST ON DEPO.SITS TRANSFERRED 

The luen-of-war and torpedo-boats replenishing fund, natural calamities relief fund, education 
fund, fxistal savings depiwits. ordinary de|«wits, money in custody, money in trust, etc, arc set a{>art 
under siwcial accounts and entrusted to the Deposit Section, a special institution established for the 
atlministration of such money. The actual management of the capital, however, is uuilertaken by the 
Bank of Japan under the supervision of the Government ; and the profits accruing therefrom are devoted 
to the iHiyment of interc.“t thereon, the surplus if any, after the payment of interest, being kept as a 
reserve fund for the future payment of such interest. Each year the interest to l»e paid out Is trans- 
ferred from the spc(tial account to the general account as part of the general revenue, from which it is 
then disburse*! as part of the general ex|H-nditure. The amounts given in the table represent the 
amounts of interest thus transferred to the general account. 
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FL'ND FOK THE REDKMPTIOX OF FORMOSAN Pl'BLIC WORKS IX»AN TRANS- 
FERRED. 

As explains! on i>aoi' ;}9, the Formo.san public works loans are issiusl from time to time to meet the 
exiienses of varioii.s enterprises undertaken by the Formosan (’•overnment. These loans are to lie 
redeemtsl out of the revenue of the F'ormosau Oovernment for which a special account is estahlished. 
Thus, the anmial amount to l>e redeemed is transferred from this special account to the jp-neral acr'ount 
of the Central Ooverninent. 

EDUCATION FI ND TRANSFERRED. 

Under laiw No. 80, 1809, which estahlished a s|icciat account for the Education Fuiui, a sum of 
yni 10,O(K),000 was set apart out of the Chinese indemnity as Eilucation Fund ; and out of the interest 
accruiiig therefrom certain expen-ses for national education are defrayed, while the fund itself is always 
kept intact. 

The sum annually ex|wnded for the als)Vc-raentioned pur|x>se is estimated in the Budfret under 
the general account, and apiaairs in the table under the heading “ Education F'uml transferred 

PROCEEDS FROM IXIANS AND MONEY BORROM'ED. 

Of the proceeds of variou.s loans and money iKirrowed which are enuinerateil in Table No. 7, only 
that part which Is transferred to the revenue under the gdieral account is given in the accomimnying 
table ; the remainder, being under s|ierial account, is not here accoiinte<l for. 

CHINESE INDEJINITY TRANSFERRED. 

Tlie war indemnity and the indemnity for the retrocession of Liaotung Peninsula reeeiverl from 
China as the result of the war of 1894-5 were placed by Law No. 6, 1896, under special account, and 
after the deficit caused by the war cxix'nses had licen entirely made good and various s|s-cial funds set 
apart, a large portion of the Imlance was einployeri to meet the ex|>enditures fur military and naval 
cx|>ansion and other extraordinary exi)cuses, which come under the general account. That part of the 
indemnity which has Ix'cn thus transferreil to the general account is given in the table under the 
heuling “Chinese indemnity transferred ". 

FORESTRY FUND TRANSFERRED. 

By Law No. 86, 1899, a special account was estahlLhed for the forestry fund, which Ls lieing fimued 
from the proceeds of the sale of such |s)rtionsof the State forests and fields as are not worth preservation 
as Slate property. The fund is to be applied to the gimeral improvement of Stat<“ forests ami the 
purchase of such private forests as should from their situation fitly form part of the State forests. 

LOCAL CONTRIBLTIONS TO EXPENSES INCURRED BY THE STATE FOR THE 
BENEFIT OF CERTAIN PREFECrrX'RF-S. 

According to Law No. 71, 1896, for the administration of rivers, Law No. 37, 1897, concerning 
local works under State aid, and Iiii|x>rial Ordinance No. 184, 1898, for the enforcement of the latter 
law, public works which should properly be iinilertaken by local governments may in some cases lie 
carried out directly by the Central Government, and the expen.«es thus incurred l>c subscf(ucntly 
refunde<l wholly or in part by the local governments benefitted to the State treasury. The .«uras of 
money thus repaid form a special item of the general revenue of the State and are given in the table 
under the above heading.

I. FINANCE. 


NOTE. 

NATIO>I.\L DEBTS. 

A. LOANS REDEEMED. 

New and Old Loans. 

Till! amalli-d “New anil Old Ijoans,” which were raised ns a result of reorganisation consequent 
upon the Restoration of the Imperial Government, were the first internal loans to lie issued h_v our 
GovemmenL 

The new Government having decideil to unify a large number of debts of various araimiits 
ineurreil under divers conditions by the feudal lords, issued in 1873 the Law for the Dispo.sition of Clan 
Debt.“ and Regulations for the issue of New and Old Loan Bonds, and converted the debts of the 
former clans into Government loans. These loans were in two forms, known as the New and Old 
Loans. 

The distinction lietween these two forms was based on tlic chronological order of the debts raised 
by the clans, those debts which were incurred iK-tween 1868 and 1872 Iwing calleil “ the New Isian,” 
for which four per cent, loan lionds were allotted, while those contracted lietween 1844 and 18(i7 became 
“ the Old Is^ian,” for which non-interist-liearing loan boiuls were allotted. Those debts which had lieen 
ineurreil prior to 1844 were wholly discardeil. 

A small |)ortion of the Old Ixian remains still uureilecmed. 

Reeistered and Unregistered "Kineatsu" Exchange Loan Bonds 

The “ Kinsatsu ” Exchange Isian Bonds were issued in 1873 and sulisequently with the object of 
withdrawing the jaipcr money which had been recklessly issued in consequence of growing financial 
distn>s in the early years of Meiji. The.se bonds were allotted in exchange for “Kinsatsu” (paper 
money, or literally, gold notisi) upon application of the holders thereof. In 1883, the Government 
susiK'iidisl the issue of rcgi.stercil “ Kinsatsu ” Exchange Loan Bonds and in their placi' issued for the 
same jiurjKiiic a large amount of unregistered “Kin.satsu” Loan Bonds between 1884 and 1886. 

Voluntarily Capitalised Pension Bonds. 

The Voluntarily Capitalised Pension Bonds were issuixl for the same purpose as was the Seven ]>er 
cent. Sterling Foreign Loan, that is, for furnishing fiinds to the Shizohi Cgentry ) and .Siifsii (common 
siddiers) who surrendered their |iensions. Tliise funds were granted partly in cash which was for the 
most part sup])lied by the proceeds of the foreign loan just referred to, and partly in public loan bonds 
which consisted entirely of the Voluntarily Capitalisisl Pension Bond.s. 

Pro-ratA Pension Bonds for the Former "Shinto" Priests 

The Pro-ratii Pension Bonds for Shinto Priests were issnixl for the purpose of granting relief to 
Shinto priests who, being deprived of their profession in consequence of the reforms in the cult of 
Shintoism in the early days of the Meiji era, found themselves without any means of livelihooil. 
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Industrial Works Loan. 

The Industrial Works Loan was raised with a view to improve the means of trans[>ortation, to 
encourage industries and agriculture, ami to facilitate the development of the national hunks which hail 
at that time Iteen newly esiahlishcd under the Xational Bank Act 

Loan for the Suppression of the South-Western Rebellion. 

The Loan for the Suppression of the South-Western Relndlion wa.s contracted with the 15th 
National Bank to defray the expeiisi's incurred in .suppressing the Relieltion which broke out in the 
South-Western jiart of the Empire in 1877. 

Nakasendo Railway Loan. 

In 1883 the Government decided to constnict a railway lietw(«n Tokyo and Kyoto, the two chief 
cities of the Empire, ahmg the Makasendo. with the procts.sls of the Nakasendo Railway Loan. As, 
however, the route lay through mountainous districts and offered great obstacles, the construction of 
the line was ]W8tpone<l ; ami the proceeds of the loan were employed in building the Tokaido Railway 
which runs along the eastern sea-eoa.»t hetwien the two cities. 

Supplementary Railway Loan. 

The procmls of the Nakasendo Railway Loan was not .sufficient to meet the outlay for the 
construction of the important branch lines of the Tokaido Railway. This supplementary loan was 
accordingly issuctl in order to make up the deficiency. 

Nine r>er cent. Sterling Foreign Loan. 

The Nine per cent. Sterling Foreign I/mn was raised in Lomion in order to supply the funds 
reijuired for con.stntcting the first railway line in our country. It was the first public loan rai.se<l in our 
financial history. 


Seven per cent. Sterling Foreign Loan. 

The Seven |)cr cent. Foreign Gtan was raised in order to obtain the fund.s required for indemnifying 
the Slilaikii (gtmtry) and Solmi .f common soldiers) for the surrender of their feudal pensions. 

B LOANS OUTSTANDING. 

Hereditary Pension Bonds. 

The Hereditary Pension Bonds were Usued for the puqjose of converting into one pulilic loan both 
the hereditary’ pensions and the [wnsions for merit, which had lawn given to the Kimzohi (nobles), 
Shizokit ('gentry) and Heimln (common jicoplc) for their services in the task of Restoration. The 
amount of tlnsc |>ensi<ms was at that time equal to onc-third of the total revenue of the Government 
and thus constituted the largest item of national expenditure. The Hereditary Pension Bonds were 
isHiusI to the .sum of more than yen 17O.lK)0.(XK) (£ 17,41'2,681), by far the greatest loan at tliat time. 
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Navy Loan. 

The Navy Loan was raised for the purpose of olitaining a fund nece.ssary for the increase of our 
naval strength. In view of the importance of naval expansion, the Government adopted about 1883 
a plan for appropriating yen ‘2().f!40,000 (£ 2,728,()6it) for that purpose in the course of eight years 
from 1883 to 1890. In pursuance of this plan, yen 9.iK)3.491 (£ 1,014.3{K)) was exixmded before the 
enil of the fiscal year 1885-8(!, and yen 16,730,000 (£1,713,613) still remained to be exjiendtHl during 
the remaining year. But incessant progress in civil and military affairs naturally involved growing 
calls upon the Treasury, and the ordinary national income did not suffice for such extraonlinary outlay 
as was necrled for the naval expansion. In 1886 it was accordingly decided to raise the navy loan 
to the amount of yen 17,000,000 (£ 1,741,268) in the course of the next three years, and to apply its 
proceeds to the execution of the remaining part of the naval plan. 

Consolidated Public Loan. 

The Consolidated Public Loan of five per cent, interest was raised in 1887 for the purpose of 
converting ami consolidating various intornal loans liearing interest of at least six jjer cent, which 
stfKKl at that time at yen 17">,200,000 (£ 17,94.5,304) out of the total amount of outstanding public 
loans of yen 244,020,000 (£ 24,96.3, (i.38). The provisions of the Regulations relative to this loan which 
deal with the manner of issue, the payment of the amounts subscrihesl, the payment of the princiital 
and interest, the treatment of the bonds, and the prescription of the right of dcmantl for the 
payment of the principal and interest are in principle correspondingly applicable to other public 
loans. 


War Loans. 

The War Itoans were raised for the purpose of meeting the exjienses of the war with CTiina in 
1894-5. 

The Government obtaineel the approval of the Diet for the extraortlinary war expenditure of 
yen 1.50,000,000 (£ 15,364,1.30) at the sjiecial session of the latter in October, 1894, and of yen 
100,000,000 (£ 10,242,753) at the eighth session in the following February; and to make up the funds 
neeesiiary for these expenditures, the Government rai.»ed during the three years from 1894 to 1896 three 
war loans by which the total amount actually procurwl was yen 89, 996., 500 (£ 9,218.119). In the first 
of these loans, the amount issued was yen 30,000.000 (£ .3,072,826), the issue-price yen 100, ami the rate 
of interest 5 per cent.; in the «K’ond, the amount was yen .50.000,000 (£ 5,121,377), the issue-price 
yen 95, and the interest -5 [xt cent.; and in the last, the amount was yen 10,000.000 (£ 1,024,275), the 
issue-price and interest the same as in the second. The subscriptions for the first and second loans 
came up to 260 and 180 per cent, respectively of the amounts issuctl. 

In arldition to the Blx)ve-mentioncil loans, another amounting to yen .35,000.000 (£ 3,.584,964) was 
specially issucil and delivcreil to the Bank of .Injuin. so that the total sum of the War loans was 
yen 125,000,000 (£ 12.803,442). 

In May, 1900, war loan bonds, amounting to yen 4^1,<XKI,000 (£ 4,404.384) in face-value, which 
were held by the Deposit Section of the Finance Department, were sold by the Government to a 
London syndicate at the rate of £ 102 per face-value yen 1,000. 
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Railway Loan. 

With the object of completing the railway system of our country, the Government <leci(le<l to rai.se a 
loan, and with the approval of the Diet in 1892, issued the Railway Constniction Law, which provi<led 
that those lines which were selectc<l first of all for construction should be completetl within twelve years 
from 1803 with the procce<ls of the above-mentioned loan which was to l>e gradually issued within the 
same ]>eriod and not to exctwl yen 102,000,000 (£ 10,471,fi00). 

Public Works Loan. 

The issue of this loan was decidetl upon in 1890 in order to meet the expenditures for such 
important po»t bellmn undertakings as the improvement of the Government railways, the construction 
of railways in Hokkaido, the establishment of the steel-foundry, the extension of the telephone service, 
the introduction of the leaf-bdiacco monopoly, and the military and naval expansion. The loan 
is not to exceeil yen 175,000,000 (£ 17,924,818) in fa<!e-value. 

Hokkaido Railway Loan. 

For the completion of the Hokkaido railway system with a view to facilitate the exploitation as 
well as to carry out the defences of the island, the Hokkaido Railway Construction Law was 
promulgated in 1897. According to this law, a loan, the total amount of which was fixc<l at yen 
3.3,000,000 (£ 3,380,109), was to be gradually raised from the fiscal year 1897—8 onwanl. due considera- 
tion being at the same time taken of the degree of urgency of the various lines on the one hand, and 
of the general financial condition on the other. 

The three public loans last named, that is, the Railway Loon, the Public Works Loan, ami the 
Hokkaido Railway Loan, were to lie issued to the amount of yen 79,292,028 (£ 8,121,087) in 1898-9, 
and of yen 20,906,851 (£ 2,147, -583) in 1899-1900, thus making the total issue for the two fiscal years 
yen 100,258,879 (£ 10,209,270). Finding, however, from the condition of the money market at the time 
that it would lie difficult to procure such a large sum at home, the Government decided to raise it 
abroad ; and after promulgating with the approval of the Diet in 1899 a law relating thereto, i.s.sued in 
London in .Tune of the same year a loan of £ 10,(8)0,000 sterling under the denomination of “ the 
Imperial .Tapanese Government Four [ler cent. Sterling loan,” of which the rate of interest was 4 per 
cent, the issue-price £ 90 per face-value £ 100, and the perioil of redemption 45 years. 

The forms of the bonds of the above-mentioned three loans were unified in 1896 under the title 
of “ the Imperial .Japanese Government Five jx-r cent. Loan Bonds.” 

In Septemlier 1902, these loan bonds, to the amount of yen 50,000,(88) (£ .5,121,377), which were 
held by the De|X)sit Section of the Finance Department, were sold in Ijondon by the Government, the 
iaaue-price t)cing £ 102. Is. 8d. per face-value yen 1,000. 

Formosan Public Works Loan. 

The Formosan Public Works Ijoan was created for the pur|)oee of carry ing out such various works 
necessary for the develo]>ment of Formosa, as the construction of the north-to-south trunk railway line 
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through the i^lallll and the survey ami examination of land. ThU loan which was not to exceed 
yen 41,000,000 ( t 4,108.007), was to he gradually issued from 1899 onward. 


Loan for the Redemption of Paper Money. 

In the early years of Meiji the Government .suffered greatly from the evils of inconvertihle paper 
money; and from the first strenuous efforts were constantly made for its redemption and the improve- 
ment of the general financial condition. In 1890, it was found, however, that the reserve fund kept in 
the Treasury for the exchange of paper money of \-yen and upward was insufficient to meet the 
demanil. the amount being only j/c« lO.OOO.CMX) (£ 1,024.27;>). To meet this emergency, the maximum 
amount of convertible hank notes i.ssiicd by the linnk of Ja|>an against securities was increased from 
yen 70,000,000 i .£ 7,109,927) to yen 8.1,0(H),000 (£ 8,700..'!40), of which sum yen 22,000,000 was 
advanced to the Government without interest. This sum added to the original reserve fund of 
yen 10,0tX).0O0 (il 1,024.275) was employed for completing the redemption of paper money of l-ycn and 
upward. 


Exchequer Bonds. 

For the purpose of <lefraying a part of the extraordinary expcn.ses in connection with the 
Rus.so-Japanc.se War, Exchespicr Ixmds were floated fintr time.s in the domestic market after the 
outbreak of war. The month and the conditions of each issue arc as follows : —

The amount suliscrihitd was so large that it came up at the first i.ssue to 452 per cent , at the second 
to 322 per cent., at the third to 24fi per cent., and at the fourth to 490 per cent, of the amount issued. 


Six per cent. Sterling Foreign Loan and Four and a 
half per cent. Sterling; Foreign Loan. 

Since the outbreak of the Russo-.Tapanese War the Sterling Loans have been three times floateil in 
London anil Xew York to make a part of the, various sources of revenue for the extraordinary 
expenses in connection with the war. 

The first Six ]>er cent. Sterling Loan of dC 10,000.000 wa« issued in May 1904, the is.sue-price being 
£ 93. 10 ». )>er face-value £ UK), the rate of interest 0 per cent., the period of redemption 7 years, and 
the wcurity the Custom.s duties. 

The wcoiid Six |H>r cent. Sterling Lvan of £ 12.000,000 wa.s issued in November, 1904, at the 
Ls.-aie-price of £ 90. 10 the other terras lining almost the same as in the first loan. 

r™=a. Id. Mi 
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The third .Sterlinp I.oan nf C 30,iVX),(M)0 at 4 '/, l>pr cent, interest was raised in March, 190.5, the 
iaBiie-pricc heiiip; £ 90, the ]>erii)d of redemption 20 years, and the security the net profits of the toliacco 
monopoly ; the ternts were in every respect far superior to those of cither of the previous loans. 

These loans were eagerly sought for in foreign markets, and each issue was several times 
oversul)«cril)ed. 


Treaatiry Bills and Temporary Loans. 

Besides the above-mentioned loans, there is another form of national debt which is contracted by 
means of Trca.sury Bills and Teni]>orary Loan.s. 

Treasury Bills are of three kinds, namely ; — 

(1) Ordinary Treasury Bills, which are issued in accordance with the Treasury Bill Regulations 
of ldt<4. to mei-t temporary deficits which occur in the revenue within a fiscal year; the 
niaxinuim amount to he issued in any one fiscal year mast he previously ajtproved by the 
Diet. These Bills are unregisterisl, interest-hearing, and payable within twelve months, 
and may lie i.ssned at a discount. 

(2) Treasury Bills, which arc issiicsl, in accordance with the Law nf 1905 relative to the 
defrayment of e.vtraordinary expenses in connection with the war, to cover temporary 
deficits in the funds for such expenses. These Bills must be redeemed within the six-cial 
fiscal year provided for the aforesaid extraordinary cxiienses. 

(.3) Treasury Bills which arc issued to cover tem|sirary deficits in the circulating cai>ital of the 
Toliacco Jlonopidy Bureau and the Steel Foundry. These Bills must bo redccraetl at the 
latest during the ensuing fi.scal year. 

The provisions for the issue of Treasury Bills are practically the same for the second 
and third kinds as fiir the first. 

Temporary Loans are also of three kinds, namely : — 

(1) Ordinary Temporary Isians, which may be contracted at a suitable rate of interest with the 
Bank of .Japan under circumstances which render it inconvenient to iasne Treasury Bills. 
The amount of such Tem|sirary Tjoans, when added to that of the outstanding Treasury 
Bills, must not exceerl the total issuable amount of Treasury Bills fix>sl for the fiscal year 
in question. 

(2) Tem)iorarv Loans for the construction of men-of-war and torpediehoats. These loans may 
be contracted with the Bank of .lajian at a rale of interest not exceeding 7 jier cent per 
annum. 

(.3) Temisii-ary Loans, which are issued, in accordance with the Jsaw of 1905 relative to the 
defrayment of extraordinary expen.»es in connection with the war, to cover tem|>oiary 
deficits in the funds for such expenses. These loans must lie repaid within the special 
fiscal year provideil firr the afiwesaid extraordinary expenses. 

A brief sketch has now liecn given of our national debts. Among these debts the total amount of 
public loans actually issued from lire beginning of the Meiji era up to the end of March, 1905, 
came up to yen 1,367,259,024 (£ 140,045,0-30), of which yea .372,822,284 (£ 38,187,309) has, to the great 
satisfaction of the iKindlnddcrs, already Ixam reiieeraed generally before maturity.

LOCAL GOVERNMENT FINANCE. 

The foundation of the local finaticial system wius laid when the Prefectiiral AsH.‘ml)ly Regulations 
and the Local Tax Regulations were proimiIgate<i in 1878, but that system underwent further change 
ujMin the establishment of local self-government, wdth a view to which the Regulations for the govern- 
ment of Cities (Shi), Town.« (ChO ), and Villages (Son) were issued in 1888, anti those in respect of 
Districts (Gun) and PnTectuns (Fu and Ken) in 181K), the latter, however, l)eing revised in I89f). 
Under the regulations now’ in force, the ex{>endiiure8 of local governments are in the first place defrayed 
out of the incomes from their properties, foes, and miscellaneous receipts. If the revenue from these 
sources is insufficient, the levy of local taxes may, subject in certain cosi^ to the approval of the 
Ministers for Horne Affairs and of Finance, be resolved upon by local a«»emhlies.

MIXING. 


NOTE. 


Mining, now one of the most im{M>rtant industries in Ja{)an, was in the hrst years of Meiji still in a 
very backward state. Tlic Government, being anxious to promote the industry, itself owned several 
mines which were worked according to the most recent European methods; but they mostly proved 
financial failures, and t<» avoid further loases, a majority of them wore after a time sold to private 
persons, in whose hands they prospered and brought alx)ut the general development of our mining 
industry. . 

The old Mining Regulations of 1890 arc supcr»cde<l by the Mining Law which will come into 
operation in July of the curnmt year. The Minister of Agriculture and Commerce is emjwwered by 
this law to |>ormit, approve, cancel, or suspend the right of mining, ixTnianont or trial. For purposes 
of administration of the mining industry, the whole country is divided into five districts, each under a 
mine insj>ection office. The area of a mining set must be, for collieries, not less than 50,000 Uubo 
(about 41 acres) and for other mines, not loss than 5,000 Uuho (about 4 acres), nor exceed for mines of 
all kinds 600,000 Uubo (alK)Ut 490 acres). Japanese subjects and juridical persons constituted 
conformably to the laws of the Empire may acquire mining rights. Mining rights are classed as real 
rights to which the provisions relative to immovable propt^rty are corrp8jX)ndingly applicable; and they 
are indivisible. They cannot be made objects of rights other than those of succession, transfer, 
measures taken in con»£*quence of non-payment of national taxes, and execution; but the right of 
permanent mining may become the object of a mortgage. The dumtion of a right of trial mining is 
two years from the date of the registration thereof. 

In connection with this new Mining Law was enacted in January last the Mining Mortgage Law, 
which cnablcH holders of mining rights to create mining foundations with a view to the mortgage 
thereof A mining foundation is formed with the following which belong in connection with mining to 
the owner of a mining right : — 

(1) Mining right ; 

(2) Land and works; 

(3) Superficies and right of use of land ; 

(4) Right of hiring things, to which the letter thereof has given his consent ; 

(5) Machines, instruments, vehicles, vessels, oxen, horses, and other appurtenances.

MANUFACTL’IUNO INDUsTUY AND PUOTECTIOX OF IXI>r??THIAL FUOrEUTY. 

In the munnfttcturiiijr iinliiytrv r»f .Tnpan not a ft*w j!nprt>veineiits anti inventions were naulo under 
the peaceful rule of thcTokupiwa (government; and the active iiiierconrs<^ with the oochleiital c*Hintries 
which f)llowe<l tlie Ih*storatiou of inniijrurut<*d a new' era in the industry and wronjrht great 
changes in its organisation, which hail up to that time had the character of a family industry^ hut 
theni'eforih came gradually to adopt the factory system with its use of machinery on a largo scale. 
The Ctovemment had from the first made every eHi)rt to encourage the use of machinery in 
manufacture and cstahlished model workshops and factories. This official example was eagerly followed 
by the people, and tin* use of machinery eventually extended to every branch t»f imlustry. 

During the la>t few^ deca<les such reniarkahle progn ss has. under these circumstances, lx*eii made in 
our nmiiufacturing industry that a very large (piantity of giK>ds is now produced not only for homo 
consumption hut also for exportation to foreign markets. The ex|>ort of manufucUmHi goods, which 
amounted in UMMI to alK)ut tfm ot>.tKH»,tKK) < (I o.7do,H42), rose four years later in 11K4 to over 

(£ 0,(KI."),470^. Tims, from the fact that the export of manufactured goods. <‘xclusive of raw- 
silk and stniW'plaits, is in value al>out 41 per cent, of the total exports may 1 k‘ inferred the highly 
inijxirtunt jiosition occupied by mnnnfucturing industry in the economy of our cx)>ort trade. 

Xor has the (ioviTiiment neglected any means of encouraging the improvement and development 
of our manufacturing industry; fir it has o|>encd exhibitions at home and ]>nrticipatcd in those hcM 
abroad, establislu-d an industrial examination office, technical schools, silk conditioning houses, and a 
floor-matting exaniinatimi office, encouraged the organisation of industrial associations, and sent out 
students for llie study of manufactures in foiHMgn counlrios. All matteiN relative to manufacturing 
industry arc at present under the juri-Hlictiun of the Department of Agriculture and Commerce. 

With the ohjtTt of facilitjitiiig th«' supply of capital f»r industrial eiiterpris<*s, the Factory 
Mortgage laiw was promulg:it4sI in March last. Under this law the owner of faciorii*s may, in 
n'sjMTt of one or more factories, form a factory foundation, with a view to the mortgage thereof, with 
the whole or a part of the following : — 

( 1 ) I.Aud and works apj^ertaining to the faetory or factories ; 

(2) Machines, iiistrumeuls, electric j>oIes and wire<, distributed pipes, rails, and things 
apjwrtaiiiing thereto; 

(?1) SuiM'rficies ; 

(4) Right of hiring things, to which the letter ihen*of has given his consent; 

(5) Industrial property.

A factory f miulntion fU‘ome<l a< om* immovable prop rly. aii»l cannot become the (fbject of any 
real riirhls other than ownor.ilup and inortjrag»\ 

D.'lailetl provisions aro made in the almvconcntionvd law for such matter-* as the pr<»ceduve for the 
rciristration of a factory fmn«lnti'm and the efl’ert <»f a mortgaffe thereon. 

The pn'seiit system of protection of industrial prop!*rly, that is, tlie system rosj>ecting the 
patenting of inventions and registi-ntion t>f designs ami tradt'-niark-*. is Iwt-ed on the Patent. Desigits 
and Tratle-inarks Laws of iMfip. Th^'se are revised f >nn« of thm* regulations on the same subjects issue<l 
in The revision was nece<-*itated ]>y the importance <»f ki’eping pace with the recent pn>gress and 

development of industry ant! hy our country lej-ooining )»arty to the International Convention for the 
Protection of In<ln>trial Property in and was made in the light of the experience gaine«l since 

the intrcxliiction into our country of the system of protection of imlustrial ]>ro|K*vty. 

The existing laws, being based on the ])rinciples ad(»ptod In* the al»ove-mentionc«l Conventbm, 
completely ami cHectively guarantee the omiei-sliip of imbistrial projx'rty without any discriniinati«>n 
hetwet'n Japanes*.* ami f treignors : nml grants the inref-rential right within the Kmpire in r«*spi‘ct of an 
application f>r the patenting of an invention or ivgistmiion of a ilesign or trjideouark hv a person 
wh<* has already applied for the same patent or registratbm in a state jmrty to the af>i*esaid 
(/onvention. Such piH^f'rential right is valid f»r twelve months in the case of an invention and f>r 
fnir months in the case of the registration of a design or trade-mark. 

With the object of ])rnte<^ting in a sinjple manner new devic<*s fir practical use which tin not come 
within the ptirview of tlie Patent an«! D«‘>igns I^ws, and thereby promoting the advanceineut 
of industry, the I.^w relating to New Devices f»r Practical Use was promulgated in January last. 
This law )>ermits an application f u* the registration of a new deviee f >r practical use to he made either 
by the person who has invented such new pniotieal device with regard to the firm, structure, or fitting 
of any industrial article or hy a ]>erson who succetHls thereto. 

The term of a |>atent i-« fifteen year«. and the term of exclusive use is ten years for a design, twenty 
f)r a trarle-mark. and three f »r a new prar*iieul deviee, tijese terms In'ing all reckoneil fn>ni the date of 
the registration thereof. Owners of letlers-|mtent and registered tiesigns must \n\y annually ]»rogr<ssive 
f»*cs, while owners of ivgisiere*! tnule-marks and new practical devices jiay the registration fee at once 
when they apply f>r the ivgistration. 

For the protection of industrial j>mperty the examination system has been adopted in our country. 
Kvery np])lication f)r a patent or registration is examined at the Patent OHice ; and if such application 
Is dismiss(Hi. the applicant may rc*piest its re-examination ; and if it is again dismi-wod. he may ap(>eal 
to the judicial court of the Patent Office. If he is dissatisfied with the finding of that court, he may 
apjK*aI to the Court of Cassation, hut only on the ground that the said finding is contrary to the law. 
The decision of the Supreme Court in sncli a case is binding ujsm the Patent Office.

TheieU|M»n, the Gf»verninent. fidly recf»pni/.inp tlio necessity of oxercisinp control over them, published 
the ('oinmercial (’ode in Marcli, but its ojKTation was postp(»ned by the Iiii]>erial Diet till 

DecendKr, NevcHheless, the im]K)rtaiire of the imme<Uatc operatiem of tin* Hook relating 

to coinpunii*!* and thive other lK«)ks of the Code being atlmittc<l. they were put into force in befi>re 
tlie remainder of that C’ode; and as a ri*siilt, traih'-comjwuiies which could fi>rmerly be freely organiscil, 
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h:ul thiiUHi'irth to nhmiu |XTini.->ioii t*n’ tluir e-'tuljlUhmont. 

Tiu* rt^j'iilalion of tnulo-compank':!* wn* Mik.'ixiuemly c »m|>l<*ttsl ; and u|Min r<*vi*ioii i»f tho entire 
^‘•uninereial Code in the permUj^i-'ii which was prescrilwd in the <*ld co«!e was done away with, and 

companies could n<»w ho formed hy simply complying with the provisions of the Code. 

In a<ldition to the partnership, limited jiartnership. and j-mit-stock company already recognised hy 
the old (‘«Mle, the reviM*tl Code gave ri*c*»guiti'»n to the joiiu*st4K'k limit*^! partnership, the provisions 
rc^^peeting which came into ojx ration in June of the same yi*nr. 

Cnder the old h*gislulioii iratle-coinpanies had no means of attaching s<*curity to the dehenlures 
they proposed to i-^^ue: and cnnsiipiemly they experienced no little inconvenience in raising the 
necessary funds for the conduct <if lln-ir hiisitn*.*:*. To remedy tins <lefect, the Law <>f Tnists for 
S^'cured Dcheniures was. simult:nns*u>ly with tin* Railway, Kactory, .and Mining Mortgage Law.s, 
promulgated in March last. In virtue *>f tlu'se laws, a company may on the one hand mortgage its 
projMTty and is-ne dehentim's thereon, while on the other, official nvognition U given to the 
4>stuhlishment of trust companies who.*** i»hject is to engage in trust husines-* c mnectial with secured 
clelMuitures. The total ainoniit j)aid't»p of the slum-capital or contributions in money of a trust 
company nm:*t 1 h* not l^•s^* than a million tu-ti: and its business is under the control of the comjK‘tent 
authorities In tl»e event a company propping to issue dehenturcs si'cured on things, such issue 
must take place according to tl»e contract conebided under a tru.st-deed with a trust company; and 
it company which pro|M)s<*!* to invite siihseription in a fueign country for its debentures secured 
<m tiling', may. witli the jH*rmis'ion of the competent authorities conclude a contract with a f>reign 
company. 

The security on things to l»e attachwl to debentmvs Is limited to the following: — 

(1 ) Pledge of movable pro|M rty ; 

(2) Pledge of a claim under a written instninient ; 

(d) Mortgage on imm*>vuble property : 

(4) Mortgage on vi*s>els ; 

(d) Mortgage on railways ; 

(<>) Mortgage on faetories; 

(7 1 Mortgage on mining. 

A coinjany which j*rop«isi*< to invite subM*nptioii f.»r its delMmtures may under a trust-contract 
authorise a trustei* company to make such iiivitatimi ; ,an<l the trustee company may itself take up. 
or cause a third jwirty to take up. the entire amount of the delientures. The security on things under 
a trust-contract belongs to the tni'iee company lor the henefit of the entire del>enture right sj>ecifie<l 
in the trust-deed; and the same company is under ohligatioii to pres«'rve and exercUe the security 
for the Ix'netit of all the »lehentuix-holders. 

It is Ikdieved that the efteet of the ahove-mentioned law and the tlma* mortgage laws connect^Ml 
with it will he very great on account cf the imjH*tus they will give to the develojiment of our 
iiidiistrit*s.

The capital of a joint-stock insurance' company and 
the fun<l of a mutual insurance company must !>e not less than 100,000, and a company of neither 
description is permitted to engage at the same time in any (Jther husiiiess in addition to that of 
insurance. Special regulations were isssuctd by Iin)>erial Ordinance in 1900 for tlie sujiervision of foreign 
insurance com)>anie8 so far as concerned their business in Jajian.

BOURSES. 


XOTE. 


Kxcliangrs were fir.'it cstal)lisheil in our country for transactionn in rice. The origin of our rice 
excliange i* coni|mratively old, as it goes hack to the close of the seventeenth century. In those days 
the incomes of the feudal loriLs cou.sLstetl princijinlly of rice, which was when received mostly sold to 
rice-brokers. These brokers f )und it convenient to a.s.semblc at stated times in a lixe<l place for the 
conduct of their business; at first their dealings were all made on cash payment; but 8ul)se(|uently 
they inventetl a sjiecial system of time-lmrgain which gradually <leveloj)Cil into a ilefinite form of 
exchange tran.saetion. 

Many efforts were, after the Re.storation, made by the Government to reform the organisation and 
administration of exchanges; and after investigating the condition of the exchanges in Eurojte, it was 
ileoidisl to reorganist' the existing exchanges on the mialel of the continental bourses, but at the same 
time to retain the old sy.«tem in use in those cxchangc.s. With these objects in view, a uetv law was 
promulgated ami immediately put into force in 18iH ; and it is still in ojieration. 

I'nder the law just referretl to and the iraiMtrial Ordinance for the enforcement thereof, Iwurscs 
may, with the special permis.sion of the Minister of Agriculture and Commerce, l)c cstablishetl iu 
im]s>rtant commercial towns; but under no circumstances is the ojiciiiug of more tban one iKuirse 
dealing in the .same description of articles to be [wmiitted in one and the same liourse tlistricL 
A Itourse may be either a joint-stock company or a cor|s>ration ; but in either case it is recognised by 
law a.s a juridical ijorson and may own projterty. The laturse constituted as a corp>ration is comiwised 
of members who have obtained the ai>acial i>ermLssion of the Government to transact businc!>.s iu the 
bourse to which they belong. The share-capital of the lamrse constituted as a joint-stock company 
must be not le.-« than yen lOO.tXX); and the transactions therein are carried on, with the special 
|ierniis.sion of the Government, solely by brokers, whose contracts must always Iw made on their own 
account. Brokers and coqjorate mcmlters must be Juiwueae subject* of not less than twenty-five years 
of age, and must have Iteen eugageil for at least two years in the description of business carried on in 
the Itourse which they desire to join as brokers or members. A jicculiarity of the Japanese Ijourae 
constituted as a joint-.stock company is that it guarantees with the whole of the property it owns as 
a limited joint-stock comimny against all l«wes arising from failure ou the part of its brokers to carry 
out contracts made in the liourse itself. In this respect it goes much further than Is the case, for 
instance, with the Caitw de Garaiilie of Havre or with the Produce Exchange Clearing-house Conijiany 
of London. 

Three kinds of transactions are permitteil to the bourse, namely, (1) the bargain ou the sjiot, 
(2) the bargain on deferrcsl delivery (Lieferungsgcschaft), and (3) the liargain on fixes! accminta 
(Terminhandel), the last of which can lie made only within the liourse and constitutes the essential fonn 
of bourse transaction. It may lie contractesl simultaneously on three different accounts which are to 
lie .settled respectively at the end of the current month and the first and second months next succeeding. 
The bargain of the second kind may lie contracted for any term, not exceeding 150 days, to lie agreed 
U[Kui lictween the contracting parties. 

The IsHirse is furnished with ilisciplinary [lowers with respect to any inisconduet ou the [inrt of its 
brokers, who are dealt with according to the provisions of its by-laws which have lieen approved by the 
Government, nie liourse itself is also under strict Government control.

DKVELOVMENT OK FOREIGN TKADR 

Thtjugh foreign trade was ojwncd in Japan more than three luuidrcti years ago, not only were the 
sea-routes far fn>m safe, and the various means of communication in a very primitive state, but the 
extremely restricted manner in which foreign trade was conductcsl, prevented its making any marked 
prttgress. In 18J7, the Shogun’s Government put a stf)p to general trade ; a few countries were, 
however, admitted to trade and intercourse, but no definite tariH’ system, such as we have to-day, was 
adopted, the only ifceipts fnjm the trade Iwing derived from the collection of a part of the procectis 
of such trade as fees. In 1858, coininercia! treaties were concluded with Great Britain, the UiiiUnl 
States of America, and three other Powere; and the ratt*s of imjjort aiul exjx>rt duties wei*c fixc<l 
hy agreement with them, while at the Hame time a few imporUiut ports were opened to foreign 
commer<*e. Thew* events which enabled trade to be freely carriwl on als<) brought alxuit its rapid 
development. 

In 1866, ilie Conventional tariffs with Great Britain, the Unitcil Stales, and two others were 
revised; and in the following year, notwiih.standing the outbreak of the war of the Roifttiration, our 
foreign trade was happily uninjured and made stca<ly progress. With the Restoration tlie dlslurhancca 
caused by the politi(^aI chaug<*s of the time gradually i^ilmded. and j)eople began to turn their attention 
to varimw industries. Meanwhile tlie o|X'ning of the Suez Canal renderetl Europe more readily 
accessihh‘ ti» the Orient, and railways were built across the United States to the Pacific Coa.rt ; these and 
other improvements in the means of communication aHurded dire<!t facilities to our commerce, and at 
the same time indirectly stimulated our industries, leading theniby to the animal expansion of the 
volume of our trade. Tlic interval of thirteen ycjars from 1869 to 1881 was the jx*riod during which, 
with the single exception of 1876, the imports exccedwl the exports, while during the following twelve 
years from 1882 to 189.‘1 there was, with the exception of 1890, an annual excess of exports over imports. 
In the course of thest^ years absolute order wa.s restonnl in the country, a constitutional government was 
establislied on a firm basis, and both Government and people concentrated all their efforts upon 
productive industry; ail which produce<l their due effect upon our foreign trade, and moreover, the 
steady depreciation of silver in those* years \wro indirectly of great advantage to the expansion of our 
exjiort tra<le. 

In 1894, the >var with China broke out, and yet our tra<le, contrary to expectation, remained in a 
prosi>eroiis condition ; and when jxace erownwl our viet«rie.*j in the following year, industrial entcrprl»e8 
of all kinds sprang up with extraordinary energy, and tht* importation of machinery and raw materials 
of various descriptions for indu.strial ]mrposes suddenly increased, with the result that a second pericKl 
in which the imjiorts exceed the exports Ugaii in 1896 and has continued ever since. In 1807, the 
Government carried out a monetary refonn and adopted the gold monometallic system. Since then, 
our tratle has lieen entirely free frrmi llie which it ha<l formerly sustained from constant 

fluctuations in the ratio of silver to gold, and tlie trade with the gold-using countries which 
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takes up a greater part of the t)tal amount of fuir ff>reign trade has become firm and made 
reiiDarkablc progrew. 

The following table gives the years in which the volume of trade was doubled, ih<* figures fur 18*>8 
being taken as the unit : —

It will be seen from the foreg^)ing table that our trade was doubled di'cenuially tluriug the twenty 
years from 18fi8 to 1888, and septennially after the latter year; and if the same rate is maintained 
hereafter, the volume of trade will reach yen l,0ti(hft(K',000 (£ 108,521,184) in 1000. Moreover, the 
completion <*f the I'anama <»r Nicaragua C’anal will stimulate our trade Avith North America, open a 
new era for our trade with South America, especially with Brazil and the Argentine Kepublic, anti lut 
improbably enable us to find for our merchandise new markets on the west eoost of Africa. Again, us 
many niilways aix^ now under <oiistruclion in th<* interior (4’ China with a view to lapping her 
inexhaustible wealth, our commereiul relations with her in our fH*siiitiu a.s her close neighlniur will, with 
the exploitation of her natural resources, become mon* intimate than ever. 

Ix.‘t us. for puiptses of eoinpariKin. divide the exjK»rts during the last five years into three* classc's, 
namely, the manufactured articUs. partly-mamifnctured articles, and raw materials, and group in the 
first cla.ss such articles as silk and ct*lton gerids. match* s, flo(*r-matting, p**rcolain and earthen ware, 
lacquer ware, and Kunij)can umbrellas, in the second class, as j»arily-maiiufactur»-<l articles, raw silk, 
cotU»n yarn, tea, camphor, straw-plaits, ami such like. an«l in the last Hass as raw materials, agricultural, 
forest, mineral, and marine products. If we now take the t**tal exjs*rts f>f these tliree olassc-s tif articles 
and coropan* them, we find that the e.xjxtrt of manufactimxl article.* rose from 28 per cent, of the U»tal 
exports in IIHK) to 31 per cuit. in 1904 ; the rati<» »»f the exp<*rt of j>artly*man«fuctured articles also rose 
during the same {s*ri(Ml fr<'m 48 j>er cent, to 53 p( r cent., while that (*f raw materials fell front 24 to 10 
per cent. This increase in the export of manufactured articles acc<impani*d by a d»*< rea,s(* in raw 
material-^ is the result of the ilevelopment «'f our industries. 

Next, the imporl.s during the la.*t five years may alsn lx- grouped into three classes, namely: — 

Class I. Haw materials, such as cott*'n. cotton yam. flax, hemp, jute, and C’hina grass, wool, 
dyes, leather, hides, and skins, and paper; machines and machin<*ry for industrial purposes; and 
vessels and vehicles for purp**ses «>f communication ; 

Class II. Finislied articles like cloths ami sugar; and articles, the <h'mand for which will 
increase with a rise in the standard of living; 

Class III. Cen*als. oil. ami articles not inclinled in Clasjxs I an*l II. 

On observing the g(*neral tendency of the imix^rt-' during the last five years, we timl that the imjxirt.** 
un<ier Class I fell fmm 55 per cent, of the total exjKirts in 1900 t(» 48 per cent, in liK)4, and th«>se 
under Class II al«) fell from 27 jxr cent, to 10 jkt cent, eluring the .same period, while those under 

H 
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ClaiW III incrca.'^ed during the .same years from 18 to 36 per eent. The dccre8.se of iin])ort.s under Cla.ss I 
is accounted for 1)V tlie increase in our pnxluetion of raw materials and partly-raanufaetured articles 
like eothm yarn and metals; and the increase in Class Jll is mainly due to a considerable increase in 
the impirtation of manure and of agricultural products needed to make up for a r<went succession of 
ps)r cro|>s, while the ilccrcasc in Class II is traceable to the fact that cotton and uiwllcn te.xtile 
manufacture, sugar reflning, and various other inilustries have .sprung up with great success in the 
countrv. In short, the export of raw materials i.s annually decrea-sing and that of manufactured 
articles annually increa.sing, while the imports reveal the opisisite tendency. 

There has liccn, since the revised Customs Tnrirt' came into oiM*ration in 18t>9, a rapid increase in the 
Cust)ms receij)ts. which rase from i/en 8,600,0t)0 (.£ 880,877) in 1899 to yen 14,600,000 (£ 1,49.1,442) 
in 1904 ; and notw ithstanding the aladition of all export duties in ,Iuly 1899, the Customs receipts arc 
annually ri.siug and keeping i«ce with the progress of our foreign trade. 


Our Trade with Asia, Europe, and America. 

A eomi>arison of the vt>liime of our trade with Asia. Europe, ami America in 1904 with that in 
1873 will show that our exisirt trade has in these twenty-one years increased twenty-eight fold with 
Asia, twenty-tive fdd with America, anil only six fold and a half with Eurojx!; while the rate of 
increase in the im|H)rt trade has Im-cii nineteen fold with .Vsia. fifty-eight fold with America, and only a 
little more than sevenfold with Europe. Of the total exjiorts at present two-fifths go to jVsia, one-fourth 
to Euroja', and one-third to America, while in im|x>rls the ratios are one-half for Asia, one-third for 
Europe, and one-sixth for America. It will thus he seen that our trade has made more marked 
advance with Asia and .Vmerica than with Euro|K-. The reason is that the trade with Europe reached 
a coiuiMinitively high degree of development in the early days of our foreign trade ; while the impetus 
to our Oriental traile was given by a rapidly-growing demand for .lapanese goods in China, Corea, and 
India in conse<iueuee of the exploitation of natural resources, nccumiilation of capital, ami undertaking 
of various enterprises in those countries ; and the extension of our American trade is attributable to 
the tradisrelations of ,Ia]ian with the United States and Canada which have grown extremely intimate 
as a ri-sult of the increase of |xipulation. improvements in the means of communication, development 
of industry, and growth of national wealth in the two countries of North .Vmerica. Our trade with 
America will, it is confidently bclievctl, become even more prosperous when the natural resources of 
South America arc exploited. 

Let us next consider our trade with the different countries of the world. Our trade with China 
has made remarkable progress in both im|>orts and exports since our war with her in 1894-.5, while 
steady advance is annually observable in our trade, both export ami import, with Corea and Ilrillsh 
India. The trade with these tliree countries, which chiefly consists of import of raw materials ami 
expirt of manufactured goods, gives promise of greater activity. The expirt to Eranee has advanced 
more rapidly than the impirt therefrom, owing to the dcnutud in that country for raw silk and 
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hnbiitae, two of tlie principal product?* of The trade with Great Hritain and Germany, on the 

contrary, «hows a greater increa.*«i* in imports than in exports, which is mainly due to the im{>ortation in 
large quantities of iron ami machinery by the firmer ami of miscellaneous g(x>d.«* by the latter. Our 
tratle with Italy has iucreasid in exjxirts, ami that with Belgium is in a pro.“perous condition through 
ini|>f>rtation of ghtHs an<l iron ; while unique pnigrcK* has In^en made in Iwth exjvirt ami import trade 
with the United States. I^a.'^tly. the trad«* with Canada has advanced more in cx|M)rt« than in imports, 
and that with Australia which sends us mainly her agricultural producU and takes our mamifaeturfxl 
gomls, has risen nbmist equally in exjxirts and ini|Mirts. 

Condition of Trade in 1904. 

At the beginning of 1JM)4. freights and marine insurance premiums rose in view of the strained 
rtdatioiLs Iwlween our country and Russia; ami soon after the outbreak of war in February, many 
Jaj>an<‘H* v<*!^els were rt‘«piisitione<l for war piirp)sH‘.« ; railways were kept very busy with the trails- 
portniion of tnxips and munitions; and marine insurance premiums iinmodtately went up to war 
rates. Although thi'se and other mattiTs seriously thrcatenetl our trade at one time, foreign vessels 
were, shortly after, chartered or purehawsl to supply the ileficieucy in shipping; every possible facility 
was given on land for the iruiiqiortatioii of nn*rchandisc ; and foreign trade was greatly cx]>anded as a 
means of shaking oft* the siagnation of the market. Moreover, with Russia, our Indligcrent, our trade 
relations liave always been very slight; warlike openitions have lK*en limited to a jmrt of Manchuria; 
and by the uninterrupted vietfiries of oiir f >rces, we have n*covered our eommereial supremacy in (Virea 
and gaiiieil eominuml of the sea. The consequence is that our trade with China and Corea, which was 
at one lime in a must deprt*ssi d comlition. bi'came very pros|H‘nms, an«l notwithstanding the great war 
in which we are einjaged, unpreeei|enle<lly ^mkI n'sults have been obtaimxl in our foreign trade. Thus, 
the total trade in ordinary inerelmndiH* last year amounted to yen dH0.(MKI,(K)0 (£ 70,075.151) which 
is an exc<*ss of about yen 84,tKl0.000 ( f over the preceding year, the increase in the cxjxirts 

being yen 750.000 i C 0.t)47,2'i1M, or a little more than ten |>er ccMit., and in the impirts yen 54,150,000 
( C 5.54().451 ) c»r about seventiH-n ]»er cent. ; moreover, the iiiqwrts exceediHl the exports by yen 
52,000,(K>0 < C 5,320,*20H). Among the exporl.s manufactiireil artiebs showeil the greab*st incn»aae; 
indt'oil, raw silk and habutac alone were exportcil to the value of yen 131,000, (MX) (£ 13,418,007), which 
i.-4 an increase of over y'*^i 22,0i)0,00i) (X. 2,253,405) on the preceding year; anil consequently the 
export traile with the Orient and America made great prograss, while that with KurojH* also continued 
Ui prosper. In the iinjx>rt tnule, there was a great increase in the imjwrt of cereals owing to the bad 
cn>ps of rice in 1002 and of barley in the foll<»wing year; a largt* quantity of kerosene and sugar was 
imported in anticipation of tlie inqHisition of consumption tax on those articles; more stcanishi|is than 
usual were imjwrted to replace those which had he<m requisitioned ; and in consequence of the develop- 
ment of mamifaeturing industry in Japan, a large supply was obtaincHl from abroad of raw cotton, wool, 
flax, hemp, jute, and China grass, leather, hides, and skin, metals, and fuel. To these circumstances 
may Ik* attributed the great increast* in the im|x>ils of the pa«t yt*ar.

NOTE. 


The modern t^yj^teni of Ininking in .Tnjmn dates from the pn>midgntion <>f the National Banks 
Regulatiuns in November, 1872. Banks of every de!*cription liave .“inee then been created in quick 
succesision ; ami now the financial organs of agricultiin\ industry, commerce, ami various other 
ent«‘rprisi‘s, u’illi the Bank of Japan as tlieir centre, have l)een brought inn> full working onler, their 
presc‘ut total numlM?r excwHling 2,J(X). Thes«* banks are divided by their nature into twi> cla.s.ses, 
namely, those which have lH*en t‘stahlishe<l under the general hanking laws, and making it their object 
to facilitate the general oinrulalion of money, act chiefly as organs of commerce, and those which, having 
l)ccn creaUKl under s|H*cial hanking laws, have spc'cial objects ami functions as organs for the supply 
of capital to |)articular enterjirises. 

In the iM’ginuing of the ^Teiji era. it wa.< deei^led to <*siahlish Imnks with a view to cn*atc financial 
institutions for the development of trade ami facilitate thereby the rcrleinption of Government paper 
money which had alrondy Ikch issuerl to an enormous amount. Accordingly in 1^<72, the Gf>ven»mcnt, 
as staUnl alstve, pr«>mulgated the National Banks Regulations, which were mainly hasotl ujx)n the 
National Bank Act of tJie United Slates of Anjeriiu, and provided for the conversion of the national 
bank not«ii into specie. In -Vngust, 187f», an amendment was made in the same Regulations, hv which 
the national hank no(<‘s could \ k ' issued on scTiirity of national loan Ixmds aiid were made convertible 
into Goveriuneiu pa|H*r money. 

This amendnunt gave a great impulse to the creation of national hanks which iiicreasi'd rapitlly 
until at length they nuinlH nd 15J. Since, however, the Iwink not<*s were convertible into Governineiit 
pnpt'r money, they were practically no more than inconvertible pa|K*r money; and as a natural 
consequence, they iK'gaii to depreciate as their aimaint in circulation inen'nsvd with the rise of new 
national l>ank.«. Thereujxjn, the Govenmieiit refused, on the one hand, from 1880 to piTmit the 
t^tahlishment of new national bank^, and decided, on the other, to resort to drastic measures for 
putting the converlible-mUes system on a sound hs.sis. A further amendment was accordingly made in 
1883 in the National Banks Regulations, hy which the jiiivilege of issuing notes was taken away from 
the national Iwnks and granted exclusively to the uewly-create<l Bank Japan, and a suitable meiluHl 
was adopU‘d for the redemption of the already-issueil Iwnk notes. 

Meanwhile, private hanks and hank-like companies which did not come within the jnirview of the 
National Banks Regulations, had increase<l with the progress of society until in 1884 their total 
uuml>cr reached 954. For these hanks and coin|)anies there were at the time no general provisions 
b<*yond their subjection to the control of the local authorities ami tf> bring them umier more efficient 
control, the Ordinary Banks Regulations and the Savings Banks Regulations were promulgated in 
1890 and put into force three years later. 

Side hy side with these ]>rivale hanks, the national hanks acted from the first as ffnanetal organs 
for the development of general trade. AVhen the terms of their res|>eciive charters expired, most of 
them coiitinue*! business as privaU; hanks, and hy February, 1899, national hanks had oeas^Ki Xo exist, so 
that there U no longer any differcMjtv in economical functions and legal nature lK*tweeu the former 
national hanks and other private hanks, all of whieh are now subject to the provisions of the general 
banking laws. 
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The above siatements r<‘ivr to ordinary fiuauoial orgaiiH ; hut there exbt in addition a nunil)er 
of bankri in the country which were creaUd iimier f*]H*cial hanking law>. They may 1 h; claiiHifiecl under 
seven head'* as follows 

The Yokohama P|Mcie Hank was rslablisho<l in February, 18K0 under the Xational Hanks 
Rojrulations ; but as the Government nfused permission to bsuc convertible noU's, and the Inink nmde 
it its chief object to InTome the financial or^an of foreign trade, it differed e^tM*ntially fi*oin a national 
bank, which is an organ of general trade; and in view of this fact the Government itviunl the 
Yokolmrna Sj)ccie Bank Ib-gulations in July, 1887, and inado tlie bunk ussiimc a spt^cial |>osition of its 
own. 

The s|>i cial bank next created is tl>e Hank f>f Japan. To remeily tin* stale of confusion brought 
al>oiit by the rise of a multitude of siimll fmnks standing each hv iUelf without any connection 
with the others, the Government decided in to i*siablisli a cditra! liank, and in June of the 

same year proniulgati*<I lle^ Hank of Japan Uegidatioiis. under whudi the Hank was immediately 
^tablished ami o|M iicd its husiiios in Octolwr of the same year. The main obj<*cts for which the Hank 
was created were to simsith. in its jMisition ns the central financial organ, the relations ]n*tw<*en 
the different banks, to facilitate the eirculation (»f moiu*v, to hover the ran* <if inton-st, to extend 
the business of bill dLscoiinting, to ixsiie coiivortihle notes with a view to unify the various kinds 
of paj>er money theit in circulation and put mi a firm basis t)u* monetary system <»f Japan, and to take 
charge of the rmdpts and disbiirs<‘ments of the iiatioinll trettMiry. The Hank has. from the mmnent 
of its e<«tuhlishment. eiijoy<*<l full confidence at himie and abroad, and discharged with great efticiency 
its duties as the central hank during our war with Chinn, and later at the time of our nmnetary reform 
as well as during our present struggle with Kussin. And it« business is increasing in pn>s|M*rity. 

Notwithstanding thejHi provisions for organ.« of monetary circulation in regard to commerce, sindiar 
organs were lacking in rcsjH*ct of agriculture and imlustry ; and to rcme<ly this d« fect. the Govi niiueiit 
promnignled in April. 18!K». the I^aw of ihc Hy|«»th«c Hank of Japan and the Agriculiurul and 
Industrial Hunks I.4tw. 

Although the fmaneia) f»rgnns in Japan projH r had thus Invn almost completely jirovided for, yet, 
in oiir new' territory r»f Fornu)sa where everything wa.s yet in the initiatory stage, ilicre was aliove ail 
total absence <if the financial organs ncccs.^ry fi»p the exploitation of iu natural n^mrres. To iiie<?t 
this urgent need, the Law of tlic Hank of Taiwan (F<irm«tsa) was prmmilgatcil in March, 1807. The 
Bunk thus crealwl was granti'd the privilege r»f issuing convertible silver n<m*s ; and it wiis prrinitU*tl by 
an ordinance of the Foniiosaii Administration Office in 1804 to issut* gr>ld notes fnun the 1st Jidv 
of that year, the |Kdicy of the Office tx-ing to witlulraw gradually from circulation the silver notes 
is8u<*<l thitherto by the Bank. It was givin charge of the rcci*ipts and dishurwnieiils r»f the national 
treasury on the island, its pisition in this resiK*ct being similar to that held by the Hank of Japan 
in Japan proper. 

T)«imiug it advisable to establish a financial organ for the exploitation nt the res4>urces of 
Hokkaido, the Government promulgateil iu ^larch, 1809, the Law of the Hokkaido Colonial Bank, 
under w hich tin* Bank was establisheil in March following. 

Our industries having in the meantime made remarkable pnignM^, an enormous amount of 
securities such as shares and del>eiitur<‘s bail Iweii i.^ued by variiuia imlustrial coni|mnics; and yet there 
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were no s|>ecial •)nrmis for advancing money against llie^e securiiitv. The I>aw of the Induj?trial Hank 
of Japan was therefore promulgated in March. 19(M), and the Hank estahlisheti under this law in 
April. 1902. 

The Yokohama Specie Hank and the other hanks above inentiomHl have each its own special 
objects and functions, and are governed hv ’•(U'cial law.s; it is. tlienToro. projn>se<i to explain the nature 
of each bank umler its tjw-n heading. 

A law ndative to Japanese Irnnking business in jfi)reign countri^'s was promuIgat<Ml in March, 1905; 
it provides that, with regard to banking business carri<sl on in f»reign countries by Japancsi:- subjects or 
juridical persons, spp<*ial regulations may from time to time 1a» »‘stablislu‘d by Imperial Ordinance 
according to the <‘conomic conditit)n.s or commercial customs of such countries. 


HAXK OF JAPAN 

The Hank of Japan, the central bank ot the country, was esiablisl»e«l in 1^82 us a ji)int*^tock 
comjmny. Its authorised capital which wa* at first yen lO.ODO.tMJO. was twice incrcjised. and now 
Stands at yni ;10,090.000 fully paid up. 

This Hank is privilegcil to issue convertible bank notes on security of gold ami silver (!oina 
and bullion »sjual to the anioiint of the nol**s issutnl. and further to issue such nol«.*s on security of 
Government bonds ami Treasury bills, ami <»tlier bonds and commercial bills of a rtdiablc iiature, the 
amount of the latter notes not to exceed yen 1 20 .000, (MM) (the limit was until 181K) put at yen 
70.(H)0,000. and from that year to 1899 at yt n 85,000.000 k Notes {.ssuimI lieyoml the sum of the above- 
mentioiHsl two amounts are subj*^’! to a tax of at least five per cent, of the excess per unmim. 

The husim*ss carrietl on by the Hank is principally. (1) to <li.scount or purclnise Oovernnieiit hills, 
bills of exchangr*. and commercial bills; (2) i*y buy or sell gold and silver bullion; (J) to make loans 
on security of gold and .silver coins and bullion; (4) to collect bills for banks^ companies, and 
merchants, who arc its regular custotners; (5) to receive deposits in current accounts and to accept the 
custody of objei‘ts of value, such as gold, silver, ami other precious metals, and dfM'uimmta; and i d) to 
make nilvance.s in current accounts or loans tor fixed periods on security of Government lM>nda, 
Tnnisurv bills, and other honds and shares guarantetsl by the Ciovernmenl. The Hank is. in addition, 
eutrusUNl with the nmringement of the Treit-^iiry receipts and <lisburseinems. 


YOKOHAMA SPECIE RANK 

The Yokohama Spi'cie Hank was founded in 18S0 with an authorisiMl capital of yen J,000,0(X) 
with the ohji.*ct of aHbrding financial fdclHtit>s in respect of the foreign trade of this country. It was at 
first siipp>rted in various ways by the Government ; it was, for instance, entrusted with the management 
of sc*vcral niiilioii yen of the Tnnu'iiry Reserve Fund, and thus had an ample amount of capital placet! 
at its dUposal for discounting foreign bills of exchange. In 1889, sm*h siipj»ort was withdrawn, and in 
lieu thereof, the Hank of Japan was ordererl to re-tliscount foreign bills of exchange on demand of the 
Sjiecie Hank to an amount not exc(S‘diug yen 20,090,01)0 a year at the rate of »ivo j>er cent. In 1887, 
when the spj*eial ordinance respecting the Specie Hank (Imperial Ordinance No. 29; was pr*>mulguled, 
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the cA))ital of the Bunk wa.^ rai>ie<l to yen lk00O,0(W. The conj^^quent extenw«*n of iti= business 
neoesf*itate<l in the j^me year a fiirther increase of its capital to ym Ti.OOO.OfK); ami in 1899, the 
caj)ilal was aj^in cloubled, ami of this sum of yen 24,0(M>,(KK<, yen 18.(K)0,(K)0 is now j»uid up. 

The business carried on by the Bank consists of (ll Foreign cxchanj^e; (2) inland exchange; 
(3) loans; (4) deposits of mcmey and custmly of objects <»f value; (-Oj distouni and collection of bills 
of exchange, proraisniry notis. and other clicqnos; and (d) exchange of coins. The Bank may also 
buy or sell public hiuids, gold and silver bullifm, and foreigm coins, if so rctjuin*<l by ihe condition of 
its business. It may als^> be entrusted with matters relating to foreign hfans and with the management 
of public money f<»r inU'ruational account. 


HYPOTHEC BANK OK JAPAN. 

The HyjM»th«*<‘ Bank of Jajtan was creaud for the pur|Mise of making long-term loans at a low rate 
of interest on mortgages of immovahlc pr(»perty with a view to the improvtnunt and ileveh^pinent 
of agriculture and industry, and is the central financial organ for agrlcuUiiral and industrial 
entcrprise.s on a large si‘ale, in our country. It Mas c>tabHshe<l us a j«*ini-st«K*k company under the I>aw 
of the HytK>thec Bunk of Japan (I-^iw No. 8*J, 1890), uith a capital of yen U>.CO0,0(K). of which yen 
3,250,00ft ip paid up. 

The business of the Bank is priucijially (1) to make on mortgage of imm<»vahle pnq>erty kwins 
which shall b<* rcd«*cmahle hy antuml instalments within a pcri<*<! not exce<-ding fifty y<*ars. or at a fixed 
term of not mon* than five years, provided in the latter case the total amount c»f such d(M*s not 

exceed om-ti nth of the total amount of loans redeemable by annual iustuliucnta ; (2) to make loans 
without security to Prtfeeturcs. Pbtricls, CitUf. Towns, Villages, and other public corporations 
orgaiiiH.‘<l by law; (.3 to make loans witliout Hcurity redeemable at a fixed term or by aimmil 
instalments in cas4s of the laying out of arable land under the Law fi»r such laying-out ; (4) to tako up 
the agricultural and imlustriul dehentims issued V>y the various agricultural and imlustrial Banks 
which arc establislud under th«- Agricultural and Industrial Banks I^iw ; (5) to accej)t fumls in trust in 
connection with it.« busim.^s and take custmly of gob! and pilvcr bullion and negotiable papers; ami 
((> ' in the event of the Bank receiving any funds in tnist above referred to or having in the c(uirse of 
its busines.< money lying idle, to purchase therewith tem|x*rarily various national and 1» tTtl loan ImiiuIp 
or with the approval of the Minister of Finance. ti» dep«>sii such funds or money in a trustworthy 
luink. 

The IlyjKithec Bank is authorised, when at least om~fourth of its nominal capital has Ikhii paid 
up, to issue mortgage delanturcs to an amouiit not excet'diug ten lime.s its paid-up capital provided the 
amount of .such delx*nturcp does n<»t exceed the total amount of outstanding loans reileeniahlc hy 
annual instalmentp and the agricultural and imlustriul dela ntures in hand. These* d< benturcs must be 
redeenutl willi premiums by means of dniwings taking pla<*t» at bmsl twice a year in amount.s pro|K»r- 
tionate to the amount to l>e rt*<KH*metl in the same year of the loans re<le< niable hy annual inslalmeiitp 
and agricultural and industrial debentures in hand. In ca.se any loans r<*(hH‘muble by annual 
instalments an* n*|>aid lK*fore they are due, the Bank may witli the amount s<» repaid purchase and 
rotlet'iu its mortgage tlobentures. 
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The Government U authorised under the Savings Loandwiuls Law promulgated in April, 1904, to 
cause the Hypothec Rank to i^sue Savings Lrmn-lrjuds so long as the Extraordinary Special Tax Law 
Is in force. Thi-su loau*bonds are made fnit to hearer with a face-value of five yen each at a rate of 
intere.st not exctH*diiig fmr |K*r rent per mmuin; ami the total amount of the Iwnds Issued must not 
cxceerl yen dO.(XH),000 per aimuin. They are redtK'mahle by means of drawings at least once a year 
within twenty years counting from the year following the is«ue; and at the redemption premiums may 
be allached thereto. The Rank U retpiirorl to deposit with the Deposit Si*ction of the Finance DejMirt- 
ment tiu* entire proo.MHl«» of the Issue of tlu*se loan-lHuids. The object of the issue of the savings 
loan-bonds is to prevent the inflation of the currtMicy arising from the jwiymeiit of war exj>cn»iilures as 
well a.s to encourage thrift among the petiple ; and the issue has met with great success so that the object 
in view is gmdiially being attaim^l. 

INDl.'STHIAL RAXK OF J.\I*AX. 

The Industrial Rank of Japan is a joint-stork company established uinler the Law of the 
Industrial Rank of Jaj)an whieh was promulgated in March, 1990, with a capital of yen 10,000,tM)0, of 
which yen 2.*“>()0,0n0 is paitl up. Just as the Hypothec Rank is intended to furiush long, low-intiwcst 
loans on mortgjige of immovable property for agricultural and imlustrial eiUerftrUes, so the Industrial 
Rank nmk(*s it its six^ciul object to handle iKUids and share’s of vuriou.> kinds. While the former is a 
kind of r.i'Nit foneier, the latter is a s|M‘ci*’s of credit mobi/ier. 

The business carried on by the Industrial Rank is (1) to make loans on pletlg^'s of national and 
local loan Ixuuls and coin|Kinies’ debentures and shares; (2) to sul)scril)i* for, or take up national and 
l(H*al loan bonds and coinj)anies * debentures ; (J) to receive di-posits of money and accept the eust«Kly of 
objects (»f value; (4) to eiigjigi* in tritst business; (5) to «lis<M)unt bills presented with national or local 
loan bonds, or companies’ debentures or shares as security; and (fi) to make loans on strenrity of 
a foundation created as pi*4‘scribe<l by law. 

The Rank is authorised to Issue did>entures to an amount not exceetling ten times its jaiid-up 
capital, pro\dded, however, the amount of such debentures does not exceed the total amount of 
out.'^tamling loans, dUeounted bills, and national and lo<‘ul loan Ixmds and roinpanics’ debentures and 
shares in hand. Only in the event of fiimls being re<piired for eiiterpri.s;*s for public benefit und<’rtaken 
ill a fm'igii country may the Rank, \rith the appnn'al of the Minisier «if Finance, issue delK*ntiirea 
irrespectively of the above-mentimied restriction. 


.\gricl:ltl’ral axo industrial ranks. 

The Agricultural and Industrial RaiiLs are local financial organs for furnishing long-term loans at 
a h)W rate of interest and, being (’stablishoii in every prefecture, arc most useful through their connec- 
tion with their central organ, the Hyp«)thee Hank of Japan. 

The Asrriculuiral and Industrial Ranks an> joint-stock coniyanies cstablishtHl under the Agricultural 
and Imlustrial Ranks Law of April, and have each a capital of not less than yen 200.000. 

Each of these Rank.s has as a general rule for iu exclusive business district the whole of Hokkaido or 
a prefi*cliire. 
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The bu4iu«j« carrie^l on by Ajrricultural an<l Industrial Banks is principally O) to make on 
mort^^o of immovable pri»|KTty loans which shall 1>e redi^emahlc by annual instalments within a 
|x'riotl ii(»t excetHlinjr thirty years, or at a fixed term of not mon? than five years, proWded in the latter 
ca.Sf the total amount of such b»ans dot's m»t excised one -fifth of the total amount of loans rcde -inable 
by annual instalments; (2) t*» make similar loans, hut without security, to C’itit«, Towns, Villages, and 
other public corporations organised by law; (.‘1) to make loans without security redeemable at a fix(*d 
term <»f imt m<»re than five years to a party of at least twenty pers»f)n3 combined \vith liahililv, who 
are engage<l in agriculture or industry, or to a-^stjoiations created under the Industrial Associations 
Law; (4) to make loans witliout s-.KMirity re<lecmable at a fixed t'^rni in case «)f the laying out of 
arable laii<t uiuler llic law for such laying-out; (5) to receive fixed dcjxjsits aufl accept the cusUmIv of 
gold and silver hiillion and negotiable j>ajK*rs; and (fi) to jmrehase temporarily various national 
or local loan lK>uds or mortgage debenture's of tlie Hypothec Bank with money lying idle in the course 
of their busiiu'x-* or to de)H»sit such money in other )>anks. They may alst) lake charge of the receipt 
aii<l disbursement of the funds of their n'spective prefecrliires. 

The Banks are authoris^'il, when at least on*-f>urth of thj ujminal capital has been |^id up 
to issue agrieiiluiral and iiidiisiruil (ieheiitures to an amoimt not exceeding five times the paid-up 
capital; such debentures, moreover, must not exceed tlie balance of the total amount of outstuuding 
loans redeemable by annual instalments after deducting ther«*from that part thereof which hin* bt?en 
given SL* S4*curity fiw money Ljrrowed from the Hypothec Bank. These agricultural and industrial 
dclKoitures must he rede<rmod with premiums by means of drawings at lea<l twice a year in aniounts 
pn)|M)rtionate to the amount then*of to he retleeiiUHl in the same year. 

With the i>hject of aiding thcM* Banks in their husim»ss in accortlauce with the pi*ovisious «>f the 
Agricultural and Imhistrial Banks .\id Law of April, the Government delivered in a fixed 

pn>pf»rtioii to the Prefectural Authorities ( thos<* of Okinawa Prefecture excepted) the funds provided in 
the Budget for taking up lh(‘ shares of the Agriculttirul and Imlustrial Banks in the resjM'Ctive business 
districts (»vcr which they i-xercisi- jiirL-diciioii. 


HOKKAIDO COLONIAL BANK. 

Tlie Hokkaido Cohmial Hank was rstahlishod with the object of .*5Uj»plying capital for 
enterprises for colonising and exploiting Hokkaido, ami especially for the purpose of facilitating 
the supply of capital by making loans on si*curity of agriciiltuml pHnlucts ami companies* 
.shares and debentures as well as by making long-term of low interest on immovable 

projKTty. 

The Bank was establishe*d as a joint-stock c<»mi>any under the Law ndating thereto which was 
promulgated in March, and has a fully |»iid-up capital of yen J{,00(),000, 

The business of the Bank is (1) to make on security of immovable projwrty loans rcdwmable by 
annual instalments within a periixl not cxceisling thirty years or at a fixed term of not more than five 
years; (2) to make loans on plcdg<a of the .shares and <lel>cntures of joint-stock companies which have 
for their object the colonisation and exploitation of Hokkaido, and to sulwcril>e for or take up the 
debentures of such cotn|tanies; (‘1) to make loams on security of hills of exchange, dt cameiitar)' bills, 
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and airricultuml productf* of Hokkaido; (4) to receive deposit# and accept the custody <if object# of 
value; (5) to disc<mnt bills accomjmnicd by definite security; (6) to make loans without security 
redeemable l>y annual instalment# or at a fix<*d term Ut public corpt»rations in Hokkaido; (7) to make 
loans without security n*deemablc at a fixc<l term of not nu)re than five years to a party of at 
least twenty persons combined with joint liability, who are enpaped in agriculture or industry, or 
to AsHiciations created under the Industrial Associations Law ; and (8) to purchase temp>rarily national 
or local loan bonds or companies* debentures with money lying idle in the course of it# business. 

The Bank is authorised to issue debtnturcs t(» an amount not exceeding five times it# paid-up 
capital ; such d<dK'nt\ires, moreover, must not cxcml the total amount fiutstanding of the afore- 
mentioned loan? on mortgage of immovable property which are redeemable by annual in.«talments with- 
in a period not exceeding thirty years. Thest? debentuivs must l>e n*d<*<‘meil by means of drawing at least 
twice a year in amount^ jtroportiemate to the amount of the said bans to Ik* rede<*m<*<l in the same 
year. 


BANK OF TAIAVAN. 

The Bank of Taiwan was established a« a joint ^tnek company under the I^iw of the Bank 
of Taiwan which was promulgated in March, IIKM). Its ca]>ital is to la* not less than yc« ">,000,000; 
and it« paid-up ca}>ital is at present yen 2,5(X>,000. 

The business of the Bank is (1) to discount bills of exchange and other c<fmniereml bills; (2) to 
engage in exchange business; (*i) to collect bills for eonipani<*s and inorohants who arc it# regular 
customers; (4) to make loans on security of in>movab)e or movable propi'rty of a reliable nature; (5) 
to (»|Kn cumnt accounts; (6) to accejl the ciist<»dy of olyin t.-i of value, such a.- goUl and silver coins, 
precious metals, and doeumonL**; (7'» to hny or sell gold and silver bullion; and (8; to act as agent for 
other bank?. 

The Bank is privileged to issue bank notes of one }Vn and upward, which are at any time 
convertible into silver ) r». It is retpiircd ludd as c«*nvcr?i<in resen'c g(dd and silver coins and 
bullion of the same amount as the notes i??ue<l ;thc amount of note? n<it covered by this s|H.*cie reserve 
is limited to yen 5,000.000; they may l»e issued on .security of Government paper money anti securities, 
convertible note? of the Bank of Ja|>an, and other ]k)Iu1s and commercial bill? of a i*cliabli- natun*, and 
must not exceed the amount <*f Issue against .specie rt*serve. NoU*? issued l»eyond this limit are subject 
to a tax of not less than five per cent, jmt luinum. 

With a view to refiirm the peculiar monetary system of Formosa, an Ordinance relative to the 
issue of notes by the Bunk of Taiwan was promulgatctl in July, BK)4, by the Formosan Administration 
Oflicf . By thi? Ordinance the Bank of Taiwan is authorised to issue bank note# of one Yen and 
upwanl convertible in gold. With r<*spei t to these bank note? the regulations relating to hank notes 
issuoil under the Law of the Bank of Taiwan arc corres|K>ndingly applicable; and with regard to the 
limit <»f issue of the new notes, the amount <if bank notes issued under the I>aw of the Hank c»f Taiwan 
must be reckone<l therein. The eirciilatiiui of the silver Yen in Formosa i« ?t4ij»|K-d exeept in ease of 
payment of taxes, and at the same time the fi»mur bank notes (silver notes) are to bo exchanged at the 
ruling price of the silver }7»i for the gold }V>i of new bank inUes (gold notes). 

)Vn = Ci. ar 
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'riio ))iuik!i alutve (loKTiliftl. iiaim-ly, the Yohohama S|->ecie Bank, the Bank of .Tu|Hm. the Iiuhi!<trial 
Bank of .7a{Hiii. the Aftricnltural anil Iiiduetriat Banks, the Ilokkaiilo ('oloninal Bank, the Bank of 
Taiwan, and the Hypothec Bank of .Japan, are, as has already been deseriheel under their respective 
ht'ads. hanks es'lahlished, each with its own siiecial ohject, under Government pniteetion. While they 
are snhjeet t>i more or le.ss restrictions due to the objects for which they were res[M?elively established, 
they enjoy on the other hand privilejns more or less ])roKtahIe, which amply eomiienssite them for the 
disadvantages of their limilisl tiehl of hnsincss. They are at the same time under strict Government 
control. 


OKWXAKY BAXK8. 

In the iM'ginniiig of the Meiji era, there were no <leiaile<l regulations relating to ordinary hanks ; 
and for the establishment of such institutions merely Government approval was neetled, so that 
considerable inconvenience was cxiaricnced in the administrative control of these iMiiiks. By the 
proniulpitioii of the Commercial Code in 1890, general regulations for trade companies were for the 
first time estahlishtsi ; and in the same year the Ordinary Batiks Uegiilations (r.aw Yo. 72) anil 
the Savings Banks Regulations i Ijiw Xo. 7d) were also issuol, but their operation was |>ostponed. and 
they came into fiiree on the 1st .July, 180;l. By the revised Bunks Ib'gulations, ortlimiry l«ink.“ arc 
plact*«l under tiu* control of the Minij^fer of Finance, whow* appnnal in rcfiuireil fiir the estiiblis»liment 
of a new or the amnl;:}imation of exisftinjj banks; he is alw i‘miK>werctl to onlcr at any time 

investigation into the bti^inrs.< condition and projierty of a bjink. Every Itank mll^t each half-year 
prejiare and preftent to the said Minij^ter a U»lance-shwt an*l other business reports, and publish 
the Inilaiict^-sluet in newsjwi|K*rs or by *>ther means. Pnivisions are als^i math* in the Regulations with 
ri'gard to busine.vi hours and holidays. 


BAVTXGS 

The ^Savings Hunks Regulations were ]>ronuilgated in 1800; but on account of the post|)oneinent of 
the enforcement of the Ounmercial Law, they did not none into op«'ratioii until the 1st July, 18J<3. 

^^vings Hunks, whos<* bii.-'iness i.« to take charge of the de|K)sils made hy the {lublic at cotu{K>iind 
interest, must he joiiit-st(K*k eoinpanies with a capital of not h‘s.s than yrn JO.iKM). Their dinviors are 
jointly under unUniiteil liability with re.sjx*ct to the obligations of the banks incurrtHi during their term 
of ortice, and U|Mm the lafJpH* of two full years after tlieir retirement therefrom they are itUiwhI from 
guch liability.

Savings Hunks must, as gnanmtee for rejuiyment of sjivings <U*|)osii.s, ]>roviite themselves with 
inten‘st-lK*aring national nr local loan Ixmds corresj«>nding in value to at U‘ast om^fourth of the do{K)sits 
received and place them at the Dej)«>sit Office. In cast*, however, tin? ^nid guaninttH* fuinl reaches 
an anmnnt equal to at least one-half of the capital, comtnercial bills ainl nOinble companies’

Vt*r many yearfi the nilvor standard prevailed ; but the general tendency of the 
nioneDiry conditions of the v'orld and the ^rowing intima<‘v in .Japan’s commercial relations with the 
g<dd-stiindard countries cfinvineed the authorities of the temporary character of the advantages they 
were deriving in foreign trade fmm the steady depreciation of silver, and made tliem feel that if Japan 
would niainiain her Himncial and commercial position among the nations of the world, she must sooner 
or later adopt a gold standard. Accordingly, in 189J, a special commission was appointed to im|uire 
into matters cfuinected with the coinag<* system of the country ; and after long and elaborate invt'stiga- 
tions, the commission reported in favour of the gold standard. I^iit ns the gold re«*rve in hand at the 
time was insufficient for the estahUshment of such a standanl, the Government waitetl until the rtH*eipt 
of the Chine.***? indemnity before acting ujMm the recommcndati*>u of the commission, and in 1897, finally 
adoptinl tin; gold monometallic .**y.**tera which was eml>odied in the Coinage I^aw issued in that year 
(Ijaw No. 11, 18!>7). 

Owing to the })eculiar conditions which prevailed in Formosa, a special monetary system was at 
first adopted in the islami, whereby silver one-yen pieces were allowed to circulate as legal tender in the 
islan*! only ; hut the system was wholly alxilished in July, 1904, as in view of the grtat progress ina*le in 
the economical and financial eondiiions of the island since its cession to Japan, the authorities deemed 
it expedient to adopt there the same mononietallie system as in Jajtan proper. •

NOTE. 

RAILWAYS AND TRAMWAYS. 

The first Govemraent railway built in our country is that Ixjtwccn Tokyo and Yokohama, 
eighteen miles long, which was opened in 1872. From that time the Government made every effort to 
construct more lines, until by the fiscal year 1882-3 150 miles had been completed. The railway was 
at the time generally looked upon os a Government undertaking, and no attempt was made among the 
{people to engage in railway enterprise. In 1883, however, a private eomj>any was for the first time 
formed for the construction of railways; and thereafter railway enterprise mode gradual progress among 
the people. In 1887, the Private Railways Regulations were issued ; and both government and private 
railway.** increased and grew annually in prosperity; and now private lines have in mileage left 
the govcnimcnt lines far Ixihind. 

In March, 1900, the Private Railways Law and the Railway Traffic Law* were promulgated, 
thereby completing the legislation, private and public, in respect of railways. 

Although it has always been the policy of the Government to encourage railway construction, 
railway companies cx|>crienc€d no little inconvenience in obtaining the fun<ls ncws.sar}* for carrying on 
and extending their business liccau.se of their inability under the laws in fiirce to mortgage? tlieir lines. 
To remedy this defect, tlie Railway Mortgage Iaw was promulgated in March last. Under this law a 
private jriint-siock railway company may form a railway foundation with the whole or a jiart of its 
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Expenses, &c. of Electric Tramway Companies. (SRt d«. iwm.)

The amount of obligations, moreover, that may be incurred 
by the conijmny im mortgage of its railway fmndation, when added to the amount of its already 
existing del>enturc?), rau^t not exceed its total paid-up capital, the amount of its old debts, however, is 
not included therein. The aforesaid law further contains detailed provisions respecting the effect 
of mortgage, registration of the railway foundation, and compulsory administration and sale by 
auction. 

Tliis law will, it is confidently l)elicved, contribute materially to the activity of our railway 
oiitcrpris<>. 

The first electric tramway built in Japan is the line, eight miles in length, which was opened in 
Kyoto in 18lf5 wlien a national industrial exhibition was held in that city. Since then, other citiea of 
iinpirtance Imve in succession constructed electric tramways as convenient means of communication for 
short <lUtanccs. wj that there are now seventeen electric tramway companies with an aggregate ca])ital of 
yen 3f),0f)0,0()0 (£. 3,H87,31I1), whose lines already openwl t»>UiI 120 miles with 8o miles more under 
construction. Most of tlies<* crimfiauies are, however, still in the initiatory stage and do not yet make a 
very proHtuble business of the undertaking; but that the profits will l>e large is clearly shown by the 
fact that the electric tramways of Tokyo already |>ay annual dividends of not less than ten per cent.

NOTE. 

POSTS, TELEGRAPHS, AND TELEPHONES. 

In 1871, the European pyst^m of jKwtal service waa introduced by the Government; and in the 
following year, a postal conveutitm was couclu<led with the United Statea. Every effort was thereafter 
mad(^ f>r the extension of the postal service ; and it wa.« decided in 1875 to run mail steamers to 
Shanghai and other ports in its neighbourhood. In 1870, Japanese post offices were established in 
China and Cxirea ; in 1877, Japan joined the International Postal Union ; and in 1878, the connection by 
wistal routes of the different parts of the country was practically completed. The amended Postal 
Regulations of 1873 were rcvisc?d by Decree No. 59 of 1882, the most important point in which was the 
adoption of a uniform rate of postage for the whole country, whereas under the former system letters 
were subjt^ct to thn« diffnmt rates according to their destination. 

The telegraphic service was started as early as 180U, but the result was at first far from satisfactory. 
The service was, about 1873, considerably extended by the increase of telegraph lines, and was brought 
to a certain degree of completeness by the igiiue of the Rules for the Management of Telegraphs and the 
Telegraph Regulations, f^till foreign Udegnups wojre entindy under the management of the agents

of the Great Northern Telegraph Company until in 1878, when the opening of the telegraphic service was 
officially cclehrated, arrangemonts were at the same time maile for taking over the management of foreign 
telegrams. In 1879, Japan joined the International Telegraph Union. In 1885, the Telegraph 
Regulations were revised ; and in the following year was adopted the system of carrying on the postal 
and tel(^raphic servicra in the same office and not in ditt'erent buildings ns thitherto. It will be readily 
seen from the accompanying tables what remarkable progresa ha* since taken place in the telegraphic 
service. 

When the telephone was aliout to Iw introduced into this country, a great diversity of opinion was 
displayed on the question whether the service should he managed by the Government or left to private 
enterprise ; hut after mature consideration the Government decided upon the former course. The 
necessary arrangement* were accordingly made, and the Telephone Regulations were issued in April, 
1890, by Ordinance No. 7 of the Department of Communications ; in December of the, same year, the 
service was started in Tokyo and Yokohama, and in 1893 in Osaka and Kobe. The telephone service 
is now at work in twenty-seven cities and towns. Moreover, in 1900, Tokyo and Osaka, wlneh arc about 
350 miles apart, were connected by telephone.

NOTE. 

SHIPPING AND NAVIGATION. 

The restrictions which wore imposed upon foreign trade an<l upon foreign intercourse generally 
during the long {period of the Tokugawa Government had so panilyse<l the national spirit of enterprise 
that their effw^ts did not wholly disapi>(*ar with the change of |K»licy iuaugiirate«l by the new Imperial 
Government and in the first years ol‘ Sleiji people hesitated to own large vessels, espe<*lally of foreign 
type. In 1869 and 1870 the Government rt^peatedly announced that any pi^rsnn was not only free to 
own what nuinl>er he plcase<l of vessels of foreign ty[>e, hut that he would alw enjoy the speiinl 
protection of the Government in the conduct of his shi[»ping enterprise. And in 1872, the Nihonkoku 
Yuhin Jokisen Kaisha (Japan Mail Steamsliip Company) was orgajusetl, but it wius five years later 
supcrscdtHl by the Yuhin Risen Mitsubishi Kaisha (Mitsubishi Mail Steamship Company). Later on, 
the Kyodo Unyu Kaisha (United Shipping Com|>aiiy) and the Osaka Shoseii Kaisha (O.^^iika Mercantile 
Steamship Company) were with Government suppirt creatcxl in 1882 and 1884 nisjHK'tively, hut 
the former was after a most desperate competition, amalgamatc<l with the Mitsubishi Kaisha untler the 
title of Nippon Yusen Kaisha (Japan Mail Steani-diip CVmipauy), which is the largest steamship 
company in Japan. In March 1896, was })romulgaUNl the Navigation En<‘ouragement Law (Law No. 
15, 1896), under which any Japane«*e subject, or any commercial company whose jmrtners or 
sharcholdcrH are all of them Japanese suhjecU, engageil in carrying jmssengers and cargo l^etween 
Ja{>au and foreign countries or l>et'veim foreign |K)rls in their own vessels which must he of at loa.«i 
IjtWO tons and regj»tere<l in the shipping list of the Empire, are entitled to sulisidic's, the amount 
of which is projK)rtionate to the distance run ami the Umnage of the vt'ssels. 

AIhjuI the same time as the approval of the aht>ve-n)eutioned law in the Imperial Diet, regtilar 
services on the Bombay, Australian, and the Sea of .lapan routes were by K|H‘cinl <»rtler of the 
Government opened by the NipjMJii Yusen Kaisha, followed by the ojwning of lines to Eurojw 
and America by the same company and of am»thcr to America by the newlyi^tahlished Toyo Kis<‘n 
Kaisha (Oriental Steamshij) Company). Thus, vessels flying the Jaimnese flag were to Ik* si*on r«miiing 
on the four great routes to Eurojx*, America, Anstnilia, and Bombay. The Government, mor»*over, 
rccoguiseil the imj>orlaiice of opening a regular service bctwet‘u Shanghai, Hankow, ami Ichang, and 
ordered the ()saka Shusen Kaisha to run the line. Further, a.s Soochow and Hangkow which hatl lH*<>n 
openetl to trade by the Treaty of Shimouo!H*ki in 189"), were of commercial imjMirtanee to Ju|mii, the 
liuito Kis4?n Kaisha’s steamers run hv Government order to thea«* inland p<>rts. while the Gsaka Shosen 
Knisha*s steamers ply lM?tween the main island of Ja}>aii and Hongkong n*a Formosa, Amoy, and 
i^watow. There are two lines to Nortl) China, one running via Corcan |Ku*ts to Ncwchwaug ami the other 
to Tientsin ; at first there was only a vessel rtinniiig once a month on either line ; hut .scs^n it was found 
to he insufficient to mt*et the re<juireim*iits of our rapidly growing traile with (•hina and Ck>n», and a 
weekly service was opened in 1899 to North China wo Corean ports ami a hi-weekly one to Corea. In

addition to the above-mentioned lineat which arc all subsidise*!, there has lieen an increase in vessels 
running on the i^anie lines which are operated by private sbi|K)wners. 

Our shipping lias since 1893 shown a steady increase in the numl>er of vessels; and at the close of 
1903 the country pos.so.ssed 857,000 ton? of steamers and 320,000 tons of pailing vessels, making a total 
of 977,000 tons for lx»th dt^enptions ; the tonnage of the steam fltvl was then alxjut f<mr times what it 
was nine years previously at the outhreok of war with China. Nevertheless, our ?tuj>endous struggle 
with Rusvsia has necessitated a still further increase ; accordingly, foreign vessels were bt>ught, chartered, 
and given special ]>ormission to engage in the coastwise trade. In the course of the y*«ir 1904, the 
loe^ connected w ith the Idocking of Port Arthur an«l thos<? due to other causes came up to 71 ,000 tons ; 
but on the other hand, 27,000 tons of steamers were built in Japan ami 177, (XH) tons were purchased from 
abroad, making a total of 204,000 tons. Thus, the net increase wa** 13JI,000 tons, and the steamer 
fleet rose from 657,000 tons at the close of 1903 to 790.000 tons twelve months later. During 
Ia.<t year the number of foreign vessels engaged in the c**astwise trade was greA^test in the mouths 
of April, May, and June. Tlicy aggregated at the time 160,000 tons; and though there was a some 
reduction in the ensuing months, they stmul at 110,000 tons at the close of the year. 

Turning next to the shipbuilding indiLstry of our country, we find that it had already made steady 
progre.-is when the Shipbuilding Encouragement I>aw and the Shipbuilding Regulations came into 
operation in 1896; and the industry has since advanced with remarkal)le energy. Prior to the o|)eration 
of that Law, vessels exceeding a thoui^and ^ms were usually purchased from abroad. But now, under 
the Law referred to, bounties are granted for the construction of iron or steel vessels of not less than 
700 gnirfw tons by any Jap«n(*se subject or any commercial com|«iny whose partners or shareholders 
are all Jajtfiuese subjects, that is engaged in shipbuilding. The encouragement given by the 
Government in the matter has been so great that by the end of 1903 tliere were altogether 200 private 
shipyards and 32 private docks in Japan. Under such circumstances our shipbuilders have been 
euccessflil in building small warshi|)s and large merchant steamers of 6,000 tons ami upward which are 
fully rpialifi<Hl to run on the great foreign sertdee lines, an<l they have, moreover, built vessels to foreign 
orders. And as to our d»>cks. they have not only increaswl in number, but are now constructed 
generally on a larger .scale than Wore. 

Finally as regards the home supply of .sliipbuilding materials. gn*at hopes are entertained that our 
shiplmilders will Iwfore long have ample supply of the necessary materials from the Government Iron 
Foundry at Wakamat«u and thus he freed from the disadvantages they have been labouring under 
through the importation *>f .such materials from foreign countries. The pre.sent war with Russia has, 
als4), proved a powerful stimulus to the progrt^ss of shipbuilding in Jajoau, and has already kept 
the various shipyards of the c*Hintry basy at work on the construction and rejoair of warshijos and 
merchant vessels.

NOTE. 

FINANCE OF FORMO.SA. 

In May, 189.5, the ieland of Formosa was, as Is well known, acquired by the Treaty of Shimonoeeki 
concluded with China. From that month until the end of the following March the island was placed 
under military administration, all expenses of which were defrayed as part of the national military 
expenditure. During the fiscal year from the 1st April, 1896 to the 31st March, 1897, the insular 
finance was included in the general account of the Central Government; but from the ensuing fiscal
